The paper wass 
eritleliied by stadeats who ffelt-the story was 
rorcivlnp: tc»o much attention and liy the 
sliidciit ^'OYprntn^' liody wliieh verlmlly 
Mpauked the precis for the seniiMttlo nails m 
attached, to the story. 

4 few days later, the dean of discipline 
at the ( o liege revoked the social privileges 

of tlie fniternity where the private party 
took place, lit; charged the fraternity with 
violating university regulations by having 
liquor in the house. 

The next morning, the Dally lowan car- 
ried liiK statement about the crack-down 
and published pictures showing the couple 
involved at a party the previous spring. It 
* was obvious that, because of the l>eer cans 
in, the picture, that there had been drinking. 

Despite the fact tluit the largest news- 
paper in the statt^ carried tiie pictures, the 
Daily lowan was uguiii chastised by the 
student body. It said the pictures should 
not have been printed at all. 

In spite of general knowledge that the 
editor and managing editor were (J reek let- 
ter men, tlie paper was accused of being 
"antl-fraternlty" and ''sensational." Htnts 
of faculty censorship were blown around 
the campus. A sttidnnt wrote the Student 
Board of Publications wliich hires the edi- 
tor and demanded that the editor and his 
managing editor be fired. 

Hut the Haute staff in Mill on the job at 
the Dally Iowhu. >'oi only that, It Is pre- 
pared to follow to the ^rand Jury the case 
that brought It under fire. 

If such a rttor}' were to pam over onr deskt 
the CoUefrlan Ik prepared to print all of t9he 
farts HTiilliiide, nil of the pletures that run 
be olttalntMl, In short, all of the Information 
that dwH not puNs the llmltN of good taste 
Imposed by our eoiiMleace^ Forluately the 
CoUetSttB has not been eenfeoaled with this 
problem. 

We believe tliat it is wrong for a news- 
paper to suppress certain angles of a story 
Just to please certain factions, be It pres- 
sure from the campus or other sources. 

Certainly, there must be limits to what 
we can print. Ttiis wi' must decide our- 
selves, without outside influence. Our con- 
sciences and thoughts must be our guide. 

If we think that a story should be printed, 
we will print it. If we think It is too ob- 
scene, too biased, or worth nothing at all. 

we will not print it. 

We will defend this right to print what 
we think we shottM, even if tt flUeans losing 
our lobs and campus standing. As long as 
It is important at All, It Is Important endagh 
to be printed. 

This 'is our pcdicy. We intend to st&nd 
by it — h. 8.

"Native fMendttBMe and easier 

studies made my seven-months' 
stay in Greece quite pleasant," says, 
Christine Knight HE & D 2, Cim- 
arron. She and her family were In 
Greece from September 1947 4o

During this time Christine at- 
tended tbe Orllnda Cbilds Pierce 
College (or Women, aboat 12 miles 
from Athena, This Is a small pri- 
rate sebool wbieh was founded by 
an Americnu, It offers three cur- 
rlculums: business, English, and 
education. For thia reason, accord- 
ing to Christine, tbe subject mat- 
ter was comparatively simple. The 
Greek girls had bo ealieBriVe En- 
glish vocabularies and leaning 
was necessarily made easjf.- iTncb- 
Wa were Greek and Bi^Mdit With 
a few Americans.

She smilingly remwnbers that "on 
Greek busses women get up and

All the girls were required to 
take physical examinations, be- 
cause there Is a ht^^h percentage of 
tuberculosis in Greece and a new 
system of disease control wa^ be- 
ing inlUated. , . 

"We had to po to assemblies, 
too," she added. "That much was 
just like being a pledge at K- 
State." 

Christine enjoyed her stay in 
Greece, hut she says- she prefers 
Kansas State to the foreign school. 

"Although," she smiles, "I sure 
did like that mid-morning^ snack,"

113,400,000 sets of prtnts^ repre- 
senting an estimated 75,000,000 
persons. Of the prints, 19.011,000 
are tu the criminal files. 

Htarted by Hoover 

Establishment of the FBI's Iden- 
tification division wais the first 
thing done by J. Edgar Hoover 
after he became drleoter In 1924. 
Prior to that, the nation's police 
were dependent on the Interna- 
tional Association ot Chiefs of Po- 
lice and the Leavenworth (Kan.) 
penitentiary fingerprint files. 

Those collections provided *he 
nucleus of the FBI files and estab- 
llshntent of the new central clear- 
ing house fulfilled an insistent and 
growing damand by the nation's 
police chiefs tor one dentral c<n> 
operative system. 

Hoover says criminal identifica- 
tion is the *'most potent factor in 
obtaining the apprehension of the 
fugitive who might otherwise M- 
cape arres: and con^nne htji crim- 
inal activities." ' 

Th« ridges and depressions ot 
the {bfjgertips form about three 
mootlis HeCore birth and remain 
unchinged throughout life. And 
to dat«, no two Individuals, even 
identical twins, ,have been found 
to have the same prints,' 

ChiiMM ifi^'^^iian 

The Chinese centuries ago may 
have known the identifkation 
value ot fingerprints, since they 
employed finger and hand impres- 
sions tor sealing documents, How- 
ovt'r, .such impresBiong may liave 
had a symbolic valne. 

Another indkatton of early 
awareness of the prints is found 
on the face of a Nova Scotian cliff, 
where an Indian -crudely carved in 
his "picture writing" the outline 
of a hand with ridges and pat- 
terns clearly 'marked. 

There is a diverelty of opinion, 
as to the flret practical application 
of fingerprints to Identification. 
But here are some of the develop- 
mental of the acience: 

Or. Henry Paulds, an English 
scientist, wrote the first article on 
their praotlcal use In Identifying 
criminals. Hl» wrtteto appeared In 
1880. 

Tried Out In India 
A few moaths later the same 

magazine carried an article by Sir 
William Herschel, chief adminis- 
trative officer In the Hoogbly dis- 
trict of Bengal. Sir William told 
how he had uoed fingerprlnte for 
SO years to Identify government 
jienslonere and prevent impersona- 
tions, and to Identify persons 
committed to Jail. 

A few years later, Sir Francis 
Gallon, an English scientist, estab- 
lished that no two prints were 
alike and set up the first major 
collection of printe. Almost simul- 
taneously Argentina's Juan Vuce- 
tich told of how he had made bis 
first e r t m I n a 1 ' identlfleatlon 
through fingerprints. 

The first anthentiratfd use of 



fingerprints In the United States 
was in 1882. Gilbert Thompson, 
head of a U. S. geological survey 
in New Mexico, used his thumb im- 
pression to prevoit forgery of 
commissary orders. 

Galtoa's work proma^ted the 
British government to assign Sir 

E. R. Henry, later to t)e head Of 
Scotland Yard, to devise a means 
of elaeettyfng and tiling prints. 
His system was Introduced in 
England and Wales in July, 1901, 
and became the basis for systems 
now used .throughout tlie world. 

To permit easier handling of the 
tremendous number in ita flies, 

the FBI devised Its own modifica- 
tions and sub-classifications and 
it now 'takes only a matter of 
minutes to check a print received 
from a police department.

The Civil Service Assembly re- 
port that th^ poet-war ' statutes 
have been thrown out by the 
courts of Maryland, New Jersey, 
and New Ywk. 

The laws required public em- 
ployee to take loyalty oaths. 

Since 194 7, the assembly said, 
eight statea have passed lawp re- 
quMng, each oaths or l>arrlng 
members of BUbVNsive groups 
from public employment or pub- 
lic offlee. 

Prior to tile passage of these 
laws, the assemhfy said, 41 states 
itad statutes covering subversive 
activity. Oeaerally they dealt with 
sedition, covering acts or state- 
laeiita whieh held the state In con- 
tempt or incited its people to 
flaunt Its laws. 

IievMMon Haled Out 

The supreme court of New Jer- 
sey, Jn throwing out the state's 
new ' loyalty oath law, ealff tke 
state constitution already pre- 
scribed an oath, and that the legis- 
lature had exceeded its authoiitgr 
in defining another one. 

Id* Maryland, the loyalty law 
enacted by the 1949 legislature 
met detent In its first court test. 
The law required oaths Ifrtmi all 
public employes and provided fines 
and imprisonment for membership 
In subversive organlza'tlons. 

The court ruled that the law 
violated the freedoms guaranteed 
b^r the flttlt anrKtll- ilittilililnimts. 

State- to. Appeal 

However, the state plans' to 
carry the case -to the Maryland 
Court of Appeals and posi^^ to 
the U. S. Supreme Court. 

In N^w T«rk, the*Pelnberg law 
jrfts held un^ionstitutlonal by the

plc^tank- . 

The court said the

Experiments of the Kansas Stste 
college experiment station at Colby 
showed dairy cows do not produce 
well dttrlns summer months feed- 
ing only on ibp short native 
grasses. The experiments indi< 
cated that additional roughage is 
needed and that sudan Is the best 
crop for mid-summer and early fall 
pasture. 

Even when used. only for pas- 
ture, Sudan In wlde-spaeed rows 
(ZG to 42 tnefaes apart) produced 
more feed In the tests than drilled 
Sudan. In several years of tests 
Sudan usually furnished paetnre 
from August 1 to October 1.

"lawless conduct." 

AsK-^ ft»r Investigation 

The National Liawyers Guild, 
which was cUed as a Comt^innist 
front by the Ilonse XJnAmerlcan 
Activities committee, recently

1 point a eili/.eus' eonimlttee tO lU- 
veaiigate the agency. 

In the current issue of the "New 
Republic" magazine. James Law- 
rence Fly, former chairman of the 
Federal Comninnlcations Gommls^ 
siun, said that "with thousands of 
tapH, the FBI has yet to catch one 
pjiy i»y wire-tapping." 

Attorney General J, Howard Mc- 
Grath has sided with Hoover. He 
said the FBI has only 170 tap.s and 
each case involves nalioual secur- 
ity.

HONDON, Veb. 8— (U.R) — ^The 
London Dally Mirror claimed to- 
day that British srienUsts will' 
present to the Cabinet within two 
months plans for what was de- 
scrlhed as the world's £Mt Atomic 
ship's engines and first atomic 
electric pants. 

If the plans were approved, the 
Mirror said, the two projects can 
be completed In about two year's 
time. Work already hm started 
on the atomic ship engine, accord- 
ing to the paper. 
' "ResealrcSi iroi^k leading to this 
revolutionary project has been 
done by a tiesm oI scientists at 
tlie atomic city 'it Harirelt,'^ tiie 
Mirror said. - 

"Side hy side with this re- 
search. Navy experts are wo i- king 
out the problem of adapting war- 
ships for the atomic power unit.*' 

The paper failed to specify 
what work has been done ao far 
on plans for 'the 'atomic electric 
plant but said its design would be 
that of a steam turbine heated by 
atoms. 

The two projecta togpther will 
give Britain a irorld l«ftd in the 

peaceful application of atomic 
power, the Mirror said. 

A dozen leading British firms 
have established a company called 
"Isotopes Development, litd," to 
capitalize on the industrial appli- 
cations of atomic energy, the Mir- 
ror said. 

The company, formed wltli tlu; 
approval of the Ministry of Sup- 
ply, which hi In charge of British 
atomic development, will be head- 
ed by seven Harwell atomic 
sicientleta.

Ninety-two years ago today the 
charter for the Bluemont Central 
college association was granted a 

group of Kansas early settlers by 
a legislative assembly of the Ter- 
ritory of Kansas. The primary ob- 
jective of the aMOClatlon was the 
promotion of education and science 
in Kansas tenitovy, and it was 
authorized to locate a college at 
or near Manhattan. 

One year later in 1S59 the Blue- 
mont Central college was eatab- 
lisbed by the association one mile 
west of Manhattan. The Rluemont 
Central college became Kansas 
State Agricultural college in 1863. 
From this first site the collie In- 
struction was moved to the present 
caitipns in 1875. * 

Bluemout Ceutral college was 
tb« "nrit odHfifttioiliit Imtttntlon 
established in Manhattan or its 
vicinity. At no time iu its history 
did the college give any instruc- 
tion that professed to be of col- 
lege giade. Its purpose, according 
to Dr. J. T. Willard's history was 
"to establish in addition to the 
literary department of arts and 
sfiencps, an agricultural depart- 
ment with separate professors to 
test soils, expertment In tti'e raising 
of crops, the cultivation of trees, 
and upon a farm set apart for the 
purpose, so as to bring ottt to the 
utmost practical rcnnlts, the agri- 
cultural advantages of Kansas, 
especially the capabilities of Its 
htgb prairie lands."

Wheat Growers 
To ProMss Fuel 

DENVER, Feb. 9.— <U.J9 — 
Wheat growers In Colorado, Kan- 
sas and Nebraska announced plane 
at a meeting here to construct a 
grain alcohol pl^nt that weuld 
process the alcohol for motor fuel. 

The 20 members of the newly- 
formed group described itbe pro- 
posed plant aa a "neiT eoneeptlon 
of grass economy" and said it, 
would provide an industrial outlet 
for farm surploi. 

They pointed out that the Idea 
was used by the Western Solvents. 
Inc., at Longmont, Colo., whcire a 
little-known oil-seed eropr saf- 
flower, was processed for use by 
paint and enamel manufacturers. 

Dr. Leo M. Chrlstensen. former 
director ol a ebemarglo projefet at 
the University of Nebraska who 
was hired as consulting chemist 
for the plant, said a 10 percent 
mixture of alcohol with gaaollne 
would open a market for 3,600.- 
000,000 bushels of grain — enough 
to remove any surplus produced in 
the United States, Chrlstensen 
said. 

Robert D. Bowers ot DenVer. 
member of the group, said the new 

induatrial outlet would allow 
wheat growers to produce more

Feb 9 
r-<U.R) — Ten Arctic-wise soldiers 
slugged their way through deep 
snow today toward a 7,000-foot 
mountain ledge where 10 airmen 
crash-landed while seareUag fOr 
a lost C-&4 trauspurt. 

The 10 airmen were sighted yes- 
terday near the wreckage of their 
U. S. Air Force C-47 plane. All 
apparently had survived the 
crash which ocurred as they par- 
ticipated in a far-flung search 
for the transport which disap- 
peared 14 days ago with 44 crew- 
men and passengers. 

Three of tlie airmen were re- 
ported injured. Those aboard the 
C-47 were five U. S Air Force 
crewmen aiid fiv:- (';iuadian sol- 
diers, members of Company C, 
Princes* Patricia Canadian Light 
Infantry, wlm wore along as ob- 
servers in the hunt for the trans- 
port. 

The 10-man reaciie party, con- 
sisting of crack IT. S. mountain ski 
tronpa from Camp Carson, Colo., 
and Canadian soldiers trained in 
Arctic rescue work, was flown to 
Pon Lake uoar the C>47 crath 
scene late yesterday. 

Fron Pon Lake, they planned 
to make their way to the high 
mountain ledge, traveling over 
the deep snows on "weaael" snow 
tractors, skis or snovvshoes.

The open grder for battle was 
issued after reports that west Ber- 
lin police would he- reinforced 
Immediately 'to meet a threatened 
CommuDist attempt to seize the 
city admlnistraUoa dttring the 
youth rally. 

Schmidt said the west Berlin 
police headed by police chief Jo- 
hannes Stumm were "Illegal" and 
that they could not keep the Com- 
munists from taking over the en- 
tire city. y 

"Today- there la no longer any 
do u lit about the outcome of the 
fight for Berlin," Schmidt said. 
"Stumm and his brutal guard will 
not be able to halt a movement 
launched by the forces ot the na- 
tional front, to which the peoples 
police also belong."

Because Stumm's west Berlin 
police were "illegal," Schmidt 
said, "we as the peoples police 
therefore must make all prepara- 
tions to guarantee the public se- 
curity of the German capital." 

"The end of May the youth of 
all Oefmany will meet in Berlin," 
the Communist police said. "Here 
they will learn who is guarding 
their interests and welfare. 
American tanks, which Socialist 
leader (Kiirtl Sctinmacher hys- 
terically demands, will not pre- 
vent them from coming to Ber- 
lin."

The threatened march on the 
western seotore, which German 
leaders have warned would be an 
attempt coup d,'etat, overshad- 
owed the Russian's ou-and-off 
blockade of truck traffic on the 
Berlin superhighway.

— The goMrameet-teld American 
cities today that the surest way to 
fersstall atomic destmctioB — If 
they arc potential A-Boi^ fai^ets 
— Is_ to go underground. 

"In general," Jt said. "It is as- 
sumed that damage within a ra- 
dius of onejialf mile (f( an atomic 
air -bnrs»> would be so severe as 
to make protection of above- 
ground facilities impractical with-

Bnt. assum i ng nnmber of 
other thtngs, there lure many pro- 
tective meainces worth taking. 

They Inelude reinforced concrete 
or steel framed buildings widely 
dispersed: duplicate flre^ightlng 
and dMnater e<mtrol centers; use 
of fhre-'resMing materials, and in- 
terior protection to reduce the haz- 
ard of flying glass aj^ debris. 

The proposnls were outlined in 
a study by the Atomic Bnergy 
Commission aud the defense de- 
partment entitled "damage from 
atomic explosion and design of pro- 
tective etructhres."

blTdases. The Student Health 
stocks this preparation, 
has bden using it sbioe last 
'Bimiinef, 

Warns Against Use 
It is advised, therefore, that it 
not be heralded as a panacea for 
all types of headaches, and em- 
ployed indiscriminately by the stu- 
dent body. 

In the same category and pre- 
sentliig aSnuMt the sililhe identical 
problem Is the promiscuous self 
medication with antihistaminics 
for colds. It must lie remembered 
that there are many causes for 
what may be regarded as a com- 
mon cold, and that the improper 
Qse of antibistaminics may actual- 
ly eanse hMidi tA the indfridnal. 
There are large numbers of anti- 
histaminics and many of them are 
not well tolerated by many In- 
dividuals. Therefore, their use 
actually may be detrimental to the 
health of those employing them. 
. Therefore, it must be regarded 
that premature, incomplete, infor- 
mation being given hy well mean- 
ing members of the press and ra- 
dio may very readily convey the 
wi^g impression to their reading 
a^if listening public. This type of 
information may be very mislead- 
ing and is best left uapubliclze^.

Worth Over $7 Million 
To KontOK Agriculture 



Bneh bee caSmf in 
added 1117 to the fana Income 
of the state last year. 

So said R. li. Parker, state 
apiarist and professor of entomol- 
ogy si Kau&as State college, today. 
ToMI^'italiel of the es.OOt bee col- 
onies to Kansas agriculture last 
year was 17,365,000. Since there 
iim, 14};9J|il^ lanu: opnators in the 
stete. avsrage Kajwaa-^ftjcm In- 
come was raised $5S*l)y honeybees 

Value of honey produced in the 
state last year was |3&2,0O0: of 
beeewaz, $16,300. Entomologists 
say eross-poUinatlon work ol bees 
is worth 20 times the value of the 
honeybee products. That runs bee- 
keeping to a several-mllUon-dollar 
Industry in the state. 

The 63.000 bee colonies in Kan- 
sas produced an average of 38 
pounds of honey a colony last year, 
according to Parker. Rainy, cold 
weather prevented active bee 
I flights during the whlte-sweet- 
cloTw honey flow in 1949. Other- 
irise average prodnetloii would 
have been much higher. 

Throughout the tThited States, 
beekeepers prod used ^7 million 
pounds of honey last year. Value 
of bees to U. S. agriculture .was 
1721 million. Tet the U. S. im- 
ports 4 million to'e million iK}undB 
of beeswax annually, ■ Parkar said. 

Beeswax, a by-product of h(wey, 
has more than 100 uses. It goes 
into (»hdlm, eom%», oonneties, 
dental uses, crayons and many 
other projects. The Catholic 
ehoreh in the United Stetes alone 
uses nearly 3 million pounds .an- 
nually.

The Zoology department Is Just 
saving the s(ihool some money.

The 
bug box, well it is a metal cheat 
in which tbe carcasses are placed 
along with a variety ot flesh eat- 
ing bugs. The bugs, In the eourte 



of a few weeks, strip the carcass 
ot every hit of flesh teeing the 
skeleton intact. 

Buffs Enjoy Work 
The "bug house" is where the 
bug boxes are kept. A good skele- 
ton costs several dollars, but by 
this method Just a little time nod 
a few bugs who really enjoy their 
work ^lean tbe skeleton tor free. 
This method has it all over the 
boiling process. In that it is sim- 
pler, and tbe skeleton may be kept 
intact. This is particularly helpful 
in the case of small birds and rep- 
tiles. 

Batb Time 

After removal from the hug box. 
the skeletons are washed with 
amonia to remove any remaining 
grease, and are then bleached with 
peroxide. What Is left after that 
is a very nice skeleton, suitable 
for mounting, or study, or any- 
thlsg else one could possibly waatt 
a very nlee skeleton fer.

Cites Importance 
Of Hydrogen Bonds

Hydrogen bonds and their im- 
portance in chemistry today was 
the subject of Dr. M. L. Hugglns' 
address to the monthly meeting ot 
the Kansas State section ot the 
American Chemical Society yes- 
terday. 

The &3 year old doctor, now on 
lecture tour for the American 
Chemistry Society, hag done ex- 
tensive research iu the field of 
atoms, moleeales, crystals, and 
gasses and the correlation of these 
structures to properties. He has 
publications in the field ot opii< H 
and photography. In 1941 Jie re- 
ceived the Cressey Morrison Prize 
In ehemtitnr. 

Importance of Bonds 

Or. Huggins pointed out the 
great importance ot hydrogen 
bonds in determining the structure 
and properties ot chemical sub- 
stances end in influeneing tiietr 
reaction. He discsused the nature 
of the hydrogeu bonds, requir&< 
ments for tbetr existence, factors 
affecting tbetr stabUlty. and their 
effect on each properties as solu- 
bility and boiling point. 

Dr. Huggins also emphasised 
the slgnaficauce and importance 
of hydrogen bonds bioli^toal 
structure and procesaes.

Atter reeetvtng his A.B., B.3., 
M.S., and Ph.D. from the Univer- 
sity Of Gatltornia.^ Dr. Huggins 
served 5tt the Stanford fnentty for

They explained to highway of- 
ficials here for the bid openings 
that cement companies apparently 
were unwilling to divert a portion 
of tbetr production to the revised 
blend. 

In Topeka, Director of High- 
ways Roy W, Cox commented that 
"we are disappointed." The proj- 
ect will be readvertlsed, he said.' 

Something later may be worked 
out with cement companies, but 
Stewart Newlin, highway commls- 
Hion public relations director, 
made it plain the state's major 
road building program will not be 
held up by the development. 

It the coarser ground cement 
cannot be obtained by contrac^tors 
the old style tine grouud type will 
be ttsed; 

"The highway commission met^ts 
Feb. 24 and will discuss the situa- 
tion," Newlin told reporters at 
Gov. Carlson's press conference.

The deetston will bring about a 
major change in the set-up of the 
American movie industry which 
for years has owned large theater 
chains, limited exhibition compe- 
tition, and fixed prices, federal 
presecutors said. 

The distributors affected by the 
decree weroLoew's. Inc.; Warner 
Brothers Pictures, Inc.; Warner 
Brothers Pictures Distributing 
Corp.; and SOtb Century-Fox Film 
Corporation. 

The court ruled that no dlstrihu- ■ 
tor or a similar company result- 
ing from break-up ot the trusts 
may enter tbe exhibition business 
and that no exhibiting company^ 
may enter the distribution busi-* 
ness, except wllh futvre approval 
ot the court 

The court otdored the distribu- 
tors to tile their divorcement plans 
within six months. Tbe plans must 
provide for nal9 or other dteposal 
of theater propwties wttiiin three 
years.

Little did Thomas Edison realtie 
that his experiments would he re- 
spoaiOile tor eo»rsee tae eleotrloal 

engineering today at Kansas State. 

The "Edison effect" Is a princi- 
ple in the operation of vacuum 

tabes that play such an important 
part in radios, telephone, and tele- 
vision. Paintings of him appear 
on the walls of various electrical 
engineering oU^tm harm in mem- 
ory of his great lervlee. 

la honor of Bdlson's iQ3rd 
birthday. Gov. Frank Carlson has 
proclaimed tomorrow Thomas Alva 
Edison Day In Kansas. Qoveraor 
Carlson says that the nation's In- 
dustrial and scientific preeminence 
was built in a large meaanre upon 
the fountethtti laid hr Iraltoii'e 
inventions. 

Great Experimenter 

Edison was one of the great ex- 
perimenters. It is reported that 
he tried 1600 different ways of 
making a lamp filament before he 
finally made the old carbon lamp. 
He was a man who could never he 
discouraged. When helpers would 
say that it was ue&lesa to continue 
working on a project, Edison 
would reply, **W6 now know 100 
things that won't work* so well 
try some more." 

The talking machine, or phono- 
graph, is considered his greatest 
invention. Aimther important eon- 
tribiition was the ineanfcieent 
electric light. 

Bdieon mM not'^a hrtlliant stu- 
dent or a scholarly man; it's re- 
ported (hat he couldn't pass ge- 
ometry in school. But he bad a 
penlstaiit .curiosity about every- 
thing. He often got so Interested 
in experiments that he would for- 
get to eat for 2.4 hours at a time. 
\ Bkx»9f4if9 -yeuB ago, Thomas 
Edison had the first commercial 
electrical power generating station 
at Pearl Street Station, N. Y, Edi- 
son's plant sold direct current only, 
but Westinghouse soon developed 
an aUenialing current plant. 

"I>ireot current wm the tlret 
kind-. . of electricity nsM here on 
the campus." saya Prof. L. M. Jor- 
geoson of the electrical engineer- 
ing ^epartumt: nt wasn't until 
about 30 years ago that alternat- 
ing current was used here," 

There are now three turbine 
geuM'ators at the ppwer house with 
a total capacity close to B,000 kilo- 
watts. A new one has Just been 
installed with a capacity of 
2600 kilowatts. 

The electrical engineering de- 
partment has come a long way 
slQce 1899 when the curriculum 
was inaugurated by the Board of 
Regents. It 'Was first combined 
with the physics department and 
was housed oa the second floor of 
Anderson hall In the souttt wing, 
according to Dr. J. T., WiUard, 
College Historian. 

In 1902 rooms were provided in 
Denison hall for the department of 
physics and electrical englneeriqR»

As early as 1934, the K-Sute 
electrical englneerrag tepartnent 
had a televtriOB broadcast three 
times a week. This past year has 
seen much use made of the tele- 
vision broadeasu, partciularly for 
basketball games. Kansas State 
Is the only school In the middle 
west which has such a telertolon 
broadcast. 

"Electrical engineering is one 
of the youngest engineering 
branches," Professor Jorgenson 
told the reporter.

. The Army Hatd the soldiers, the 
first' Ameiicau servicemen here to 
be ebarged with selliuK their ser- 
vices to the Russiiaus. operated In 
a • large soviet-controlled smug- 
gling and kidnaping rin»; liroken 
up the Amerlcau auLborities last 
month. 

The Army said the soldiers con- 
fessed that they kidnapped Kder 
only because the Russians paid 
them 7,000 AjjWtrlan achilllngi 
(1260). 

Kder was taken In the British 
sector of Vieuna on November 11 
and turned ov«r'to flieB<Hyans^in 
the Soviet .sector of Austria. 

They were paid on deUrexy, the 
•oldlers confetwd.

The committee said in its 
monthly pnhlleatlon. "Reorgani- 
sation News." that the organiza- 
tion is incorrect. The "News" 
said the Hoover commission has 
shown that VA la "woefully in- 
efficient/* 

The committee mentioned no 

names, but there was. no doubt It 
was referring to the American 
Legion, which recently praised 
VA and opposed the Hoover com- 
mission's recommended reforms 
for thL> agency. 

The committee said tbat "one 
Hoover commission study re- 
vealed that only one unit in VA 
approached effLclent operation, 
and that organisation had only 
70 cin[»loyees out of 20 0,000. 

"VA had 8S different manuals. 
(t<t6 v&rtetlee of technical bulle- 
tins, and uV(M- 4 00 i irciihus of 
various kinds. Employees 9t pri- 
vate life insurance companies 
handle four times aa many compa- 
rable transactions as a VA em- 
ployee, VA Was taking 80 days to 
pro(H"-i thes insurance claims of a 
veteran's widow, wliile private in- 
surance companiet^ settle 70 to 82 
per cent of such claims within 15 
days." 

Tlie connnittee said that If tlie 
Hoover reforms were enacted, 
**i70.000,0d0 (M) a year could be 
saved in thi> VA alone without de- 
creasing any services to veterans." 

American Legton sources said 
that their organization never 
claimed that VA is the most effi- 
cient of all big government agen- 
cies. A spokesman explained the 
Legion's position this way: 

"The Veterans Administration, 
maluly due to the efforts of the 
American Legion^ Is today the 
largest government agency oper- 
ating virtually free of partisan 
politics and pork barrel raids."

The amount of money loaned students at Kanaag State 

college reached a post-war high during the recent enroll- 
ment. Loans totalling $3,825 were given to 2& studenlm 

These figures show au increase 
of almost 100 percent compared 
to figures of tall enrollment. In 
September atitd«at toans * totiled 
12,026 and wei« siTen to IS itiut- 
entB. 

Loans tor the i949'90 school 
year are more than lOO percent 
higher than those for the 194$-49 
period. Last year 18 loans totall- 
ing $3,170 were made d«rtl« the 
eurollment periods. 

IiO«n Size Fp 

In SeptemlMr'1946, when veter- 
an students were beginning to en- 
roll; loans totalled |1,B42. The 

loans for that period numbered 20, 
7 more than the same period this 
year, but the amoant ldan«d was 

$4S3 higher this year. 

Student loans in the po«t-War 
period have not approached the 
fiatfres for 1941. In 1941 Kansas 
StJ^ had its liighest pre-war en- 
rollment and 241 loans totalling 
$10,676 were made for January. 

Tivo lioans Available 

Student loans may be of two 
types. Small loans are obtained 
from the college loan fund and 
larger loans come ftrom the Alam- 
ni loan fund. Loans administered 
by the college are interest free. 
They do not exceed ISO and stnst 
be repaid in 30 days. 

Alumni loans are larger and al- 
low more time for repayment. 

These loans are made to juniors 
and seniors and are carried until

The Alumni fund now has over 
$160,000 and the college fund has 
approximately 9110.000. Funds 
for student loans corns trom vari- 
ona eontrlbntlons. Two-thirds of 
the Alumni fund was obtained 
from life membership duee. 

Students who desire loans mnst 
obtain an application blank from 
the alumni office. A student loan 
committee then reviews tiie ap- 
plication. The committee requires 
that students accepted for loans 
be attending sehoDi fegntarlir aod 
doing passing work. 

The percentagS of lom on stud- 
ent loans is very small according 
to the administrators.

Oil-Shale Deposits 
May Produce High 
Quality Motor Fm#I 

By VvtA W* WSOta 

NEW YORK. Feb. l 4.— (U.R)— 
Shate deposits iu three western 
states may In time produce BOO 
billion gallons of oil as well as 
profitable chemical by-products, 
the nation's top mining aud metal- 
lurgical enig^ioeers were, told today. 

The report came from 3. B. Mull, 
of the U. S. Department of Interior, 
assigned to the Bureau of Mines 
otl-shale demonstratiSh ptaait, Bi- 
Cle, Goto. _ 

From IjOw-CJrade Oil 

He told the annual meeting of 
the American Institute of Mining 
and Metallurgical Engineers here 
that the operations In the oil-shale 
area in Cnlorado already have 
proved that commercial motor 
fuels, diesel fuels and light and 
heavy burner oils can be produced 
from a raw material that is in 
effect low-grade crude oil. 

"Laboratory and pilot plant In- 
vestigations indicate a promising 
possibility of production of still 
higher quality fu«^ than Is pes* 
sible with ptant'-il^le equipment 
now available," he said. 

The oil-shale deposits which are 
found la the 0reen river beds of 
Utah, Colorado and Wyoming are 
hilieifed to date back to the last 
Ice age, bat just now are being 
tapped on an experimental scale. 
The scteiitlstB have not yet de- 
termined just which method of dis- 
tilling or synthetic manufacture l« 
the most practical, but experimen- 
tal pilot plants have been set ttp,^ 
Mull said. 

In a • 1.000 i^iure-mlle area. 
Mull estimated Uiat at least 494,- 
000,000»000 gallons of oil may be 

retrieved once the operation Is full 
time and when tbe oil is needed by 
this country. 

Because of the oil shortage dur- 
ing the last war, interest was re- 
vived In the oil shale deposits and 
after two years of experimenta- 
tion "no Insnrmonntable problems 
have developed," Mull said.

ToriLinee took over the 
post of di lector of the bureau 
September 1. file joined the staff 
here in 1946 as assistant profes* 
sor and counselor. Before coming 
to Kansas State, he did re habit i- 
cation case work at Disciplinary 
Barracks, Fort Hancock, N. J., 
and was a counselor at Georgia 
Military college and the Universi- 
ty of Minnesota. 

other members of thr' staff are: 
Ira Gordon, who received his 
training In the Teachers collie 
at Columbia University; Miss 
Dorothy Mitchell, from Okla- 
homa University; and Charles 
Glotzbach, a graduate of K-State. 

Main Function 

Counseling students is tlie main 
function of the Bureau. Its staff 
maintains that counseling is Just 
another educational technique 
which may be used by any slud- 
ent, and not Just those with ad- 
justment dlffletiltles. Stndenta de- 
siring this service bring In prob- 
lems such as trouble In making 
vocational, educational and iier> 
Bonal choices, and difficulties In 
interpersonal relations, as with 
parents and teachers. 

The Freshman Oiientutlon and 

Advising program is the responsi- 
bility of the Counseling bureau 
which also ce-ordinates the facul- 



ty advising program for freshmen. 
Last semester t3sm bnrean carried 
out an extensive workshop train- 
ing program for Ueulty advisors. 
In whtoh were dtaevastiHis of top- 
ics such as test interpretation, (he 
role of the faculty advisor, and 
the problem Of t*e "marflaal" 
student. 

Students wishing to increase 
reading speed and reading coni- 
prehenslou may receive help in 
the reading ellnlcs conducted by 
the bureau. Rplationships with 
others are worked out in the clin- 
ics oil Human Relattoaa.

In addiflnn to these activities, 
staff miMntifis the Counseling 
bureau teach courses contributing 
to the training of counselors, 
furnteh data to departments and 
graduates for research puiposos, 
maintain a vocational Information 
lltirary, and help various depart- 
menta «f the CeUe«» develop 
tests. - 

In the bamment of Anderson 

hall, testing and eva^J nation Is 
done for the Veteran's Admini- 
stration. Tiie bureau also cooper- 
ates with assistant deans of vari- 
ous schools in the development of 
their couiKsrling piograiuH. such 
as tbe frestauiau couusellug done 
by npperclasamen In the School of 
Home Kconomics. 

Staff members also advise 
foreign students and furnish in- 
formation about foreign and honip 
scholarships and grants. Tbey will 
presi^nt siieclal lectures and con- 
daot seminars in numerous de- 
partments upon request. 

Right now, the bnrean is work- 
ing with students who have been 
placed on probation this semester. 

"Many stutents on probation 
are not there because of poor

Worm Damage Cut 
By Time of Planting 

By Dick Ehler 

Reseai'ch conducted at Kansas 
State has i eve a led that ear worm 
damage to field and sweet corn 
and to other vegetation can be 
reduced by the time of planting. 

It was noted that damage to 
early plantings by the earworm 
was related to the time of plant- 
ing. This IM to a 8^ri(?s of studies 
on different varieties of fieid^aud 
sweet com to deteraiine the opl^ 
mum time of planting tor - least 
injury by the insert. 

The critical stage of injury Is 

the silking date, according to re- 
cent observations. During these 
observations it was leatned that 
thre»-fourtbs of the earworm egga. 
laid on corn silks were deposited 
before the silks started to wilt. 
Thus, iby adlnstlng tjbe eont plantp 
ing date so that the com comes in- 
to sillc at a time when the egg- 
laying females are fewest, a 
mlnlmnm of damage will result. 

The recommended datea «i 
planting field corn in tbe MaiH 
hattan area as a resnlt of this r»> 
seearch are May 1 for field corn; 
May 1 for sweet corn varieties re- 
anlring long growing seasons; 
May 15-18 for varieties of sweet ! 
corn needing medium growing j 
seasons, and May 25-28 for sweet 
com varieties that need »hatt 
growing seasons. 

Bj following these recommen- 
dations, damage done by the worm 

can be redaced. '

Carr said It was hard to plot a 
radar chart wltlio^t knowing the 
track. 

Carr replied "ft9, sir" when 
asked if he reported to tlie bridge 
when his plot showed the Mis- 
souri heading into shodl waters.

If followed, they will enable the 
veteran to keep his National Ser- 
vice Life Insurance in force with 
little effort on his part.

Here are the four potiibi: 

(1) Checks, money orders or 
postal notes sent to VA in payment 
of Insurance premiums should be 
made payable to the Treasnvpr of 
the United States, and not to the 
VA or to any individual or to cash. 
VA said ^ome checks are coming In 
made payable to Carl R. Gray, Jr., 
Veterans Administrator, as well as 
to his predecwsora. Generals Omar 
N. Bmdiey and Frtnfc T. Bines. 

(2) Checks, money orders and 
postal notes should be identified 
with the name and address of the 
veteran, as well as his Insurance 
number and service sorial number. 

<3) Veterans shouldn't take 
chances by waiting until near t**^^ 
end of the 31-day grace perido^ 
before mailing VA their premium 
payments. By waiting, 'they rnn 
the risk of allowing their insur- 
ance to lapse, 

M) Veterans making premium 

Ijaymeiits by mail should use the 
premium envelopes furnished by 
VA. If they do not use this envel- 
ope, they should identify fully the 
remittance by giving full name, 
address. Insurance number and 
armed forces serial number. Also, 
they should make certain they ad- 
dress the envelope to the proper 
VA Dtetriet Office, which for Mis- 
souri, Kansas, Arkansas and Okla- 
homa is 420 Locust Street^ St. 
Louts S, Wo.

Asks Congressional 

Truman %mkM End 
To School Abuse 

WASHINGTON Feb. 14.— (U.R) 
—President Truman has asked 
CoogrMs to tighten up on veter- 
ane* trade and Tooatlonal aehools 
which are coating *be government 
nearly |3, 000,000,000 a year. 
The President asked assuranee 
that veterans get "good quality" 
vocational training which will lead 
to iatbtfoetory lobs. Re urged an 
end to abuses of the training pro- 
gram through schools which fall 
to eqttip vttnmns for raar real 
trade. 

Taxpayers Gypped 
Rep. John Taber, R., N. Y., said 
earlier that the taxpayers are be- 
ing gypped out of at least $1,000,- 
000,000 by lebools tbat poA their 
01 training bills to tbe gorarn- 
ment. 

The Preeident's epeclal message 

to the HouBe and Senatp was based 
on a study made by Carl R. Gray. 
]r., veterans' administrator, and 
budget director Frank Pace. 

The educational program in- 
cludes GI courses in barberlng, 
photography, refrigeration, watch 
repair, tailoring, hat cleaning, 
voice training, theatrical trfdnlng 
and beauty culture. 

The President and tbe report 
agreed that many of the sebools 
offering this type of training are 
not up lo proper standards. 

The report said flight training, 
cost the government more than 
$4B, 000,000 to maintain an aver- 
age of 23,000 veterans in com- 
mercial pilot training each year. 

Too Hwii Bxpenae 

"It Is difficult to see how train- 
ing for such an overcrowded oc- 
onpatlon merits tbe expendltnre 
of this sum," the report aaid. 

Other recommendations by Gray 
and Pace and approved by Mr. Tru- 
man ; 

1. Legislation to reduce the vol- 
ume of overpayments of enbsls- 
tence allowances and full ton costs. 
Tbe rt'port said thai during the 
life of the education program, 
over-payments totalled n e ar 1 y 
1200,000,000, of which $160,000.- 
000 was rocovored. Over-pay men ts 
now are running at a monthly rate 
of |1.«00,000. 

2. l^eglalation sperifying that a 
veteran muat put in at least 36 
hours a week at a trade scfbwil In 
which he is enrolled. 

S. Drafting of new and tighter 
minimum tKHtDdtrdi for training 
schools. 



Harvard Presislent 

Will Speak Here 

"Science and Common Sense" 
will be tbe topic of James Bryant 
Cohani, PrealdMit of Harvard 
university, at the ninth all-Col- 
lege assembly Friday morning. 

Conant. 66. has been associat- 
ed . witb the eastern nnivenlty 
since he enrolled as a student in 
1910. He became president in 
1933 and was tbe second scientist 
of 22 previous preeideota to hold 
that position. 

As a student, the Harvard of- 
ficial specialized in chnnlstry and 
wae graduated with btgfa honors 
in three years. He was a member 
of Phi Beta Kappa, holder of a 
John Harvard seholarehlp and 
edited the Harvard Crimson, the 
daily undergraduate newspaper. 
He earned his Ph. D. in (Aemistry 
In 1916 and was appointed in- 
structor in the department tiie 
folowing year. 

Conant's research work at Har- 
vard has brought him Internation- 
al recognition.

It could happen. Tbe possibil- 
ity Is disturbing British atomic 
scientists. They believe Germany 
will be reunited someday, and that 
pressure will be exerted to per- 
mit the researchers to return to 
their homeland from ,tlM OMted 
Statea and Russia. 

Informally tbe Britons are won- 
dering what safeguards are being 
perpared against any such pooling 
of information from- the Saet and 
from the West. 

Fur some time now the British 
scientists have taken pains to point 
out that while Russia struggles for 
knowledge of American experi- 
ments and the West wonders what 
goes on behind the Urals, one 
group knows almoat preoiaely what 
both sides an dobit--4i|0 f^llealed 
Germans. 

The United States and Russia 
grabbed German scientists almmt 
before the shooting stopped, and 
hurried them into research on 
atomic energy and secret weapons 
Some of them hold positions^ of 
vital importance, and prohably 
some have knowledge of develop 
meats beyond tb^ own partic 
ular ^[»borea. 

Fuclis An Example 

The ability of a scientist to as 
semble matorial ontslde his own 
compartment was emphaaised last 
week in the confession of Dr. Klau^ 
Fuchs, German-born physicist 
whose espionage for Ruasia may 
^ave helped the Soviets evt years 
from tbe time it would have takto 
them to produce an atom bomb 

"Bearing in mind tbe te^nliml 
aptitude of the Germans, the piec 
Ing together of what they each 
have learned into a dangerous 
whole is not Inconceivable," said 
a British source. Like most scien- 
tists in the jittery aftermath of 
the Fuchs case, he would not per- 
mit tbe use of his name. 

"I shall be very much surprised 
if the Giwrman scientists we are 
using ever are permitted to go 
home — that is. without 
safeguards," be said.

It seems that the story was put 
out as fiftion by H. L, Menckpn.

He made It a major Issue of the campatgu. He 
Went so far as to commH himself that. If the Con- 
servatives win. he win try to persuade President 

Truman and Stalin to join bim in a Big Three talk. 

The odds against him are great. First he must 
vtn the eleecion and then persuade two presum- 
ably reluctant men to come along-. 

Churchill knew when he spoke that Prime Min- 
ister Clement Attlee would reject tbe Idea. Attlee 
did that last month in a statemeiit ^at sneb a 
meeting would raise false hopes. 

The United States also is cool to the idea. 
Obalraura Tom Goannlly (D.*- Texas) of the- Senate 
Foreign Relations committee said the.allie& should 
not "rush Into" any new talks with Stalin until 
there is good reason to expect results. 

But Churchill, who likes lost eaases, told the 
public what he would like to do.

The company got its first as- 
sistance from RFC in 1947 under 
the Veteraat Bmergeaey Housing 
act, since expired, which encour- 
aged government assistance to the 
home building industry. The loan, 
bearing four percent interest, was 
scheduled for full repayment in 
10 yfars. 

Lustrou never paid any interest 
or principal, and as late as last 
month was asking for additional 
government help. RFC called a 
complete halt late yeeterday, or- 
dering its legal counsel "to take 
whatever steps are necessary" to 
recover as mwsh ot the loui as 
poMible.

P'oreclosure on the loan became 
inevitable last December when the 
agency said it was looking tor 
someone to take over operattoa of 
the company. 

RFC later rejected Strandlund's 
plaa for reori^nlslng the firm. 
One reason was said to be that 
t^e proposal would have left 
Strandlund*la control. 

Congressional Target 

Lustron's RFC borrowing has 
been a target of repeated con- 
gressional criticism. One of the 
chief complaints was that Strand- 
land put up only |1,000 of his 
OWE funds to finance the venture. 

Slrandluud told Congress last 
month that the company could be- 
gin producing at near capacity by 
next July If it got needed work- 
ing capital. He asked BJPG to 
supply it, but the agta^ tnifiied 
him down. 

The RFC move came as the 
Senate Banking committee was 
readying an investigation ot the 
agency's lending practices, prob- 
ably with emphasis on the Lustron 
deal. 

Rep. Albert M. Cole. R., Kan., 
said foreclosure was the "inevit- 
able outcome of a wild govern- 
ment venture" and demanded that 
Congress make a complete Investi- 
gation.

Professor Clapp 
said the test also showed that hy- 
brids averaged 6.6 bushels more 
tiiw vpm^ polMted varieUea. 

Tltlte 144.e Bushels 
AeeordlQg to Professor Clapp, 
the highest yield recorded since 
1988 was grown this year on C. 

Montgomery's farm in Labette 
oonittr. Th» yield was 144.6 
bushels per acre. 

The Kansas Agricultural Experi- 
ment station has been running 
tests since 1938. The tests are car- 
ried on in all sections of Kansas. 
The state Is divided Into seven 
districts on the basis of rainfall, 
soli, and length of growins s^- 
son. Nine tests are run each year, 
said ProfesBor Clapp.

"Early Kansas Churches", a 
well Illustrated Kansas State Ex- 
periment station bulletin. Is writ- 
ten on a highly informative, al- 
though not devoutly religious, 
plane; 

The Beecher Bible and Rifle 
church in nearby Waubunsee is 
vne of the more illustrative 
churehea «overed in the booklet 
"Early iSknsas Churches". Kansas 
free-so ilers were able to ardently 
protest slavery infringement when 
Rev. Henry Ward Beeoher pre- 
sented each male church member 
with a Bible and a Sharps Rifle. 
The rifles were smuggled through 
the slave state of Missouri under 
the guise of actually being Bibles. 
Later they were affectionately 
termed "Beecbers Bibles". It was 
partly due to their use that Kan- 
sas remained a free state. 

The history and d^ign of other 
churdiMi d«sptet«d by this bulletin 
, «how the progresive, intelligent, 
^nd deeply religious spirit of the 
early Kansas aettlers. The time- 
span covered extends from Indian 
Territory days until 1876, Kan- 
sas'e Centennial Year. 

Copies of "Early Kansas

Veterans Administration 
Clarifies New Procedure 

The Wichita Veterans Admini- 
stration R^onal Office, today 
clarified new procedures recently 
Issued and designed to speed up 
service to veterans changing O.J. 
BUl-eoursos to new fields oC atudy. 

The new proeednres allow Kan- 
sas schools of higher learning, 
which maintain established guid- 
anee services, to give advls«nient 
and approve changes In covrie if 
it is the veteran's first change 
under Public Law 346 and if the 
change Involves a change of course 
wttbln the school. This method 
should eliminate any possible de- 
lays in these schools caused by in- 
creased load of guidance ^mes, the 
VA explained. 

Under VA regulations, veterans 
who have completed or discontin- 
ued a O. I. BUI course and who 
now want additional training in 
an entirely different general field, 
should undergo advisement and 
gttldnnee in the Wichita Regional 
office or one of the guidance cen- 
ters maintained by the -Veterans 
Administration at Kansas Mate 
Teachers college, Pittsburg; Wash- 
bum Municipal university, Tope- 
ka; Kansas State and Wichita 
Itunicipat university, Wichita.

Clay confirms his ott^rvmored 
blockade-breaking proposal for 
the first time in "Decision in Gei-~ 
aay." his own story of his four 
years in the Reich, publlabod to- 
day by Doubleday. 

He said he scat the proposal to 
Washington on July 10, 1948, lees 
than three we^s after tbe Soviets 
bad clamped a complete land- 
water blockade on Berlin on the 
prafext of "technical dlfftculties." 

By then, Clay said, he was con- 
vinced that the Soviet government 
did BOt want war, but believed the 
waatem alliea would yield much 
rather than risk testing tba Rna- 
alaa poritlba. .

This makes present cash 
prices more "vulnerable" than if 
tatni«ii aiul prloM dttfterad 
less. Timr bSTt jbew It oeott 
apart. 

To support the price, Schruhen 
thinks exporting of wheat may be 
stepped up. Early export goals 
of 450 million bushels have been 
scaled to 3&0 million bushels. Dur- 
ing tbe nrtt seven montlis of the 
present wheat crop year 26.5 
million bushels have been exiiorted 
monthly. To reuch the scak'd- 
6own, 350-mlllion-bu8hel goal an 
average of 33 million bushels a 
month would have to be exported 
the five remaining months.

About the Atom and Hydrogen Bombs

EDiNBURGH, SCOTLAND. Feb. 
14. — (U.R) — Winston Churchill pro- 
posed ttmight "another talk" with 
Soviet Premier Joseph Stalin about 
the atom bomb. 

Speaking on foreign affairs at 
his last scheduled big political 
rally before the February 28 gen- 
eral eh^ctlon, Churchill recalled 
his earlier relations as prime min- 
ister with 8talln and his war<41me 
colleagues and said: 

Wants Talk with Stalin 

"Still I cannot help coming back 
to this Idea ot another talk with 
Soviet Bttspla upon ^ highest 
level. 

"The Idea appeals to me of a 
supreme effort to bridge the gulf 
between the two worlds, so that 
each can live their life, if not in 
friendship^ at least without the 
hatred of the cold war." 

Churchill bitterly criticised the 
labor government for having 
tailed to make the atom bomb It- 
self. He said it was "one of the 
most extraordinary admlntetrative 
lapses that have ever taken plac(\" 

The Soviet world has by far the 
greatest military fOree In tbe 
world, the Conservative party lead- 
er said, but the United States has 
the atom bomb. 

"And nowt we are told, they 
have a tbowandfold more terrible 
manifesta^ Of tUs Mffftl pow- 
er." 

Does Not Elaborate 
Although he did not elaborate, 
it was presumed Churchill was re- 



ferring tn the hydr6Rfn bomb. 
However, tho CTnlted States luis not 
claimed it has produced an H-bomb 
yet. Prei^ldent Truman merely has 
authorized the development of 
such a weapon. 

"When all Is said and done," 
OhnrehlU said, "it Is my belief 
that the superiority of the atom 
bomb, if not indeed almost the 
monopoly of this frightful weapon, 
in American hands Is the surest 
guarantee of world peace tonight 

"It is my earnest hope that wt> 
may find our way to some more 
exalted and august foundation for 
ovr safety than this grim and nam 
ber balancing power of the bomb 

"When I say 'we*, X must not 
let you forget that 'we' means the 
United States and that it is their 
power which protects,,, not 0ftl7

James Bryant Cooant, President 
of Harvard unlveraity will speak 
vkt the nlDtli all-college assembly 
tomorrow momlnK at 9:30 In the 
CJoUege auditorium.

. his talk will be "Science and Com- 
J|^on Sense," Conant 's address will 
Off broadcast by station KSAC. 

Tbe 6$-y6ar-old untversity. of- 
d^slal haa been usoelated with 
Harrard as a student and teaciier 
since 1910, he enrolled as a 
freshman:. Aa a vtndent, Conant 
njaeialised la^ chemlatry and in 
^vee years was sradnated with 
high honors. He was a member of 
Phi Beta Kappa,, holder of a John 
Harvard seholarafilp and was edi- 
tor of the Harvard Crimson, the 
daily undergraduate newspaper. 
He has been the Harrard president 
since 19SS and is the aeeond sci- 
entist of S8 preTtona prealdoita to 
hold that VMltiM. 

toXBBpatt^al iUjepgnltfam 

Conant's research work at Harv- 
ard bas brought him International 
recognition. He was awarded the 
CharlcN T. Chandler medal by the 
Amerlean Chemical society the 
msM year. He is known in par- 
tlcf^r for his work in the nature 
of lihtorophylt, the green snbatance 
^iln plants, and his research on the 
jjigatture of hemoglobin, the red cor- 
^oades la the Blood. 

As an educator, the Harvard 
president bas been a leader against 
a too narrow specialization. His 
leadership in science is paralleled 
by an influence on American edu* 
cation and public affairs. 

At Harvard he has introduced 
university professorships, appolnt- 
"ments not confined to any one de- 
partment. Th(V are designed to 
reinforce teaching and roeareh by 
affording broader opporttialttea for 
Unusual scholarships. 
' Another innovation of the east- 
ern university president has been 
the establishment of Harvard Na- 
tional -tebolanrtiisa to many atatet 
for entering freshmen. 

Rockefeller Institute 

Since 1930 Conant baa been one 
of the scientific directors of the 
Rockefeller Institute. He is also 
a member of a number of scientific 
societies, including the National 
Academy of Science, American 
' Chemical society. American Acad- 
emy of Arts and Sciences, Sigma 
XI, and Alpha Chi Sigma. In 1937 
Ve was appointed a member of the 
Tederal government's advisory 
committee on cancer research. 

In 1941. the Harvard educator 
became deputy director of the Of- 
fice of Scientific Research and De- 
velopment. A short time later he 
was appointed chi^rman of the Na- 
tioniit Defense Reeeareh committee 
as a representative of Dr. Vennevar 
Bush. In this poslttoo. he was in 
eleae eoutaet with the at'omia bomb 
program.

See Faculty Cut 
At Kansas State 

The expected decrease in Kansas 
State enroUment will necessitate 

a reduction in the number of fac- 
ulty positions next year. It can- 
not be deteii^lned how large the 
reduction will be, but it Is believed 
that approximately fifty less Jobs 
will exist next year, according to 
President Ullton S. BSisenhower, 

"There is ho sure way to know 
what the enrollment next year will 
be.' the President pointed out, "but 
the number of poaittona eliminated 
will not be propwtional to the de- 
crease in enrollment. An enroll- 
ment of fl.OOO students next fall 
would mean a decrease of almost 
seventy positions and the reduc- 
tion will not be that high." 

Largest enrollment in Kansas 
State's history created a need for 
more faculty. The enrollment peak 
has been reached and now the 
trend la down. 

Department needs for faculty 
have varied and the reduction will 
also vary with the departmenu. 

Tentative flfures tor the reduc- 
tion have bean set at fifty, hut this 
does not mean fifty faculty mem- 
bers will be dismissed. Positions 
left open by reaifoatlons at the end 
of this year will absorb some of 
the reduction. Some faculty mem- 
bers were hired with the under- 
standing that they were temporary 
and only for the abnormally high 
enrollment period. There will be 
little change in the status ol fac- 
ulty members employed before thia 
period. 

It la likely that there will be no 
iroduetlon lu the nvmhtr of gradu- 
ate assistants. 

Budgets are being prepared and 
submitted by departmenta for the 
ooning year. Tho Maot nuabar of 
positions whl^ irfU be ftliMhiated 
will not be known antil the bud- 
gets are studied approved.

Plans for Hew Classroom Building at Kansas 
State CompMed and Ready for Bidders

The plans for Kansas State's 
new half mlltion dollai' classroom 
building are now comple^ and 
the atrnetttre wtU be turned In for 
bidding March 8, according to 
Charles L. Marshall, state archi- 
tect. 

The new three story "L-"..#haped 
structure will contain 27 class- 
rooms averaging ' SO by 24 feet 
in size, according to Merrill D. 
Dronberger of the architectural 
departm«nt. Thwe will also he 
30 faculty offices plus a dean's 
suite of five offices. 

Deflcrlbog Interior 

The interior of the "typical 
classrooms" of the new building, 
as Dronberger described them, 
win have an exposed haydlte wall 
surface with acoustic tlie ceilings 
and recessod fluoreacent lighting 
fixtures. The flooring wUl be of 
asphalt tJIe, 

As for the steps and the stair- 
tower, the flooring will be made 

of small polished chips of marbl^ 
set irregularly in cement. The 
walls hero will bo of pUwter with 
a four and one-half foot strip of 
wainscot covering the lower por- 
tion for protection against marlng 
the original surface. Aluminum 
doors, windows and handrails will 
also be Installed In thia saetlon 
of the new structure. 

Provisions have been made In 
the plans of the new building for 
an air conditioning syntBm, but 
this unit will not be installed un- 
tlll after the project is completed 
and appropriationa are made for 
the necesaary e^nfinhCKDt Slveral 
stairways will lead from sec- 
ond floor to the attle wbieh will 
be used for alorage. 

Another featuie of the new 
batldtag is the 23 by 46 foot lec- 
ture room, lociated oh the ground 
floor of the we«t wing. The floor- 
ing of this room will be a stair- 
stepped affair to give tho stndent 
a better view.

Are You Prepared? 

What can be done to Improve teaching In 
our college? This week MrB. Clara Brown 
Amy, from Minnesota unireralty Is on tiie 
campQS afi a workshop counselor to the 
School of Home Economics helping that 
school improve teaching methods in their 
eourees. A group representing a sobcom- 
mittee of the College Siducational program 
will soon be interr tewing people to find 
out what is being and can be done on the 
campus toward preparation of college teach- 

The present education conrses presented 

at the college are for the preparation of 
high Kt'liool teachers, not college teachers, 
according to Dr. H. Leigh Baker, head of 
the education and psychology department 
However, it is recognized at K-State and 
other coilegea that there is a need for pre- 
paring college instructors In the methods 
of teaching as well as Hi liielr speciaUsed 
fields of work. The way to make such pre- 
parations is a perplexing prohlem faetng 
our college and others. 

Recentl}' the University of Kansas reeof- 
■Ised this need and established eonrses for 
the preparation «f eollefs teanhtay. The 
program will become effssUTe this snmmer. 

But are such courses the answer to the 
teaching requirements of a college Instruc- 
tor? Or are there other ways that would 
be better? These are questions the eduea- 
tors ask the colleges and students. 

According to a recent conference on the 
preparation of college teachers the prob- 
lem was analysed into a number of fadiMFs 
some of which are: recruitment and selec- 
tion of teachers, nature of academic pre- 
paration, knowledge of teaching problems, 
apprenticeship, dissertation, and institu- 
ttonal pngraras. 

: Perhaps one Mnportant problem in the 
field lies with us when we don't think of 
college teaching as a career. The title of 
doctor, lawyer, or engineer tends to become 
pur primary goal« If we know teaching is 
our objective, we should begin as early as 
possible in our schooling ifi obtain a good 
fundamental education. — bJ.o»

ing cruise to tits West ladles. 

The COC, as It is called, truly ts 
a "nerve center," particularly for 
air operations. The key of the 
center la tho radar equipmrnit and 
the plane>to-ahip radio communi- 
cation belwottB pilot end talUr 
operators. 

Spot I'ianeH 
Ptanes can be spotted 76 mllea 

away — even farther — and their 
courae, altitude and speed deter- 
mlupd. Through a secret code ^s- 
tem, it can bo determined whether 
they are frtendly-or en^y planes. 

The prtmo purpose of tho radar 
scopes is to pick up everything In 
the air for, miles around and send 
Intercepting planes to shoot down 
the enemy before he can do dam- 
age to the ship. However, should 
enemy planes get by the Inter- 
ceptors, then radar Is used to pin- 
point the target tor the ship's 
gunners. 

The radar scopes that work 
something like our television set 
even can trace a five-inch shell 
as it speeds toward the aproaeh- 
lag target. It can be determined 
whether the sights are sot cor- 
rectly. The gunners follow Inslrac- 
tioBS of the*radar men, whether 
they are firing at an enemy plane 
or an enemy surface ship, because 
the radar is so efficient that It 
can pick up a buoy floating Just 
barely over the surface of the 
water. 

Undoubtedly, the busieJ5t place 
on an aircraft oarrter, when air 
operationa are in full swing, is the 
COO. 

All Kxperts 
ttany Cf the^e ship radar opera- 
tors are boys in their late 'teens or 
early ZOs. But don't let tho m» 
fool you. Th^ are experts, trained 
by the Navy's schooLs. They can 
read a radar scope and understand 
It better- than many people csn 
read the printed word. 

The same goes for the young 
men who fly the aircraft carrier 
planes. They are Navy men of 
steel nerves and courage, a "dif- 
tfifmt breed of est" as one Nary 



man oalled them. The Navj^ ffBa^dV^ 
some 1 26.000 to train the joon^' 
men to fly a^ the planes cfwt ao 
ma«h as |7S,000 each:

Bridges Likes U. S. 
And Hopes to Slay 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feh. 18— 
(U.P.} — Harry Bridges, whp tnay be 
deported to his native Ansti«lla 
if he is found guilty of denying 
he was a Communist, aays he likes 
the United States well ekdnift to 
stay here. 

Bridges went through a second 
day of cross-examination yester- 
day at his perjury-conspiracy trial. 
Prosecutor F. Joseph Donohue 
asked him his opinion on Commu- 
nism, Fasclam, Democracy, the 
world situation and trade unions. 

ThD examination pave Bridges 
a chance to unleash a torrent of 
words. His longest answer lasted 
14 minutes. 

The government was trying to 
prove tha( Bridges eommlttiid per- 
jury at his naturalization hearing 
IeT IOIS by denying be was a mem- 
ber of the Communist party. 

Two union aldee, J. R. Robert* 
son and Henry Schmidt, are 
accused of conspiring with him. 

The prosecutor read a state de- 
partment description of collective 
bargaining in Russia. He asked 
Bridges if he knew unions in Rus- 
sia were forbidden to strike. 

"It may he true of Russia," 
Bridges replied. . . "It sounds 
more like a report from England. 
I know you can't strike In En- 
gland. They call out the troops 
If you do. " 

"However, I am interested In 
Araerlea," he said. "I like It and 
I hope to stay here." 

When Donohue asked him what 
to tiwo^ ^mnt the poaslhiUty 
of war wltk JU^^lii Bl^Ases an- 
swered: 

"The stato dwftrtment doesn't 
believe, sod I don't believe, that 
Russia Intends to make war on 
us. But if she does, It doesn't 
nwtter what I tiiink. The Amer- 
ican people will determine what 
to do. and if we fight. I'll fight 
too. You just can't turn the other 
cbeelt/'

Stuck for Winter

MULLAK. IDAHO. — <UJ!) — If 
you think the wfiather has been 
rough lately, shed a tear for the 
CAA boys at Mullan pass. 

Tha five radio operators at the 
eommunleatlou station 18 miles 
east ot here and 6,124 feet up in 
the Rockies baye long since settled 
down to a snow-boand winter. 
About nine feet of snow kM fallen 
there already. 

In 1937 the Civil Aeronautics 
administration established the 
Mullan pass station for the bene- 
fit ot pilots flying across the dan- 
geroua Rocky mountains. The 
prfnetpal duties of tho opeimtors 
Include collecting weather data 
and broadcaatlng the material 
twice an kour during tke 4»,f to 
the flien. 

The situation is unique tn that 
It la axaetly on the Idaho^Montana 
border. In fact, It's poasiblo tor 
two of the boys to play u game of 
checkers with ono sitting In Mon- 
tana and the other in Idaho. 

No li^y Trljp 
(letting up to the lonely station 
from about October to tats May 
InvolTes a good deal ot plqrsleal 
exertion. Yon drive from Mullan 
up a winding raikl for about 10 
miles. 

Then yon don skis or snowshoM 
and trudge a sMHWf eoorse three 
miles up to the station, a trip that 

takes III) to tliree hours, depending 
on the shape you're in, A good 
skier ean miAe tha return trip 
down the mountain In 10 minutes. 

The Journey is not always with- 
out Its high spots. Whenever a 
new operatpr la assigned to MuUan 
pass, he usually Is told about Jim- 
my Da r ton. or Cougar ^tm as ke*B 
known as now. 

Svm was making tke uphill trek 
back to work several years ago and 
stopped to rest by a big rock. 
Hearing a rnstllBg notse behind 
the rock, he peered around to find 
himself gaslng into the unfriendly 
eyes of a cougar. Jim grabbed his 
rifle and plugged the cat between 
the lyes. 

ikaveled to BM 

At the top of the hill Is the sta- 
tion, which is relatively comfort- 
able. However, up to last year the 
buukhouae waa about 00 feet from 
the working duarters. That meant 
the boys liad to put on snowshoes 
and uke ^ shovel with them whmi 
they were ready to go to bed . 

They would dig a path through 
the snow to the door, slide into the 
house on their stomachs, shorel 
ont the snow that had cascaded In 
and slam the door. The same pro- 
cedure was used to fo to work in 
tha morning. 

Now tke bunkkonae la adjoining 
tha station and la roaeked from 
the inside. 

"It's really not so bad up kere," 
'tke boys say. "Other than low- 
flying planes, we have none of the 
dangers of modern civUlsatlon,

Few basketball followers real- 
ise Just how complicated college 
basketball has become in the last 
few years. College court teams 
are now taking longer trips than 
ever before and that means that 
scouts are kept busy throughout 
the entire aesson. Bat. ^e Mg 
change revolves about the eovrt 
sutlstlcisn. 

Every major cage team has a 
statistician who "charts" each 
and ei«ry game with- the seal 
and accuracy of a certified public 
accountant. A great deal of game 
strategy to thf lilitt Of th««e 
Bcrtbbllngs. 

Charts Entire Game 
The man with the pencil high 
above the playing Itoor neords 

the entire course of each game on 
a chart, which resemblee a basket- 
ball court. After the game is over 
and the charts bave bent complet- 
ed, a coacb can see exactly what 
happened during the game. 

Srerytime a pli^er takes a 
shot, a mark is put on tbe chart 
corresponding to the place on the 
court whera the shot was taken. 
An Indtotfuoa la made as to 
whether tbe attempted shot was 
made or mlsed. It Is also noted 
aa to what player made (he shot 
at the bucket. 

Coaclt Consults Cliart 
Therefore, the coach can con- 
sult the chart and see where what 
player Is most effective and where 
he Is weak. It may show that a 
certain player can sink baskeU 
all day from a particular spot 
about twenty feet from the basket 
and has trouble iu the kpy-hole. 
The coach can then set up plays 
which wUl ftvor the player's 
strength and see that fee praeltses 
his weakness. 

Many teams follow this <^art 
procedure io the extent that they 
keep a detailed chart ou their op- 
ponents. This will show up the 
player's faults In iep;ard tn offert- 
slve play. It also serves as a 
means ot eettlutt ttp a detsnse in 
an attempt to stop a particular 
offense. Ttte defensive chart shows 
up weaknesses of some players 
who can't handle a driver or a 
man who pnlls up for a quick set. 

Oooft BpediOAits 
Chart-keeping sets Uie stage for 
the eiftranee of specialists Into 
the game of basketball. The coach. 

Is a war*; of the good iiohitn ot 
every man ou his club and can use 
them aeieordingly. It the opposing 
loam in laying baok and not rom- 
iiig out to meet his team, he can 
send in a player who is deadly on 
long aPt shots. On the orhpr 
hand, if the opponents are prcRs- 
Ing, the coach can send iu a n\An 
who has proved that he Is un- 
beatable on drive-In shots. 

Charting also offprs the coat U a 
more graphic way ot Illustrating 
to hie team Just what th^ did 
correctly or Incorrectly tn any 
particular game. It has also gone 
a long wsy in making It tough for 
coIlpRf>> teams to go through a sea- 
sou with an undefeated record.

The code, approved by unani- 
mous vote of the city council, was 
hailed by Leverett Lyon, chief ex- 
ecutive officer of the Chicago As- 
sociation of Commerce and Indus- 
ti7, 9M an "tmpnrtant step for 
greater economy and efflcleocy." 

Bstlmates ot the numb^ of 
dwelling units that could be pro- 
vided under the Iom reatrictivo 
roles ran up to 2S.000. Lyon said 
the new code would be "a good 
model for other cities with out- 
moded batldlng regnlatloBS." 

Prefahri< ated houaefl for the 
firiit time can be built inside the 
city Umlts. Plywood, w«ll board 
and other materials that meet 
certain teat» can be used In home 
construction. 

The flexibility ot the new code 
allows bulMers to use any ot 
more than 80 coml)iiiatiorLs of 
various materiala that meet 
health and sataty tests. Prwvlous- 
ly thfy had to chooso from a list 
ot seven specified by city ordin- 
ance. 

Cost Not 80 High 

"Builders in Chicago now can 
take advantage of new housing 
(developments," Lyon said. "At 
the same time, manufacturers will 
ba encouraged to develop even 
batter, law eoitl]r,.mof» ^letent 
matartala.** 

Ifoit ot tlw changes are applic- 
able in thr> area outside the city's 
"fire limits," the most congested 
area around the Loop district. 
This area takes up about 36 of 
the city's 211 square miles.

WASHINGTON. — (UJ9 — The

determining how much money is 
voted and how It wOl be spent. 

Foreign aid dollars, spent either 
by the Army for civilian feeding 
In occupied areas or by the Beo- 
nomic Co-operatlon Administra- 
tion, have been paying for about 
two-thirds of all Of this country's 
multi-billiou-dollar farm exports. 

If government funds had not 
been used to ship these commodi- 
ties abroad, they would have been 
added to the nation's mounting 

farm surpluses. 

That probably would hav»lBj{B^t 
bigger planting cutbacks for farm- 
ers under the 1950 production con- 
trol programs. In many cases the 
Increased supply in the domestic 
market vrontd have ^^^§nmeA 
prices. 

landing Bf»y Be Cut 

Prospects noir^are that foreign 
spending is going to be cut heavily. 
The administration wants to re- 
duce Hpendlng for the aid pro- 
grama by about 25 per cent in 
fiscal 1S61. Some economy-minded 
senators and representatives want 
to chop the programs even further. 

This conies at a time when farm 
prices and farm exports are skid- 
ding despite mnltl-biillon-dollar 
govern me lit financing. 

During thiB first half of 1949, 
dollar value of farm exports drop- 
pod 20 per cent. Farm exports 
totaled about $ 1 .600,000,000 dur- 
ing tliose six months, compared 
with $2,000,000,000 the first half. 

During the first bal fof 1949, 
the most recent period for which 
figures are available, ECA and 
Army apending Cbumced |1,$17,- 
000,000 In farm exports. In that 
period, this spending accounted 
for three-fourths of all wheat and 
other bread grain exports, 85 per 
cent of feed grain exports, and 70 
per cent of cotton exports.

Sens. John L. MeClellan, D., 
Ark., and Milton R. Young, R.. 
N. D., say another such move will 
be triad again tills year. They are 
concerned about insuring that the 
government will require countries, 
whenever possible, to buy farm 
products in this conntry rather 
than elsewhere, if recovery funds 
are used. 

The administration is concerned' 
about the possibility of a concerted 
farm block move to tie up foreign 
leaders fear It would leave this 
aid funds for farm exports. The 
country wide upen to Soviet Rus- 
sia's charges thai the Marshall 
Plan is nothing but a selfish 
scheme to domp this country's ex- 
portable surplnses abroad. 

The Marshall Plan was sold to 
Congress as a cold war tool with 
which to halt the spread of Com- 
munism in Europe.

Silk- 
er, head of the chemistry depart- 
ment, a new sign will be hung 
sometime next week to mark the 
memorial room.

Dr. King had been with the 
Kansas State faculty since 1906.

Dr. King wab a mMnber of the 
Big Six Conference Faeulty Repre- 
sentatives and he frequently rep- 
resented the conference at NCAA.

They havo used the word so often 
making it as "gooey and drippy" 
as possll)Ie. 

According to Dr. Moore the fal- 
acy of love In marriage 1b the Idea 
of "one man for one woman and 
one woman for one man." She 
advised young men and- women 
to keep their channels ot attrac- 
tion clear, 

. Courtship Has Real Function 

Dating, the fiivt step toward 

marriage, is a period of learning 
to 'get along with one another. 
Courtship, the second step, has a 
definite place In building a suc- 
^ 'Cessful marriage. During this 
' time there is high tension be- 
tween the man and woman, each 
striving to impress the other; 
there is a feeling of insecurity, a 
fSar of making a choice; and a 
concern over expiraeslon of af- 
fection. Courtship has a very real 
function Dr. Moore declared. It 
is a pertod wh«i tlift jronlig eouple 
can explore each others penonal- 
ities, a determining factor In the 
Biieeass of tlto rtiattonthlp. 

Engagement is the third step. 
It is a period of planning and of 
treater iattnuK^. 

Relief for Human Ijonrliness 

The final step is marriage. It 
"demands insight" into the cri- 
teria for a siiccf ssfiil marriage 
These criteria are companionship, 
real affection, sincerity, under- 
standing and unselfishness. "Mar- 
riage Isn't for release of physical 
tension, but i» relief for human 
loneliness." 

"Kansas State Is probably the 
greatest marriage market in Kan- 
sas today," quipped Dr. Moore in 
. speaking of marriage among col- 
-■.y lege students. Marriages result- 
' log from college friendships are 
very stable and show ttie highest 
percentage ot siici»aitvl mar« 
rtages. 

Highest Divorce Rate 

The United States has the "most 
marrying" people in the world 
and also has the highest divorce 
rate. Dr. Moore is convinced that 
marriages break not because of 
major tragedy, but due to trivial 
frustrations which mount if love 
Is not there. Marriage requires 
an emotional maturity and an abil- 
ity to meit tmstrations. If a 
marriage is not built on the cri- 
teria for silcemsful marriage Dr. 
Moore said "divorce Is both per- 
missahle and advisable, it it does 
not iDterfeiv With one's religions 
beliefs."

U. S. Can Avert Global War With Russia; 
Dr. Jams Conanl Sees Hope of Peace

If war with Russia can be 

avoided now, the United States 
can be hopeful of a peaceful out- 
come in the struggle between de- 
mocracy and Communism, Presi- 
dent James Bryant Conant ot Har- 
vard university told Kansas State 
students at an assembly In the 
Auditorium this morning. 

"Our system of free inquiry and 
interpreted science will lead to a 
progressive todetr. As long as 
Communist party dogma determ- 
ines RuBsjan thinking and science 
in Russia must eentorm to the 
doctrines of Lysenko, Russia will 
have a static society," Conant 
said. • > 

The effect of Russian govern- 
mental control over science is the 
"Dogmatic and Static Science" 
which can only lesd to a static ci- 
vilisation. Dr. Conant said. 

Lysenko was a Russian geneti- 
cist who said that elHUi|e« canned 
by environmental eanies can be 
inherited, Conant explained. Any 
scientist in Russia who opposes bis 
beliefs iB Uqaldated. 

Stresaer Smj^dsm 

Throughojit his address Conant 

stressed the degree of empiricism 
in light of its scientific evaluation. 

An example of the empirical 
method to which Conant referred 
was given in the story Of an en- 
gineer who In search of something 
which would eliminate knocking 
in high-compression engines be- 
gan with the letter "A" in the 
stock room and proceeded until 
he eamb across a suitable sub- 
stance. 

The Harvard educator ^ con- 
trasted this with the method of 
basing experimentation upon scien- 
tific tftcts accumulated from the 
past and concluded that "wiser de- 
cisions can be made when the de- 
gree of empiricism is low." 

"In an age ot experts." the noted 
educator pointed out. "one of the 
basic problems of our educational 
Bystem Is learning to understand 
and get alontf with experts," Ex- 
perts often are regarded too much 
with awe and as a source ot abso- 
lute authority by lay persons, 
People tall to realize that when a 
scientist prediits how Iiia Itnowl- 
edge will be used in the future 
he may be dead wrong. He mere- 
ly is looking into a crystal ball, 
Conant told the K-Staters. 

Krienee Mistaken 

Science, Conant said, usually is 
mistaken by the man In the street 
as a form of magic or as geometry. 
Others believe scienee Is merely 
the application of the scientific- 
method — observing tacts, devel- 
oping a theory, and then testing 
the theory by experimentation. 

Science really is the relationship 
of praetSeat aria, sttchas medicina, 



agriculture, or nutrition, to the 
scientific method, the chemist said. 
He traced the development of the 
scientific method through forma- 
tion of general speculative ideas, 
sneh as ^e atomic theory ot mat- 
ter, through the process of de- 
ductive reasoning used in logic and 
mathematics to the hxp«i4mental 
method used today In neaily all 
sciences. 



FEPC Up Before 
House Committee 

WASHINGTON, l4b. 17— <U.R) 
— ^FEPC came up in the House 
Rules committee again today and 
Chairman Adolph J. Sabath de- 
manded a public vote on whether 
to clear it for floor debate. 

The "traffic cop" Rules com- 
mittee usually votes behind closed 
doors, but Sabath said he wanted 
to put the Republican membeiti on 
record. As a party, the OOP Is 
pledged to support FEPC. 

Sabath was not optimistic about 
the outcome, and opponents were 
confident they had him licked. It 
appeared that the 12-man com- 
mittee, barring absence, would 
bury the bill with a 6 to tie 
vote.

Deputy Undersecretary ot State 
Dean Rush and Assistant Secre- 
tary Joliu D. Hlflferaon told a sen- 
ate foreign relations subcommittee 
yesterday that these proposals 
would only weaken that organiza- 
tion and do ootliing to change Rus- 
sia's Intraaslffent attitude. 

Rusk maintained that all "ur- 
gent" problems could be solved 
within the framework of the pres- 
ent UN charter If Russia was will- 
ing. But he said that even the 
present ohartrr is "to mUCh tor the 
Soviet Union" to accept.

System Explained 

lly Janet .■Idee 

Eva M. McMillan, associate pro- 
fessor in the department of Foods 
and Nutrition, spoke to the Home 
Economics Teaching club j*Btei- 
day iifteiiioon on "Schools in 
Brasil." She was introduced liy 
Jody PIxley, prografn chairman. 

"Girls in Bi-asilian private liiRh 
schools," said Mis McMillan, "have 
a chaperon whenever they leave 
the school grovindfl." 

Worked With Sriiool 

Miss McMlUsu spent ten months 
of her sabbatical leave In 194 6 
on the faculty of the Mtfthodlst 
Mission school in soothern Brazil. 
She helped set up a laboratory ar- 
rangement for a home economics 
department and helped outline 
some beginning courses. 

"Brasllian schools are con- 
trolled by the government," stated 
'Miss McMillan, "and^ government 
Inspectors visit the classrooms 
three times a week. They also 
must be present when ever exam- 
inations are given or the lestH 
will be considered void." 

Miss McMillan reported ttiat 
four-fifths of the population at- 
tend BOhools, but because of lack 
of space and facilities, oue-flftb 
are not able to attend school. 
Brazil is making every effort to 
provide enough schools tor all the 
boys and girls, sh» added. 



The Braziliiiu Rchool HyKtcmH 
follow the European plan vet«y 
closely, she said. Some commn- 
nlties have kindergartSM, but 
most places begin with a five-year 
piimary school which is like our 
grade schools. This Is followed 
by four years at Ginaslo which Is 
like our upper grades of juninr 
high and the first years of high 
school. Most of their education 
concludes with another three years 
at Colegio which comparea to our 
Junior colleges. 

"Girls who come from out of 
town," said Miss McMillan, "stay 
in dormitories and are called 
boardlng-pnpiiK. ThpfdWpUa.,«rho 
come each day f rodi within the 
city are calipd day-pnplls." 

"The girls dress somewhat like 
we Americans,*^ she said, "except 
that the drcsa of the Brazilian girls 
may have more frills and em- 
broidery. Bveii on their summer 
pastel suits, one may seo hlUi of 
embroidery."

In Choosing Our Presidents 

•The framers of our Constitution who sat 
In Philadelphia during the hot summer of 
1787 were perplexed with the Intricate prohr 
lem of how to ohosd a President of the 
United States. 

Their final result was the c^eatiol^of the 
electoral college . . . whereby states are 
given electoral votes in profiortion to their 
liopulation. 

They believed only the intelligent men 
elected by the public were capable of chos- 
ln« the President. This system has con- 
tinued to present times. The framers 
weren't Huru this system would work ... so 
they saw to It that it could be amended. 
The electoral college has never worked cor- 
rectly. But strangely It Is still used tn the 
American elertlon machinery. 

At least three main dcfcctH in the system 
can he noted: First is the unit rule ... a 
state must cast all of its electoral votes for 
one oarulidalo. Neeondly it makes it possi- 
ble for iho randldato with the most popular 
votes to lose an election . . . this has hap- 
pened three times. A third defect is in 
case of a tie the House determines who shall 
be President ... a glorified mess. 

It Is time we made use of our amending 
power and modified the law. I say modify. 
For if we abolished the electoral college 
altogether it would encourage new and 
additional political parties by making it 
easy for independent candidates to run for 
the Presidency. Sixty men could run . . . 
the one witli the most votes would win even 
though he had a small p«mm&m» of the 
popular vote. 

By the time 1952 rolls around the ma- 
jority of K-Staters wll be old enough to 
vote and doBirous to do so. We should have 
a voice in tlie choice of the President. This 
can be insured if Congress adoptra system 
by which the electoral vote of each state Is 
divided among the Presidential candidates 
in exact proportion with their popular vote. 

Kansas has eight electoral votes. If the 
voters should choose to give one candidate 
seven of the votes . . . that's OK. But the 
other vote Should not be flushed down the

Considfr Striker's Position 

Let's take a moment to consider the striker's 
position. Be Is atltl a mere mortal human even 
If he is an employee Instead of a plant owner. He 

has the same normal psychological, physiological 
and biological make-up as his employer. There- 
fore, the pteture of him as an migalQly monster 
Is completely out of place. 

When an employee votw to go on strike he has 
certain eonslderatlona to think about. These 
anestlons don't call for a college dq;ree nor even 
an elementary school ed^ucation. The employee 
knows that he has a family dependent on him for 
a home, food, clothtog and fnel. Re also knows 
that he has certain normal obligations which must 
be met. No union organizer, whether Commun- 
ist or reactionary Republican, could ever persuade 
the mass of workers In this country tbat they must 
forsake the welfare of their familieB by going on 
atrlke just to raise Hell with the industrial system. 

There most he some substantial reason before 
the employees will walk out of their jobs as a 
group. Many writers point to the tew employees 
who are always in opposition to the strike. This 
Is more or less nantral. Kot too long ago some 
IC million youthful citizens were in the armed 
services. Everyone knows that the vast majority 
Of that group disliked their enforced eosdnet, hut 
there was always one or two men In every Unit who 
were quite satisfied to enlighten superiors about 
the gripes. The same sort of person endears him- 
self to the em^oyef by being sneh a damb pntient 
sufferer. 

Oovernnient Sfizurt- Is \o Answer 
titriixes are not nice no matter how they are 
Viewed. However, govemmeDt seisure of in- 
dustrial enterprlaos does not seem to be' the . an* 
swer. I am protected In this column by the Con- 
stitution of the United State. I can't be forced to 
write anything I do not see fit to prepare. This 
protection, however, apparently isn't extended to 
the man in the mines or the man on the assembly 
line. The preaa ean actually start a national 
hysteria over strikes, hut the worker has no way 
of telling the nation his side of the argument. 
Tm, there are union papers, but they are cir- 
culated among union members and the average 
non-union citizen of the eountiy bas never teen a 
union paper in his life. 

The strike trouble all seems to boll down to the 
old qnestlon— it the Pnu respootfble as well 
as free?

WASmNOTON, Feb. IT — (U.fi) 

—Secretary of Agriculture Charles 
F. Brannan has struck back at 
leaden of the powerful American 
Farm Bureau federation In Ai 
showdowQ fight over his coiitro<- 
T^ralal farm plan. 

He and hit Bnpporters haTe In- 
vaded the enemy camit In an at- 
tempt to stir up a membership re- 
volt , against the federation's na- 
tional laadere. 

Brannan apparently has decided 
that congress will not accept bis 
proposal so long as the federation, 
the nation's largeat Carm organi- 
zation, opposes It. 

His best weapon seems to be 
the fact that his plan for subsl- 
dlea to growers would otter farm- 
ers generally higher supports 
than the Farm Bureau favors and 
would promtie ooiwiiinexv lower 
food priceR. 

Capitalize on Discontent 
He also may capitalize on the 
dlBOoatent of farmers with a con- 
ttnnvd drop in farm prices at a 
tlmie when farm costs remain high. 

Allan B, Kltne, the federation's 
president, has denounced the 
Brannan plan as a "socialistic" 
scheme to regiment farm produc- 
tion at a cost of billions of dollars 
to taxpayers. 

The tipoff on the new Brannan 
strategy came this week: 
1. A spokesman for the secretary 
told the North Carolina Farm Bu- 
reau convention at Raleigh that 
some of the organization's "na- 
tional leaders" favor lower sup- 
ports because tliey want to drfve 
some farmers out of busin«M. 
The attack, delivered 19 Brannui's 
name by an aide, marked the first 
time this charge had been leveled 
against the bureau by the Brmn- 
Bifl fonsea. 

No Chance for I'lan 
S. Fred Stover, president of the 
Iowa Branch of the National 
Farmers Union, told newsmen 
here that the Brannan plan hasn't 
a chance until "enough farmers 
wake up" and quit the Farm Bu- 
reau. He made It. clear that the 
Farmers Union — only major farm 
organization to support the Bran- 
nan plan-^hopes to raid Farm Bu- 
reau membership in its Iowa 
stronghold by using the plan as 
the loain tesue.

A Serious Blow : 

This viewpoint was supported 
by Sen. Homer Ferguson. R. Mich,, 
who warned: 

"This altiaace has struck a seri- 
ous blow to our postiton In Asia. 
The version made public is tre- 
mendously effective propaganda 
that will be felt all ovi»r the Far 
East," 

Ferguson, who recently made an 
on-the-spot snrvisy of conditions 
In the Par East, said the agree- 
ment will give many Asiatics a 
feeling that they will gain a cer- 
tain amount of independence If 
they ylefd to Communist pressure. 

Iiooiks Good on Paper 
"The independence ia illusory, 
of course, but on paper it will 
look very good," he mid. "I do 

not believe we have any aderjuate 
counter propaganda, but 1 um 
hopeful aom««hing can be devol- 
oped." 

Those parts of the overall agree- 
ment made public to date can only 
be interested as being favorable 
to China. China gained what ap- 
pears to be important concessions 
and seemingly gave nothing in 
return. 

Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
said yesterday that it was obvious 
that the full story of the Sino- 
Soviet talks had not been revealed, 
either by Moscow or Pelplng.

Dr. Marlatt, a professor of foods 
and nutrition, based her conclus- 
ions on studies made tn grade 
schools In parfH of Kansas. 

In one school it was found 70 
percent of tbe pupils lacked the 
suggested one quart of milk a day 
in their diets, for calcium (bone- 
building) and other mineral and 
vitamin needs. About 60 percent 
could use more vitamin A from 
green vegotables, and 40 percent 
would hav»^ been better fed with 
more meat, eggs and other protein 
foods In their diets. 

That was au exceptional school. 
Dr. Marlatt added; In most schools 
the diet detlciencieB in the young- 
sters were much less marked. 

The nutritionists are •boosting 
lOft permit dipts to met all vita- 
min needs, os that everybody will 
feet like a million dollars all the 
time. 

They preach meats, fish, eggs 
and milk for protein; milk, also, 
for calcium and other minerals; 
fresh vegetables for vitamin A; 
ornnRc ;nid graprfruit juice for 
iho ascorbic acids of vitamin C: 
liver and pork for tbe potent 
thiamin or riboflavin In B vita- 
mins, and suCflcieut amounts of 
fats, sugars and cereal ip^rotelna.

Bureau of land management of- 
fiefala say Uncle 8am may dia- 
cover he owns a Tot more, or leas, 
laud than he thought. 

Per tihe first time the gorem- 

ment is going over Its land trana- 
actlon records. Microfilm records 
wilt be made of erery land trans- 
action the government has been 
Involved in since before George 
Washington was President. 

The United States has been in 
the bnslneis of selltni and giving 
away land since 1788, when it 
turned over to one John Martin 
Lot SO, Township 7, Range 4- 
North, Ohio River Survey. The lot 
is near the present community of 
Ilammondsrllle, O. 

Since then the government has 
given away, sold or leased some 
l,r)00,000,000 acres of land. Tbe 
land came to the government 
through wars, purchase, or Just 
plain annexation. 

The records of all those land 
tivnsaetiona are kept in books. 
Thpy fover 2% miles of shplves In 
the Interior Department building. 

Tbe records are not In good 
shape. Some of tbe deeds, or land 
patents, are falling apart. Tbe 
paper has deteriorated. More than 
Uiat, the records aren't In order. 

William C. Holland of the BLM 
1b starting to microfilm all the 
doenmants. Eventually be hopes 
to make a complete Inventory of 
government-owned lands. But, he 
says, "our first job is to get tbe 
records on film so that we can 
work with them."

Thousands of dollara worth of 
good Washington antopttpha are 
in Homer's files. 

In 18S3 Congress decided thai 
was too much work for the Presi- 
dent, BO the lawmakers gave him 
a secretary to sign the patMita 
with the President's name. They 
paid her |1,600 a year. 

The last time a secretary signed 
the President's name to a land 
patent was on June 16, 1948, when 
Mrs. Ruth Tall^ put the finish- 
ing' flourliA to Harrr 8. Truman's 
name. 

Now Homer signs the land pat- 
ents, and they're Just as legal as if 
Mr. Truman himself had signed 
them. 

Although, Holland sighed. It's a 
complicated business. 

"But," he added, "we're trying 
to straighten it out, and eventu- 
ally we will be able to do so with

Editorial Under Fire 

Kenneth Davis, writing in the last Issue 
of the Manhattan Tribune-News, criticized 
an editorial, "Call It A Spade, America!", 
wiiteh I wi*Qft*lM>']Mt Ifoaday*! CktUsglftii. 
He has also criticized what he calls ''yon^- 
ful thinking" on serious problems. 

ThlM in typical of Davisy and of many of 
his g«M»ll9B, who reseat any **gtmn 
yonngMtei^ wlie tries to think hJs mmj eat 
ef the meKK that J$mih* 
•thought" MM Into. 

In another paragraph Davis intiniates 
that I stand solidly against every piece of 
progressive legtstatlon since Wilson's ad-^ 

mill iRt ration. Everyone knows how this 
country has i)roKre88ecl since Wilson's first 
admin iBtratlon. We have fought two wars, 
Straggled through our worst depression and 
increased our national debt and tax burden 
to astronomical heights. Davis criUclses me 
for criticizing this. 

He will, I think, admit that it is just as 
possible to .profress toward ilestruotion as 
it. is to progress toward salvation. If he 
chooses to say that we have progressed In 
trading the peace and freedom of 1900 for 
the unrest and uncertainty of today, I will 
npt argue with hUn. We are nearer to los- 
ing our personal freedom — nearer to war 
and (lost ruction than we were then. We 
have come a long .way. You might say 
"progressed**. 

Davis goes on to say that the five points 
which I listed as being parts of both the 
current administration's program in this 
country and the original program of Marx 
m not part of the original theme of Com- 
munism. He says they were merely tacked 
onto the Manifesto to attract followers who 
were not in favor of the violent overthrow 
of capitalism. Well. I have not accused the 
administration of using violence to achieve 
its ends. 

In one of liis literary flights Davis says 
I spelled Engeis' name wrong. I spelled it 
"Frederidi" and he spelled It "Priedrich*% 
Ehgels assisted with the translation of the 
Manifesto and in the English version he 
spells his name "Frederick". Anyway, it 
was a good chance for Davis to show-off 
his "superior" knowledge. 

I can agree with Davis on one point. He 
admitted at the first of his "criticism" that 
he did not have time to write a decent 
column. This is a recurrent falling with 
him and I am ghid to a^ he reoogi^ It

President Tnuoan, speaking befOTO democrats 
gathered for the annual Jarkson Day dinner, un- 
doubtedly told the persuu^ preoent what they 
waattd fir liaar. For the most part the aadipnce 
consisted of members of the Democratic party or 
followerB of the administration. The President, 
although BtnmbU&s atfw a«d then over vordii be- 
fore him, managed to belittle the Republican party 
and upliold the policies of his administration. 
Prealdent Truman's apeeh contained the fallacies, 
tbe dofswtleatad tbo Utoglcai. At tlhies the mean- 
ing of his statements was not clear. He referred 
to the administration's success in taking "the lab- 
orer from vttder the domination etf bis emplblyer." 

Perhaps what the President said In his speech 
was, for the most part, true, but be certainly did 
not give sufficient evidence to snppoH bis state- 
ments. What evidence he did prodtMso mw baaed 
on opinion or on party policies.

A world in whleb it la dui^oaa not 
to think and queatlon. The primary reapoasibllUy 
which rests on today's collego students, and with 
tho .Htttdenta of tomorrow, is not to earn all the 
money they can, but to become IMormed and to 
conttnually question. Our personal economic as- 
plrattona are secondary to the political situation 
under which we Vki9, 

No matter who made the Jackson Day address 

or which party we belong to it is dangerous to 
accept Information, such as appeared in the ad- 
drees, without specific explanatton eoaefote 

evidence. 

Acceptance of the responsibility which has be- 
fallen this, and fvtore senerattons, is not ^com- 
pnlsory. We can eoatinue with no more SMureh 
for political truths than we have had in the past. 

I hope you and I are lucky enough to be gone 
wluo the r«t«i«i l^wni^ roaUtSes.

The conrt, by a 6 lu 2 vote, 
ducked a ruling on the Issue of 
whether a city health officer must 
have a warrant to inspect a private 
borne. Th(> majority held that 
neither the law nor the tacts of 
the particular ease before the tri- 
bunal — involving a Washington, D. 
G„ woman — Justified a "sweeping 
determination" of such an Impor- 
tant constitutional Issue.

The miners shrugged off the 
governmenfs contempt action 
against the UMW, but were inter- 
ested In the statement of a high 
government official that federal 
seizure was "almost Inevitable" 
within a few days.

For the most part Shaw says 
the calls and dances were never 
written down and were passed 
orally from eaUer to caller.

Better Education for All 

It has lung been an American ideal that 
all youtb should Iiave an equal opportuiiKj^ 
to get a well-rounded education. It is gen- 
erally believed that this equal opportunity 
is to the benefit of both the individual and 
Boci^i and should be offers to all, regard- 
leas of race, color, politicuU convleUon, or 
economic statuB. 

Today there are some four million chil- 
dren between the ages of five and 17 who 
are not enrolled in school. 

All indications point to even more 
crowded conditions. Some observers esti- 
mate au increase of 30 percent in school 
enrollments within the next ten years. 

Reports show that there Is great varla- 
Hon in the ability of States to ncteet flnanetal 
])robIenis. liu-ome per school age child is 
four times as great in the wealtliiest state 
as tn the poorest. 

Federal financial assistance seems to be 
the best solution to this national problem. 
Kducators are aiiking for a base federal 
educational finance program of assistance 
to prottde^ funds directly to the states to be 
expended Iby them without domination or 
interference from the federal government. 

The Senate in its last session produced 
a bill which seemed to meet the require- 
ments. The bill will probably be brought 
up for discussion in this f^essinn. 

It has been said that education is the best 
possible groundwork for peace. Is it not 
as logical to spend federal funds in this 
attempt for future peace as it Is to spend 
billions on the cold war and armaments in 
the attempt to maintain the present peace?

Brown said, "tt^ eaqr to rfsuaUze 
a series of hydrogen homb ex- 
plosions carried out along a 
north-south lino at about the 
longitude of Praline, Cse^MlO- 
vakia. "v • " -v,-- 

■*The radioactivity 'produced by 
the explosions would be carried 
eastward by the winds, deetrojring 
all life within a strip 1,500 miles 
wide extending from Leningrad 
to Odessa and 3,000 miles deep, 
•3x1 ending from P;rague to the 
Ural mountains." 

After th& radioactivity passed 
over the Urals.. Brown said, it 
would begin lo.Hing intensity. By 
the lime it crosrt<>(} the Pacific to 
the west coast of North America, 
he said, it would be harmleaa.

To Control Threat 
Of Cankerworms 



Spraying with DDT Is easier, 

cheaper and generally mure suc- 
cessful than bandiug trees tu con- 
trol cankerworms. Dr. R. L. Park- 
er of the Kansas State entomology 
depailment, said here today. , 

Kansas suttered from severe 
nn(brenlt.'< oT eankerworms in both 
H)4!> and ItMG and the destructive 
inneets hiay return this spring, 
Parker warned. They feed on tbe 
leaves of many fruit and shade 
li'ees- - iKirtieuIarly appl(\ elierry. 
plum, ehn, backberry, locust and 
maple. 

Banding Ckkod Mea8a|« 

Banding is still a good control 
measure, hut the bands are diffi- 
cult to maintain and require fre- 
auent renewal. Spraying DDT is 
a more common practice now. 

Because of extensive damage by 
cankerworms in Kansas last year, 
the K-State entomologist thinks it 
is no\ too early for city park hoards 
and others to plan now to spray 
elm, hackberry and other snscepti- 
ble ahade trees in April or wrly 
May. 

^inco winslesa female moths 
crawl up tree trunks, first evidence 
of cankerworm feeding to small 

boles In early leaves on the short 
branches close to the trunk. 

.Another Test 
Tapping sharply on lower limba 
of elm and hackberry trees as soon 
as young leaves appear is another 
test for caakerworms. When the 
tree is tapBsd, small worms, It 
present, will drop on a silk thread. 
A doseu from a large limb indi- 
cate* spraying should start tm- 
mttdlately. PKrlter sftld. It ia im> 
port ant to spray ear^ bttors wst 
real damage is done. 

Mist blowers Md conventional 
ground sprayers are recommended 
for individual use. Towns have 
been successful vttb airplane ap- 
plication of the sprays.

and ascorbic acid content ot fruits 
and vegetables preserved by freez- 
ing.

Several varieties of peaa, beans, 
asparagus, peaches, cherries, 
gooseberries, and atrawberries 
have been tested to determine 
which varieties of each are best 
in aroma, appearance, flavor, and 
texture, and which have a high 
retention of ascorbic acid. In tbe 
studies conducted texture of tbe 
grate as Wall a» the flavor is con- 
gidered. So far ten varieties of 
corn have been tested for palata- 
biUty. 

Although the work la still In 
progress. It has been shown quitr> 
conelnslvOtF t^tet tte degree of 
maturity of both fruits and vege- 
tables is as important as variety 
In many cases and in some In- 
stanom la more important.

The Association said that the 
Afeney Is aot reqalr^d to pick up 
or deliver newspapers beyond its 
own terminals and that no special 
precautfoii^j or services are nOces- 
sary in the handling of nawspapera 
In transit.

the eye by 60,000 Navajo Indians. 

But their white brothers were 
thrown into jittery excitement. 

T h r e e-hundred townspeople 
rushed down to buy extra copies 
of the weekly Aztec Review, which 
carried the prediction. ' 

The tribal leader's i^redletlon 
was half-believed by some and 
conpietely debunked by others. 
But in almost every Aitec house- 
hold the prediction was tbe main 
topic ot oonYersation. ^ 

Mderly Ifn^ilM 1^ 

George Bowra, editor of the Re- 
view, said the prophecy was made 
by an elderly medicine man who 
hi|d noted that the ants and squir- 
didn't botlier to Itoce food 
this winter. Therefore, the medi- 
cine man concludRd that next win- 
ter would never arrive - 

Specifically, the prc^Ie^on con- 
cerned Shiprock. a huge volcanic 
slab that Juts out of the earth and 
stands as a great landmark in the 
dawrt: The medicine man said: 

"Blc^to^blg .ship blow, go high 
In the air, fall down OH whtte man 
and John Collier." ; ' .

The whole thing will happen, 
said the tribal leader, because the 
white man is to be punished for 
his treatment of the Navajos (the 
charge was once Inreattgafed by 
congress), and because **the wfalto 
mtJt lives crazy-like." 

-Although tbe death-dealing blast 
Is Intended tor the AMtraetlon of 
whire men, the medicine man said 
it was likely that most of the 
Kavajos, too, wovld not survive. 

But the prediction made tittle 

impression in the Navajo camps. 

?8une ot them bare heard of tt. 
and some haven't," Bowra said, 
"But it isn't bothering them. They 
never worried about tbe JnlUBft-lNM 
fore, so wli; alwald they start 
now?" 

Vhe editor said he learned of the 
pr|dl9llfln when a squaw told him 
Ihfjre was no need to worry about 
the plight of th<* Navajos "because 
wd won't be here next winter."

In the early 1930*8 Chiang Kat-

of their own, and are trying to 
make it stick despite Us unpopu- 
larity.

The use of dressing 
rooms and showers, which are lo- 
cated on the first floor of the gym, 
will be required for basketball 
games In the neldhovMt. 

Ready for fleason 

"It is hoped that as much of 
the 1951 basketball season as poss- 
ible wilt be played in the field- 
house," stated Currence. 

According to the plans, the Kan- 
sas State fleldhouse will have a 

IWitln^ rapacity of 13,500. The 
permanent balcony seats 5,000 and 
tempo«M9^ bleachers the rest. If 
the situation calls for it, an addi- 
tional 1,000 seats can be set up 
on the arena floor, 

A portable basketball floor, 
much like tbe one used In the 
Kansas City auditorium, will be 
used here at Kansas State, says 
athletic director Thurlo MeCrady. 
It will be a standard size court, 
94 by 50 feet, and will be made 
up of 4 by 8 MCtlottS. 

"The basketball team will use 
tbe adjacent men's gymnasium, 
with its three fnli courts, for prac- 
tice." stated McCrady. "The port- 
able court will not be laid until 
just before the first home game." 

Other sporu will be able to use 
the fleldhouse In that way. be 
added. During bad weather the 
football team could use the struc- 
ture along with the Indoor Md 
erOBS country track teams. 

IndtMir Ikisrball PraHlre 
Indoor practice for the baseball 
team during the early spring prac- 
tice will be possible. Installa- 
tion of huge battlng-cages to be 
lowered from the ceiling, ha.s al- 
ready been planned tor by the ath- 
letic department. 

Kansas State's fit'ldhnuse will 
have facilities for track which will 
Include a SZO-yard traek with six 
|>foot lanPR (niof;t of Whlch Will 
be located under the baltony), a 
■tr^htaway for dashes, and tbe 
grena Itself for field events. Some 
of the Meaehent which extend 
trom the playing field to the pw- 



manent balcony, witi be removed 

during track meets. 

Connected to the west side of 
the fleldhouse Is tbe men's gym- 

nasium. which will be 150 by 200 
feet by three floors. There will 
be a fourth floor on the north end, 

or entrance end of ttie gyninashnn. 

Tentative plauB call for locker, 
shower, etiuipment and supply 
roms to'be located on the first 
floor. One room on the ground 
floor is to be set aside fnr the 
trainer and another for tbe 
wrestling team. 

Major portion of the second 
floor will be devoted to dressing 
rooms for varsity teams, vlsltlftg 
teaniK, <-()a('Ii(><) and officials and 
for physical education majors. This 
floor also will house the laundry. 
The 16S hy 114-foot gym floor 
proper is on the second level, alon^ 
with a OS- by S<>Ceot apparatus 

.illilHic Officer 

Main entrance to tbe men's gym 
will open on a 3S-foot lobby which 
will Include trophy cases and ticket 
windows. Also on the second floor 
will be the Athletic department 
offices. 

Physical education aud intra- 
mural offices will take up the 
third floor along with an elaborate 
"K-Room," three class rooms and 
the physical education library. 

A confefenee room with facili- 
ttee for showing motion pictures 
will occupy the fourth floor along 
with a tumbling gym. an exercise 
gym and a lai«e elftsiiroom. 

The soil to he used for the field- 
house floor was chosen with great 
care. After much deliberation, tbe 
soil used at tho Univcrsily of Chi- 
cago fleldhouse was decided the 
best and wUl be hssd here.

So said Leland 3. Hobaon, Uidus- 
, trial engineer and asaietant direc- 
tor of ihe Kantas State college <iii<^ 
KlneeriDK expertmont Matloo. Us^ 
day, Hobson supports his conten- 
tion with a formula tie developed. 
Tke tormvUi tkowa a Mgh eorrola- 
tlon between frequency of patents 
and per%capita income. The Hob- 
lOtt formula allowi a time lag of 
three years for patents to become 
productive. If patents for 1938 
are ttaM. they are correlated with 
Incomo per capita for 1941. 

Vhch Forum I a with Charts 

Using his formula and charts, 
Hobeon showa Arkausas, wUh a 
"patent {roquency" eeeond lowest 
In the nation, had per capita in- 
come also next to lowest. Patent 
Iraauency for Miaaouri (bordering 
Arkaaaaa) waa a little below the 
national average. Ite Income, too, 
waa alightty below the national 
averag»— but eonalderably ililHFa 
than that of Arkansas. 

Hobson's studies show Indus 
Irial activity is not so Important 
as the pantent factor. Delaware, 
for laatance. with near average in- 
dustrial employment l>ut with an 
extr^moly high "patent frequen- 
cy," had pel* capita Ineotno among 
<the top thr<^o states. New Tlamp- 
shlre, with greater industrial em- 
ployment, but lower "patent fre- 
quency," had much lower Income. 

Texas has had a remarkable in- 
duetrU espatMieiv. Bnt Its "patent 
frequency" was below average. So 
was its per capita income. 

PatontH First, Then Wealth 
In the data eoUecited by Hobson 
"patent frequency" leads income 
figures from three to five years. 
Some would argue that wealthy 
Bta'tes support more research. Hol)- 
aon tays this, is not so — that pat- 
ents come first; wealth follows. 

Many atates a-nd industrial con- 
cern* ean Improvo their welfare 
and the welfare of others by in- 
creasing amounts spent for re- 
aeareh, tin data ekow. 

The point of dtmlnlahing re- 
turns (rwte of expeodltvre it would- 
not pay to go above), is far above 
preaeni rates. There Is little dan- 
ger of any state reaching this point 
in the near future. The greater 
danger is that Insufficient funds 
will he spent for research, Hobson 
wama.

March 1 marks the beginning 
nf the 1860 Red Cross drive in the 
United Stales- Contemplating a 
goal of 167,000,000, the national 
organization has stated that due 
to t^e application of rigid econo- 
mies upon wartime surpluses, the 
request is not an high as It rodl- 
uarily would he. 

Two OrgunizutlotW 

Two separate organisations ac- 
tually exist in the Red Cross. The 
national affiliation operates in 
cases of widespread, universal die- 
aster and 3,745 local chapters in 
the country carry on work iu otbei;^ 
categories, eueb as hospital btood^ 
programs, service.^ to armed forces 
and veterauB, food and nutritional 
activities, college activities \n ro- 
operatioa with YMCA ^nd YWCA 
groups, water safety courses, and 
volunteer nurse work. 

The national chapter actually 
needs thirty-seven million dollars 
In contrast to the thirty million 
dollars asked for in 194^. Local 
chapters need approximately forty- 
two- million dollars, fourteen mil- 
lion more than IH9. In reality,

England Alters Old 
Educational Policy 

For the first time In the his- 
tory of British universities, the 
government to allocating money 
for administrative purposes, ac- 
cording to J. Roger Carter, educa- 
tion officer of the Brlttoh unbi 
in his Ulk to the faculty forum 
Thursday afternoon. 

British unlversttiea have always 
been private instltutionR. Carter 
asserted. In 1850 Oxford and 
Cambridge were two unlversltieB 
In Britain which were otlnglng to 
many forma' of government and 
practice which were out of date. 
For example, all business matters 
of these unlvendtles were carried 
on in the Latin tongue, and edu- 
cation was open only to the 
wealthy claaa. 

In 1860, however, the govern- 
ment decided to reconstruct the 
administration policies of the 12 
universities In Britain and the lour 
In Scotland. An extra-govern- 
mental body, the University Grants 
committee was formed to ascer- 
uln the financial noeda' of the 
university. This money was made 
available by the treasury depart- 
ment ot the Brltlih Antplre in com- 
pliance with the report of the Com- 
mittee. By 1900 theee unlveraltlea 
were open to all students. 

This financial reimbursement 
did not, however, influence the 
various universities to. offer any 
new couraep of atudy. It had never 
been the |N»Hiey of the government 
to control academic facilities, and 
this precedent did not change, 
Carter sidd. 

The public looks upon these 
universities as institutions kept 
clean of politics. The nnlvenlttea 
are still private, employing gov- 
ernment financial help, but no 
atate polltiiMl Intlufaee la felt. 

In investigating the educational 
svKtem of the United States and 
providing information on educa- 
tion in Britain, Carter has visited 
Harvard , Yale. Princeton, and 
other Hchoolfi in the Ea«t before 
coming to Kanaas SUte.

Where Are Our leaders? 

A trend long in evidence at this school — 
a trend which tends to make of Kansas 
State a stepping-stone to "better things" 
-rresched its climax recentty wlien It was 
atadimced that President Milton S. Elsen- 
hower wouid resign his position here to 
accept a similar position at Pennsylvania 
State cpllege. Almost everyone. tiioliiAtiig 
the Preirideiit himself, expressed regret at 
the change. Why, then, did he go? There 
are several reasons: more opportunity to 
dQ the work In which he is interred, more 
prestige, a better salary, and there are prob- 
ably several more. 

The above Is just one example of how we 
liave let an outstanding man — a man we 
need— slip through our fingers. Persons 
who hate the Interest of K-State at heart 
can give you niany more. Why does a foot- 
ball coach who has given the school its only 
conference championship leave after only 
one year? Why does a nationally-recog- 
nized authority on poultry suddenly resign 
to teach at Purdue? Why do some of the 
best men in the veterinary school, a school 
l^ted among the finest of its kind, ^xm- 
tinually drift away to sehools such as Iowa 
State or Oklahoma A & M? No one seems 
to know the answer, or, if they do, they 
don't do anything about it. 

Sure, we manage to keep some of oar 
better teachers and administrators. Some 
turn-over in faculty personnel Is probably 
best for all concerned. But why is it that 
we never hire away from another school 
anyone of the pvoven caliber of an BIseii*- 
hower? Why is it always someone else who 
gets the cream of the crop? Where is our 
Conant. our . Hutchins, our Oppenheimer^ 
our Bisenhower? i 

Perhaps It we had kept some of the men 
referred to above — ^if we hired more like 
them — perhaps we would not be perennially 
last in football. There is even a remote 
possibility that we might BOt always be 
known as just a "cow college**. And ws 
might have some of the things we need, 
such as a Student Union. Other state 
schools, smaller than this, have them. We 
hive a problim. . . . -nr. 1.

Will Pay Dividends 
To Veterans' Heirs 

Dividends due deceased veter- 
ans for the time thegrhol^ Nation- 
al Service Life Insuranee in foree 
prior to their death will be paid 
to their beneficiaries or heirs, 
VetMana Admlniatratlon said to- 
day. 

Where the Insurance was In 
force at the time of the veteran's 
death, payment will be made auto- 
matically to th& beneficiary of 
record. No application of any kind 
will be required In these cases. 

If the Inaunuieo was not In 
foree at the time the veteran died, 
tha dividend wilt be P^id to his 
estate through the executor or 
adminlBtMrto^ of the ' eeUte. 
Where there is no administrator, 
payment will be made directly to 
those persona who are entitled to 
the veteran's estate under the in- 
heritance laws of the state of 
which the veteran was a legal re- 
sident at the time of death. 

In the lapsed tnanranee eases, 
claim forma will be sent by VA 
directly to those persons found to 
be entittedl^ tO aU or a litara ot 
the veteran's dividend.

To Graduate Club 

"We must learn how to learn," 
said Preoldent Milton S. Bisen- 

hower this week to members of the 
Graduate club gathwlng in the 
Stndont nnloB. 

"pducatlon previous to World 
War II centered upon specialtza- 
tlon in tbo applfod aelences. ThU 
period produced the historian who 
knew everything about the past 
social world, but who feared the 
world tn which he lived," said 
President Bisanhower. 

K-fltato Vrles to WMen 

"Kansas State since baa tried to 
broaden Hs educational syMem to 
include more of the social sciences 

with no sacrifice for specialization, 
as specialization Is stIU needed by 
Ittttvatry. However, we m«ti not 
be content with the successful spe- 
cialist but produce a student inte- 
grated In tbo knowledge of social 
sciences, and with the ability to 
educate himself after graduation." 

"A student's objectives In edu- 
cation should be; first, to acquire 
the ability to think and communi- 
cate clearly. Secondly, perhaps 
the most difficult and precious at- 
tainment is that of Judgment. 
Judgment here defined is the wise 
use of Inlormation, rather than 
meraly acquiring it. In short we 
must know how, rather than what, 
to hear." stated President Elsen- 
howtr. 

^ndgmoit Jb ITot Bnooi^ 

"Judgment by itself is not 
enough. The student must be aware 
of dignity, mutuality, and other 
ethical concepts which cement a 
society -together. The wisdom of 
sound Judgment in a framework 
of moral Judgment should be the 
goal of every student," affirmed 
President Eisenhower. 

"The quality of education is de- 
termined 76 percent on 
the quality of the teachers present. 
By July 1, 1960, the increase in 
pay for instruction for the past 
six and one half years will be in- 
creased to 80 percent. Kansas 
State can now hold and attract 
hotter teacben/' said Prealdtnt 
BtMoltower.

Monday I read V. L. Nicholson's 
defense of his earlier editorial 
"CaU it a Spade, America" in the 
Collegian. I didn't read Davis' 
article on the edHorial, but. hav- 
ing read some of Ken Davis' other 
articles and a eottple of bis books. 
I can well fm^gliie wbst be said. 
Xlcholson, by appealing to his own 
prejudices instee<l of reason, left 
himself open for Davis* attack. 
Why, then, should Nicholson "yell 
copper" in his second editorial, 
unless he can't take honest criti- 
cism. As far as I was concerned, 
the editorials were unnecessary 
unless, of course, Mr. Nicholson 
la "bucking" tor a Job on tbe edi- 
torial staff of the Chicago Tribune 
or the Washington Post. 

In the second editorial^ Mr. 
Nicholson said that "If he (Davis) 
chooses to say that we have pro- 
gressed In trading the peace and 
freedom of 1900 for tbe unrest 
and uncertainty of today.

tectorate. Aud wasn't 1900 the 
year that our biggest monopoly, 
V. 8'. Steel formed? Europe, at 
that tinip was a powder keg; the 
only difference between then and 
now is that we know tt today and 
we didn't know it then. Organized 
labor wasn't legally recognized In 
1 9 00.«Frankly. ril still take 1960 ! 
We have grea'ter Human Rights 
than ever before in our history. 
Mr. Nicholson seems to mistake 
Propprty Rights for Human 
Rights. It is true that big busi- 
ness cannot exploit the public and 
labor as they did in 1900.^

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WASHINGTON, Feb. 28— (U.R)— 
Associate Justice Felix Frank- 
furter beUevea some of his Su- 
preme court eolleaanes are ehliK 
ping away at one of the constitu- 
tion's most saerod ffaarantees — 
the ban on unresseiiabls ssar^ of 
a cltlsen's home. 

He implied that recent changes 
in the court's membership gave 
impetus to the trend. 

QiiarreiB wldi Majority 

Frankfurter quarreled yesterday 
with a five-man OM|iirity which 
found that po9tee could legally 
rummage through the office of 
Albert J. Rablnowltz, New York 
stamp dealer who was being ar- 
rested for possessing and selling 
altered stamps. 

The officers had a warrant to 
arrest Rabinowitz but not to search 
bis property. BTldeaoe obtained 
in the search WM mwd acs^st 
liim in court. 

The majority opinion, written 
by Justice Sherman Minton, the 
court's newest member, modified 
a 1948 ruling that required 
otticers to obtain search warrants 
whenever they could ni«onably 
do so. * 

"The relevant test," Minton 
wrote, "is not whether it is reason- 
able to procure a search warrant 
but whether the search was reason- 
able. That criterion In turn de- 
pends upon the facts and circum- 
stanees— -the total atmosphere of 
the case." 

Frankfurter said the ease con- 
cerned only "a squalid little de- 
f render" but had overtones of the 
"great themes expressed by the 
fourth amendment." The amend- 
ment pledgM "the right of the 
people to be secure In their per- 
sons, houses, papers and effects 
against unreMonable searches imd 
seizures." 

The court also: 

Ordered the immigration service 
to change its system of conduct- 
ing deportation hearings to be 
more fair V> prospective deportees. 

Ruled that an alien may be- 
come a citizen even if conscien- 
tious sernplM prevent him from 
wearfaic the U. 8. uniform.

Bffects of taffeta, velvet, satin 
and many sheers may be gained 
in the weaving process of nylon, 
said the lecturer. 

Men and children may also en- 
fey advantages of nylon fa- 
brics. Cool summer shirts and 
durable snow suits are b^g made 
from nylon tOMm ail many tiath- 
Ing suits are being fashioned 
from nylon. Many college girls 
have accepted nylon sveRters. 
Miss Latske added. 

When sewing with nylon ma- 
terials, Miss Latske advised, use 
only nylon thread and a fine sew- 
ing machine needle. 

Synthetic resins have been de- 
veloped which help to hold creat- 
es in mra's trousers while others 
have been made to act as moisture 
repellents and to keep sheer 
stockings from running.

Entomologists Continue 
Study of Wheat Mosaic 

Dr. R. H. Painter of the De- 
patment of Entomolon^ and Dr. 
Hurley Frtlows are engaged in a 
study of the Wheat Mostaib disease 

which damaged the wheat in Kan- 
sas considerably last year. Dr. Fel- 
lows jtj j r o i w attt ^e diseased 
plants in the^ green house while 
Dr. Painter endeavors to transmit 
the virus which causes wheat mo- 
saic from Ijnfpcted wheat plants to 
healthy ohae by means of the 
various species of aphid s oc fuirrln^; 
on wheaL. I^. Painter, agisted by 
James B. Kring, graduate assist- 
ant in entomology and an aphid 
specialist, has collected and identi- 
fied eleven specte» uf apblds on 
wheat In Kansas from last fall's 
collections. To date, the workers 
bavti )n3en unable to transmit the 
wheat mosaic virus to healthy 
plants 1^ msami ot any ot these 
aphids. An outstanding disouvery 
in connection with these aphid in- 
vestigations Is tibe identification of 
the wheat crown aphid, which up 
to the present time, has been con- 
fused with tha amie^clato ai^Ud 
on wheat. 

Because, of the damaging possi- 
bilities of the moKaic. the investi- 
gations are continuing rapidly.

LONDON. F»b. 28— (U.»— Ra- 
dio Moscow gaid today that Wins- 
ton Churchin'a proposal lor a new 
BiB Tlirt'6 meetlnK was a "con- 
feslou of bankruptcy" on the part 
of the Anglo-American alliance. 

Tlie broadcast, an EiigUeh 
language commentary by M. 
FedoroT, did not say outright how 
Churchil's proposal for a new con- 
|Iei|ince was being ipjceived in 
Moieow hnt Its tone was oAe of 
ridicule. It called Churchill "War- 
monger Number One" and said 
tite Goaierratlves were trying \to 
picture blm as a "peacemaker." 

"B^ond all doubt, Churchill's 
•tatement was designed to catch 
votes," the commentator said. 
"HoweTer, It Is something more 
than Just un election trick. 

"Unwittttigly, ChurcblU's state- 
ment is a eottftssion of bankrupt- 
cy of tliat policy which he himself 
formulated in his Ul-famed Pul- 
ton (Md.) speech almost four 
years tgo. 

"In that speech, as you know, 
Churchill voiced the claims of the 
ruling circles of the United States 
and Britain to world domination 
ity the Anglo-Saxon races, 

"He proposed that the British 
and AmerloaQS Join forces to 
wage a more successful struggle 
against the Soviet Union. 
Churchill rejected the* very Idea 
of pout- war cooperation Mpoog 
the three great powers. 

"The aggressive course mapped 
out by Churchill at Fulton has 
been diligently implemented by 
the Truman administration and 
(British) labor leaders alike. 

"This policy holds out nothing 
to the people of these countries 
but the prospect ol self-annihila- 
tion ia a third world war.

Movies To Correct 
'Mike' Techniques 

The sports broadcastltts class 
of the Radio Section hag been ex- 
perimenting with movies of K-

Warn of Misleading 
Claims for New Co/cf 
Cure, Antihistamine 

CHICAOO, Feb. J8— (UfS— The 
American Medical association, 
warned today against "dilslead- 
ing" and "untruthfnr' claims for 
the use of Antihistamine druga In 
treating the common cold. 

Tests 80 far "only suggest pos- 
sible beneficial effects" from the 
drugs use, the AMA eomrctl on 
pharmacy and chemistry reported 
In the current AMA Journal. 

The tetts "do not prove that 
the Antihietamlnics are useful 
for the prevention of the average 
common cold or for the treatment 
of those who are ill with this af- 
fliction," the council said. 

The AMA said a "welter of eon- 
fusion" . has been . . created by 
"claims and counterclaims" re? 
garding the drugs' effectiveness 
as cold cures and preventives. 

More Work Needed 

"Further- tnndamMttal work is 

certainly Indicated," It said. 

The AMA painted out unfavora- 
ble reaction sometimes resulting 
from use of the drugs include 
drowsiness, nervousness, and lack 
of concentration and alertness. 

"With over-the-counter sales, 
careless and habitual use of the 
Antlhistaminics may be expected 
and the medical profession should 
anticipate similar qerlons reac- 
tions. Basic research Is indicated 
on the chronic toxicity of these 
agents in human subjects.*' 

Misleading claims should be 
controlled whenever possible on a 
voluntary basis hut failing that, 
the AMA said, "enforcement agen- 
cies should not hesitate to meet 
their responsibilities. The moral 
obligations of those who supply 
services to the pnhlie ahonld be 
self-evident." 

KvUli'iiCP In Not Factual 

The council said that "evidence 
so far presented should be proper- 
ly classified as the honest opinion 
of the investigators and not as 
fact." 

"In none of tho studies is there 
clearcut evidence of a verified 
diagnosis of tho common cold," 
tho council said. 

The council said three rulee 
should be followed In making a 
"true test" of the drugs' effective- 
ness. 

1. The diagnosis of a cold 
should be established beyond re- 
sonable doubt. 

2, Proper controls should be 
used to eliminate chance. 

8. Results should be Interpre- 
ted logically and present a study 
which is statistically significant.

Costs Can Be Cut 

Labor costs In the kitchens of 
instittttions and restaurants can 
be cut. despite higher wages, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Bessie Brooks 
West, professor of Instltntlonm 
management at KSC. 

Mrs. West addrissed members 
of the St. Louis Restaurant as- 
sociation and the St. Louis 
Dietetics association In 8t, Louis 
Friday and Saturday. She Is for- 
mer president of the American 
Dietetics association. 

Coats have been cut, or held Ift 
check it) kitchens on the campus 
by applying the results of time 
and motion studies, and by using 
more efficient machinery, Mrs, 
West told membera of the two 
sociations. 

Describes Project 

She described a project car- 
ried out on the campus -with the 
help of Ronald C. Wishart. in- 
structor of shop practices. They 
were able to cut the time of 
panning ten rolls from 70 to 18% 
seconds by orgsnlzing the work 
areas and the series of motions 
necesary to perform the task. 

Suggestions outlined by Mrs. 
West included the use of both 
hands to do Identical operations, 
use of continued curved motions, 
rhythm in motions, arrangement 
of equipment and material to per- 
mit proper sequence of motion. 

Techniiiues F'rom Kitclu-n 
Mrs. West said the college bad 
merely brought to the kitchen 
techniques which had long been 
applied In industrial production. 
She added that the economies ef- 
fected have balanced the in- 
creased cost of food, enabling the 
campus food service to operate at 
a minimum cost to the students. 

The project which Wlehart and 
Mrs. West conducted on the cam- 
pus was described In a letter to 
"Institutions Magazine, which had 
asked for Ruggestlons In cutting 
costs. The December issue of the 
magazine featured her letter 
prominently* 



NEW YORK, Feb. 28— (U.R)— 
A Navy commander who headed a 
guided missilee reaoarch unit said 
today that flying saucers, although 
officially debunked, really are 
"space sblps from another planet." 

Omdr. Robert McLaughlin, 
now skipper of the destroyer Bris- 
tol, indicated the visitors from 
outer space seemed to delight in 
looming over , the White Sands 
proving ground in New Mexico 
where a group of Navy experts and 
scieatiats were testing aecret 
weapons. 

McLaughlin said he saw one of 
the disks in May. 1949, about a 
month after five trained observ- 
ebs, using precision instruments, 
tracked a ttiNnge object "about 
105 feet in diameter." 

Those discus were "space ships 
from another planet, operated by 

animate, intelligent beings," Mc- 
Laughlin said in an arUcie in the 
Mareb iMtie of Tme magaalne. 

McLaoflbltai'e OMdoaiOM Doabted 

But McLaughlin's conclusions 
were doubted by his former An- 
napolis danmate, Cmdr H. H, 
(Swede) Larson, executive officer 
of the Navy's experimental guided 
mliiila ablp. 

Larsen said McLaughlin was In 



from the naval academy in 19.«^ 
said he saw a smaller saucer the 
following month, soaring slowly

He said an accurate plot of the> 
object's course was recorded for 
60 seconds, and the data obtained 
showed the object to be elliptical 
in shape, 105 feet in diameter, 
flying at an- altitude of approxi- 
mately 66 miles at about five miles 
a second. 

He said the thing swerved so 
abruptly that the occupants must 
have experienced a force of 20 
G'8 (20 times the pull of gravity) 
which would have killed an earth-

Achestm relied that the atomic 
development "obviously increases 
the difficulty of the situation."

"Coal «\luiug is one ot the worst 
types of work that can be done by 
man. Even though the pay le high 
miners may be Justly dissatisfied 
with their working and living con- 
dltlone»" John Q. Kenyon, profes- 
sor of economics and sociology at 
Kansas State, said today. 

"As the people become more en* 
llgbtened, the Job ot mining eoal 
becomes more obnoxious," he said. 
Miners realize that their jobs are 
distasteful and that better Jobs do 
exist. Kenyon said the disaatutac- 
tlon of the miners is manifesting 
itself in periodic strikes and work 
stoppagea. These are attempts, he 
said, to better their working eondl-' 
tlons. 

"Miners are also becoming 
aware ot their insecnrlty." he 

stated. By striking they are at- 
tempting to gain more security. 

Control a Baalc Industry 

"Miners know thavt their work is 
of primary Importance to the wel- 
fare of the nation. They control a 
basic Industry that Is essentiaal 
to our eoonomy," be said. By strik- 
ing and endangering our economy 
Ihey feel that they can force in- 
dustry or the Goverumeut to give 
them their demands. 

"It the ownora ot the mines 
won't give the minors what tliey 
want, then the workei*a won't dig 
coal. Tlie miners might work if 
the govi-rniucnt administered the 
coal mines and came to terms with 
the unionf," Kenyon stated, , 

Small Grou|w In Control 

Kenyon pointed out that both 
the iudsutry and the union are con- 
trolled by small groups ot men. 
This has led to Intense fighting be- 
tween both sides. 

"The crnx of the strike Issue," 
Kenyon said, "la whether or not 
workers In the basic industries 
should be put on a aecure basis 
in terms of eetsry and working 
conditions," He feels, that it man- 
agement doesn't provide workers 
with Uin seenrlty they want than 
the govpTpment may have to pro- 
vide a temporary guarantee of such 
security to ae^leve eoal prodne- 
tlon. 

"Unless miners start digging 
cosl in a day or two certain areas 



in the country are going to suffer 
from lack of coal," W. W. Cook, 
professor ot economics and sociol- 
ogy at KansM Statd, said. 

"Miners are not obeying the gov- 
ernment or John L. Lewis, I some-' 
times think theire Is eoUnslon be- 
tween the miners and Lewis," 
Cook said. Although Lewis has 
told the miners to return to woiIe,^ 
Cook thinks that there Is an agree-' 
nient between Lewis and the coal.' 
miners that tbey shoiild not go, 
back to work until a certain nlgnalj 
is given by Lewis. 

"Some ot the gains labor hM 
made in the past may be l<Mt be- 
cause of the whim ot one niieit;**' 
Cook stated. He left no doubts as 
to who he thought this "one man" 



Cook thinks that the mine own- 
ers aud the union are closer to an 
agreement than reports In the pa-^ 
pers indicate.

LONDON, Mar. 1— <U.R) — Dr. 
Klaus Fuehs. Dn'tain's third rank- 
lug atomic scientist, pleaded 
guilty at Old Bailey todaj to- be- 
traying Anglo-American A bomli 
Bocrets to Russia and was sen- 
jVtenced to t4 years in prison. 

The 3S-year-old Oerman-born 
scientist, a confessed Soviet agent 
fpr seven years, threw himself on 
the mercy of the court after ad- 
mitting bis gnilt- on four Bpecitlc 
counts of handing over atomic 
secrets to the Soviets — twice In 
the United States and tirtce in 
England. 

In a heavy accent, the slender, 
balding Fuchs said: 

"I do not want to hurt my 
friendi. I ht.r% bad a fiitr Mid.-** 
Aid Was Hot Known 

Attorney General Sir Hartly 
Shawcross told the court that 
Fuchs' original contact with the 
Russians was through a "foreign 
Communist who was not recog- 
nized hy British authorities as a 
person who would be a Commun- 
ist.'* 

Fuch's defense attorney Derek 
Curtis-Bennett made an eloquent 
plea for clemency for Fnchs. He 
•aid that Rusaia was a fighting ally 
of Britain during the first three 
of the four Instances on which he 
^'^tffe^d passed information to Russia. 
^^He participated in the develop- 
ment and Mtemhly of the atomic 
bomb at New York, Los Alamos. 
N, M„ and Oak Ridge. Tenn. He 
bas confessed that he gave the 
Russians not only the results of 
his own work, but information he 
gathered from his colleagues. 
Took Sentence Calmly 

Fuchs took bis sentence calmly. 
He crumpled a piece of note paper 
in bis hand as the Justice, re- 

Kjiiendent in crimson robes and 
white wig, heaped scorn on him. 

In hanh tones. Ooddard looked 
down on the slight figure in the 
crumpled tie and brown suit and 
told him: 

"Your crime is only thinly 
differentiated from high treason."

Attlee Asks Co-Operation

LONDON, Mar. 1 — (U.R)— Prime Minister Clement 
R. Attlee reshuffled his Socialist government to- 
day and called bn Lahorltes In the new Commons 
for the closest support to prevent its fall. 

The new Oonnnons was scheduled to meet at 
2:30 p. m. (g:30 a. m. CST) for the first time to 
oiVaAlse for the session. AtUee's Labor party 
has a shaky majority of only seven seats in the 
new house and a defeat on auy major issue would 
force the government to resign. 
, . Attlee emphasized the constant threat of de- 
feat in a speech at a secret caucus of l<abor mem- 
bers before Commons met. 

He called for the tightest discipline. He was 
believed to have pointed ont that absences from 
House sessions, in^ntional or otherwise, might 
bring flown tbe government. 

Attlee Introduced his new government to the 
caucus. It inoluded the same old faces in the 
front ranks, Herbert Morrison as Xjord Frettdeht 
of Council, Ernest Bevln as Foreign Seer^tary and 
Sir Stafford Cripps as Chancellor of the excheqtier. 

Aneurin lievau, leader of the party's left wing, 
also was In Ills old post of Health minister despite 
persistent rumors that lie bJid teea ta^pftd for n 
higher office. ' . 

Bvt Attlee dropped five members of his olfl 
government altogether and gave new Jobs to a 
number of other ministers. He named Emanuel 
SlitnweU difeiue minister and promoted him to 
the Inner cabinet of 1 8. Shlnwell ha4 been dropped 
from tiie taaer olrole In 1947 attor mnddUng .» fuel 
cxisls. 

No bnslnoss or speeehee were sehednled at to- 
day's organizational session of Commons.

Warn of Possible 
World DestrucHon 

NEW YORK. Mar. l^u.R)- - 
Four leading atomic scientists 
have wamid ^at a hf drogen bomb 
can be built which wtU destroy 
all human life. 

The selMitlsts said that such a 
bomb would spread radioactive 
dust thronghont the atmosphere. 

The fear of worldwide death 
was expressed by nr Leo SEilard 
and Dr. Harrison llrown, both of 
the- University of Chicago; Dr. 
Hans Bethe of Oornejl university, 
and Dr; F*«derlck Seltt. of the 
University of Illinois. 

All, who |>l«yed major rolep in 
tbe devaloiiiieftt of the first atom- 
ic bom^. participated laet night in 
the University of Chicago round 
tabt« of the air broadeatt from 
here. 

Sxilard. a bio-physlclst whose 
research helped make possible con- 
trol of the atomic chain reaction, 
said "It is very easy to rig an 
H-bomb on purpose lo that you 
should produce vei^ dangerous 
radioactivity." 

In their discussion they tuireed 
that by surrounding a hydrogtm 
bomb with ordinary harmless 
chemical elements, the explosion 
would create a radioactive dust 
that could be carried around the 
earth by prevailing winds.

WASHINGTON, Mar, 1— (U.R> 
— Agriculture officials said today 
the government may have to start 
Kivliig away hmter to iwedy 
American famlUes. 

The AgricuKure department al- 
ready has offered to give away to 
public welfare agencies huge 
stocks of surplus potatoes, dried 
oggB and dried milk acquired un- 
ier price support. 

The government's piice sup- 
port hoard also includes 86,000,- 
000 pounds of butter valued at 
more than $r)0,OOO,O(U). The Imt- 
ter was bought to bolster dairy 
prices in 1949. Prospects are the 
depart nifnt soim will have to start 
buying up even more hut tor un- 
der its 1950 support program. 

Thus, officials Ha id, the depart- 
ment soon will have to start dis- 
posing of 194 i> stocks. They said 
the department can get rid of 
the butter thronprh two possible 
outlets: 1. Give away the hnlter 
to welfare agencies for distribu- 
tions to the needy In this coun- 
try, or 2. Sell the butter ahroad 
at cut-rate prices. 

Neither alternatlTe is attrac- 
tive to department policy-makers. 
On the one baud, a vast domestie 
gtve-away program might cut In- 
to normal rnmmerrlal sales of 
butler and bring protests from 
the butter trade. Furtherniore, all 
of the government'^ investment In 
the butter would be lost It It 
Were given away. 

On the other baud, a foreign 
butter dumping operation might 
havi: sierioUH international reper- 
cussions. The United States norm- 
ally doeen't export butter. The 
world price is far below that of 
tlte U 111 ted States.

The energy Imparted to each 
electron will be greater than that 
resulting from the splitting of a 
uraMUBi atom. 

To Hold la CXrcidar Path 
Magnetism will he the force 
used by the betatron to accelerate 

the electrotiH while holding them 
in a circular path inside the 
(I o u g h n u t-staaped vacuum tube, 
where the speeding-up process 
takes place. The electrons being 
accelerated wilt be seized by a 
magnetic flux and whirled around 
in a narrow path to whioli they 
will be held by the magnetic field. 

No one knows yet exactly what 
the big machine may l>e able to do. 
But the university's older 2 2.000,- 
000-volt betatron, many times less 
powerful, can spin the electrons 
around 300.000 times sn fust that 
they travel a distance of 250 milee 
in 1 /720th of a second. 

In the oiner marliine, tlie elec- 
trons reach a velocity of 186,000 
miles per second — the speed of 
light — saining nearly 70 volts of 
energy at each revolution. When 
deflected from their orbit to strike 
a pin-point target, and concen- 
trated in a beam, they are ..equal 
to an estimated $,0^0 grams of 
radium.

But of some 104 
persons who already hatl had 
heart attacks, the scientists found 
that 101 of them had a high con- 
centration of giant molecules thkt 
carry ano^er tyi» of Chol«atiMfoU 

Occurs in Similar "Way 
la another 400 persons, this 
type of Cholesterol was found to 
occur in about the same propor- 
tions as hardening of the arteries 
and heart disease thronghont cho 
population as a whole. 

Pike said the scientists made, 
the discovery by working with ra- 
dio-active or "tagged" atoms and 
a "tremendous" centrifuge, or 
separator. The process enabled 
the scientists to isolate the giant 
protein molecules which, he said, 
"seem to he the secret of the. 
story." 

By tracing the tagged atoms. 
Pike said, the scientists were able 
to totlow the protein molecules 
through the^bloodstream and then 
"catch" them as they were de- 
posited in the capillary walls. 

Pike said the experiments were 
tried out first on rabbits and later 
on peraoni.

Higher Quality Wheat 
Is Retearch Proipeet 
For ICantas Farmer 

Kansas farmers in the future 
may receive a premium for high 
quality wheait, if studies now being 
conducted by four departments of 
Kansas State college plan out. 

Different varieties of wheat vary 
greatly in baking and milling 
qualities. But. under the present 
system of pricing and marketing 
wheat, farmers are paid a price 
based on the average quality for 
tbe area. 

SmU Profit Ineevttve 

"So there has been little induce- 
ment to produce and market high 
quality wheat," John McCoy of 
the K-State agricultural econom- 
ics department explained. 

McCoy said determining if in- 
dividual farmers can be paid for 
the quality of Wheat they produce 
is now a major project of four K- 
Slate departments. Milling indus- 
try, physics, agronomy and agri- 
cultural economics staff members 
are studying various aspects of the 
wheat-pricing question. 

Tests will be oonducted this 
summer on Individual farms to 
determine how much quality varia- 
tion exlati between different wheat 
fteldi. The K^taters also are 
working on methods — adaptable to 
local elevators — ^to tmt wheat for 
Its millUw and bafclnc analities. 



A more competitive market ia 
developing tor wheat. Export 
trade definitely is tapering off, ac- 
cording to McCoy. Millers and 
bakers now can be selective and 
demand wheat with higher milling 
and baking chMraeterlstics. McCoy 
expects competition for hard, red 
wlatw wheat to be Celt from Cana- 
da, Argentina, Australia, Russia 
and other wheat-producing areas 
of the United Statea. 

Variety Is only one factor that 
affect wheat quality. Others to 
be studied by the K-Stato men in- 
clude Insect and rodent damage, 
farming practices and use of com- 
mwoial fertilisers. 



Lilienthal Warns School 
Officials of Atom Danger 

ATLANTIC CITY, N.J,. Mar. 1 
— (U.R^Atomio energy in our 
own hands can become a threat to 
our basic liberties, former atomic 
energy commissioner David K. 
Lilienthal said this week. 

He told the 76th ananat con- 
vention of the Amerloan Associ- 
ation of School Administrators 
that we may "unwittingly or care- 
U'sly, or in fright, adopt practic- 
es that are in reality authoriiarl- 
an and dictatorial, that deny tli# 
essuttials ol our democratic faith 
and our democratic way of life," 

Certain mlseonceptious about 
atomic energy increase that dang- 
er. Lilienthal said. 

The first mistaken Idea, he 
said, is that "atomic energy is too 
technical and complicated for the 
average man to understand: stK-- 
ond, that the whole subject of 
atomic enwgy Is tn its entirety a 
closely-held military secret: and 
third, that atomic energy is a 
mtUtary weapon and aotUng ^se.

Miss Galley attended this world 
physical education convention in 
Denmark last summer, touring 10 
countries and taking an extension 
on to Denmark and Sweden. In 
Copenhagen ration tldtets were 
needed for every meal. The 
people of this city were the most 
friendly that she encountered. The 
T'niversHy of Copenhagen gym- 
iiaijiuni, she said, is completely 
panelled in wood, with a beauti- 
ful marble sUding-rooIed pool. 

The United States was repre- 
sented by 65 of the 218 delegates 
at the week-long congress. Twen- 
ty-tive eonntries were on the role 
call. The first meeting included 
greetings from five continents. 
Each country's program in phy- 
k sieal education was desnrlbed by 
representative.

In Ireland there is very little 
physical education.

in baaketball and handball. Every- 
one in Demaark participates in 
some way. As an aside. Miss Gal- 
ley remarltad that six years of 
English are required In all srhoola 
In Denmark. A new program calls 
for all teachers to be trained in 
Scandinavia, so that emphasis ig 
placed on gymnastics. 

Of the 20,000 people of Ice- 
land, 70 per cent of them are suf- 
fering from rickets.

Manufacturers, Gl percent of all 
ice cream was in bulk; 19 percent 
vas in packages; -n o v e 1 1 i e s 
amounted to 11.5 percent and cups 
about 5 1-2 percent. Bulk sales 
currently are accounting for about 
46 to 55 percent of total sales,

Wl^h packaged pints, and quarts 
mg:^\ow accounting tor the major gal- 
^ "lonage sold, and' with tbe rapid 
expansion of seitmerrlce grocery 
stores Into the field of carry-home 
ice cream as well as (the trend to- 
wards installation of eelf-aenrice 
cases in drug stores, he reported, 
(the percentage of packaged goods 
salM will inevltfthly increase 
steadily.

Rln announced yesterday a sweep- 
ing reduction in the price of food 
and clothing in the third htsKs re- 
adjustment of Soviet economy 
since the war. 

The Soviet also re valued iho 
ruble, setting a new rate of four 
to the American dollar. The old 
official rate was five to the dollar. 

Tbe Moscow radio broadcast the 
annonncements of the cats In the 
price of consumers' goods. The 
first word of the move iudicated it 
was similar io one Just a year ago. 
when prices were reduced In 45 
categories of goods. 

Resnlt of RedttCtkHi 

As a result of the new reduc- 
tions, the Moscow radio reported, 
the Soviet people will "gain not 

less than 80,000,000.000 rubles." 
Thus the move shaped up iu effect 
as a' YeTaluaAlon of the ruble. In 
December, If) 1 7, it was deviihu-d 
by as much as 90 per cent when 
food raitlonlng ended. 

Effective today, foodstuffs in a 
broad I'lniKi- will be cut in price 
from 10 to 111 per cent, Moscow 
reported. The radio said moot 
food prices were being reduced 
from 20 to .30 per cent. 

Clothing prices were cut from 
10 to 80 per eent, Moscow said, 
with ihf^ biggest cuts In silk nnd 
silk products. Textiles were re- 
dnoed 16 per cent.

Amateur Detective 
Helps Legal Eagbs 

ATLANTA — (U.R)— When Geor- 
gia law euforcemeut officers find 
themselves baffled by a major 
crime, two words nsttally ^ime to 
mind— "Get Doc," 

The "Doc" they want is Herman 
Jones, a former university profes- 
sor who likes to play detective so 
well he established one of the most 
successful criminal Investigative 
laboraturieH in the south, 

Jones Is popularly known as the 
FuUon county "crime doctor." His 
actual title Is "director of labora- 
tory." In that capacity he has 
worked on some of the most puz- 
zling cases In this area, fnoludlng 
last year's murder of tbe opera 
singer John Oarrls. 

His laboratory Is only two years 
old but inan-for man. it probably 
outstrips the FBI laboratory in 
Washington. In 10 months Dr. 
Jone's findings figured in 88 trials 
in Fulton courts and In 18 hear- 
ings in otiiijr parts of tin- state. lie 
participated in 37 autopsies, filled 
30 speaking engagements and con- 
ducted riO tonni through the lab- 
oratory, 

Atl this was In addition to de- 
veloping l ;J.75 2 photographic neg- 
atives, answering burglary 
calls, conducting 42 firearms iden- 
tification tests, 88 bullet examiua- 
tlona and 29 shell examlnatiottB.

All the pottery made by K- 
Stalers are fired in a iclln — a well 
Insulated, air tight, «m oven— in 
the engineering shops, she taid. In 
this kiln the temperature la raised 
to 2,039 degrees P. and then al- 
lowed to cool. It takes about eight 



hours for each placa to he fired. 
Most of the firing ta done in the 
last half of tihe sentanttr. Th0 pot- 
tery is allowed to dtf tltoroi^hly 
in the first half. 



Four Methods TaiiRht 

Pour methods of making pottery 
are taught here, according to Mrs. 
Wise. One is the slab method, In 
which the clay is rolled out flat 
and the design is either cut out 
or puinted on. Working long eolls 
of cl(^ into the dealred form, the 
.<|pil methoa, Is' another method 
which students learn. The wheel 
method is atill another way in 
which students here shape pottery. 
Here the clay is molded into a 
round ball and thrown onto the 
wheel. This forms a cone shape 
and then it is shaped by pressure 
from the fingertips. The same 
proeeas of firing ia uaed with all 
t'heee methods. 

When asked if tbta oonrie would 
make a good elective tor someone 
outside the art field, Mrs. Wise re- 
plied, "Oh definitely, sonte of the 
students who are in no way con- 
nected with art are doing excel- 
lent woik. In fact, the quality of 
all the work Is very good."

Major Harrouff-, who ini^ his 
death realded In KaseM Oi^. was 
graduated In 'If It from Kansas 
State as an industrial chemist and 
served ftere as an Inatructor in 
1981^81. Ht^-teblt a gireat deal of 
pride in relating that President 
Eisenhower was a student in one 
of his classes. 

The major served with the 
armed forces durii^ both World 
War r and World War 11. He had 
an active part In the development 
of Lewisite, a poiaon gas, during 
the first war. 

Following the last war he was 
employed by the Alcohol Tax unit 
of the Internal Revenue depart- 
ment. He was on a tour of .duty 
wtten an antomohUe aoeldent In a 
heavy fog caused bis deft^ in 
January. 

One of Major Harronffs hobbies 
dealt with a plan for expressing 
weights and measures in tbe deci- 
mal system. He proposed a plan 
for the practical everyday use of 
the system by all nations. 

Major Harronff was a loyal sup- 
porter of Kansas State throughout 
his lifetime. Mrs. Harronff told 
of hor luiPliand's plan to send their 
e;rauddaugbter to Manhattan in 
order that she might receive her 
college training at Kansas State. 

"Few chemists keep as closely I

Major Harrouff apparently did," i 
stated Dr. Ralph E. Silker, Head 
of th^ Department of Chemistry.

Two- Year-Old Dispute 
Between India, Pakistan 
Threatens Anti-Red Plan 

LAKB SUCCESS. N. Y., Mar. 2 
— (UJIK-^a two-y«af^ld dispute 
between India and Pakistan over 
the former princely state of Kash- 
mir baa raised a sarkras threat to 
the Western policy of damming 
Communism In Southeast Asia, 
United NiatlDiia olMMrvmrt said to- 
day. 

The dispute has halted all trade 

between tbe iwo new dominions 
and has sent their military budgets 
soaring out of all piroportloii to 
their economy, a situation that is 
tailor-made for the advancement 
of Ooumniilaia. 

Half Goes for Defease 

Each country Is spending about 
half Its budget for defense. India's 
military outlay for 1949-SO war 
1484,880,000 and Pakistan spent 
1166,000,000. India's new defense 
budget for 1950-51, proposed this 
week, is four per cent higher than 
last year. 

The dispute started more than 
two years ago when Great Britain 
pulled out of India and split the 
sub-continent Into tbe Hindu state 
of India and the Moslem state 
Pakistan. 

Both claim sovereignty over the 
88,000 SQuare miles of Kashmir 
with its 4,000,000 InhabitanU. 

One Important argument on 
^ilcittaa's side of' tbe case Is the 
fset that 77 eenl of the paople 
of. Kashmir are Moalam.

noteworthy successes In stopping 
tbe hostilities which, as they pro- 
gressed, brought growing numbers 
of Pakistan ai^ Indian troopa into 
tbe tray, ilil^iit Indla-]%klstan 
wmr had threatened.

She is Miss Mary Haskell, of 
Eade Roeki Calif., who at 81 has 
behind her a lifetime devoted to 
welfare work^ among the Bulga- 
rians. 

Resting comfortably in her Paris 
hotel room after a three-day train 
trip from Sofia, Miss Haskell re- 
called her years in Bulgaria in an 
exclusive United Press interview. 

"I still feel as one walking in a 
dream, with the bauotiiig fear that 
I may wake up and find myself 
in Sofia, " Miss Haskell began in 
a calm, i^red voice. 

"But wb«i I tblnfc of my dear 
friends left behind tihe ^n cur- 
tain. I ife^. 

'*Y«t when I tUpk of i&e tele- 
gram 'welcome home* Jjkst received 
from my brotaer, fiavry J. Haskell 
( Editor of The Kansas City SUr) , 
I'm too happy for words." 

Church Rrpresentative 
Miss Haskell, a representative of 
the Congregational church to Bul- 
garia, was dressed in an old but 
neat black dress, with a knit shawl 
draped around her shoulders. 

She said she had Ivtt nearly all 
her clothes, food and furniture to 
Bulgarian pastors. Her 'hands 
toyed with the crosa of Queen 
Bleanor, awarded her by the pre- 
war Bulgarian government in rec- 
ognition ol welfure services during 
tbe fialkan war in ISlS^lS. 

"I wae born in iBulgaria in 1869 
of missionary parents, you know," 
rtke said. "I went home to Ohio 
for schooUog and took degrees at 
Oberlln college and Chauffle col- 
lege in Cleveland. But as soon as 
an opportunity turned up to re- 
turn to Bulgaria as a teacher In 
1890 I left America. I came back 
oucefor 17 years, but haven't been 
back this thne slaea 1986." 

"A month ago I learned that the 
Bulgarian government was pre- 
paring to expel me because of the 
work I was doing amongst the 
families of prisoners and protes- 
tants. Finally I was told I had to 
get out by March 2. 

No Exit Permit 
"Just to be disagreeable tbe 
Bulgarian government would not 
give me an exit permit, although 
they had ordered me to leave. I 
am very grateful to the U. S. le- 
gation staff for finally getting my 
papers arranged. The final per- 
mission only arrvied at 3 p, ni. 
Friday, We left on the Simple u- 
Orient ttcpreas at 10 p. m, 

"Btrtgarlan friends told me that 
my punishment was light only be- 
cause I had helped Communists 
In concentration camps during the 
last war. One of the prisoners I 
helped was the nephew of the late 
Bulgarian Communist premier, 
George DlmltroT." 

Miss Haskell, who lived tln aiiKh 
World War II in ber Sofia apart- 
ment, recalled the bombings and 
hardship. She said that Russian 
vengefttlnesa and terror tactics, in- 
eluding the recent trials of Krotes- 
taut pastors, lost the Communists 
the support of the people after tbe 
war'a end. 

She bowed her head and rubbed 
her forehead as she told of the 
torturing of the pastor of the First 
Congregatlonalist church of Sofia. 

Protestants In Bulgaria number 
only 25.000, she reported. The 
remainder are Greek Orthodox. 

"The covemment was genwally 
kind to me/* Miss Haskell said. 

"But when it came to choosing 
between the laws of Ood and the 
laws of the state, my loyalty was 
not to the state. There were so 
many thtngs forbidden that I be- 
came BO frightened I was afraid 
even to look in store windows.

Moniaffia Senator Seeks

WA.SHINGTON, Mar. 2 — (U.R) 
— Sen. James E. Murray, D., 
Mont., has Introduced a bill to re- 
establish the OlTlllan Oonsnrg^ 
tlon Corps. 

Hurray said tiie CCC is again 
needed to conserve natural re- 
sources and to provide "educa- 
tional employment" for a large 
number of unemployed young 
men. He said there were more 
than 1,000,000 unemployed 
youths in the country last month. 

The blir would provide work 
for a maximum of BOO.tJOO men 
from 17 to 23 years old. Each 
would be paid $80 a month, plus 
his food and clothing. 

The program would be run by 
civilians, Murray said, and no 
military drill or unnecessary dis- 
cipline would be permitted. 

"Tbe serious depletion of our 
soils, water, and forests" must be 
stopped, Murray said.

Is 
to produce mesons, mysterious 
particles of the atom which ard. 
showered upon the earth by CO?-' 
mic rays from outer space. - 

By studying mesons, , he' said, 
scientists hope to learn he na- 
ture of the "glue" that holds the 
atomic nucleus together ' With tira-, 
mendous force. • ;

It starts with advisement and guid- 
ance to determine what type of 
course he should lake. Tho re- 
sponalbiliiy does not end until he 
has completed his training and has 
been declared rehabilitated. 

Mr. Oray said that educational 
Instltntlons and estaMtshmeots 
must be approvi-fl by VA before 
disabled veterans may enter train- 
ing In them under Public Law 16. 

Under the GI Bill, on the ot>her 
hand, VA's responsibility Is hel^ 
at a minimum. Eligible veterans 
have a tree choice of eonrso and 
school, BO long B« the school has 

been approved hy ;i Sl;itc Approv- 
ing Agency and has been in opera- 
tion for at laaat one year, and to 
long as the course Is not being 
taken tor avocational or recrea* 
tloMl pnrpotes. 

VA doea not supervise the vet- 
eran in training under the 01 Bill. 
Instead, supervision is a responsi- 
bility of the school <or Iralntnt 
eatabllshmont. 

The VA report, submit ted to 
Oongresa late In January, describes 
the status of 01 Bill education and 
training and inel«dea abviM tteA 
have arisen.

300,000 French Workers 
Idle In Huge Strike, 
Nation's Econom/ Down 

United Press Staff Corretipondent 
PARIS, Mar. 2.— (U.R) — French 
labor unlonB claimed today that 
more than 00,000 workers were 
idle in a mushrooming strike move- 
ment that threiitcnied to'pa)ra1yze 
the nation's economy. 

Premier Qeorges Bidault and his 
cabinet met for three hours to 
study measures to combat the 
etrikesl Minister of Information 
Pierre-Henri Teltgen said the gov- 
ernment was working on a bill to 
restrict the workers' constiLutlonal 
right to strike. 

A cautious communique issued 
after the meeting, however, did 
not mention any decisions taken. 

Reliable sources said the gov- 
ernment probably would outlaw 
political strikes and the so-calted 
"warning," "go-alow" and "roll- 
ing" strikes thait Iwye plagned 
France's economy la reeamt 
mo at ha. 

An eetimated 180,000 automo- 
bile and engineering workers were 
on strike in the Paris region. Stop- 
pages w^aread in Nivtheni, Prance, 
where about 17,000 workers were 
idle. Paris bu« and subway work- 
ers bad given an 88 iiercenA ma- 
jority to a strike vote. 

The government alerted an 
emergency fleet of 3,000 private 
buses and trucks, which will be 
roaed mo ^axtBUh/tm ittmn^ of a 
transport tie-up. Army and Navy 
techniciaaa were prepared to op- 
erate mala ipoww Mfttkins and gas 
jpUmhi. 

The crlals boiled up last week 
when leovvmmmA .«mtnils ot 
wages were lifted and free collec- 
tive bargaining was reinstated for 
the firat time in a decade.

huilt between two other vaat gov- 
ern nieiit power Bysieins, Bonne- 
ville power to the West and the 
Southwest Power Administration 
<HPA) to the South. 

Warne Hald in a Hpeech at Cliam- 
berlain, S. D., the Missouri Basin 
Network, or "Grid," would atretch 
from "Omaha, (Nebraska) or per- 
haps farther south" to theexlatlnK 
or proposed lines which connect 
I he power-prodnclng dams of Mon- 
tana. 

Southwmt power's territory ex- 

tc litis from New Orleans north and 
we3t tu cover Luui»lana, Arkan»aa, 
Oklahoma, southern Missouri and 
parts of Texas, and Kansas. Bonne- 
ville Pnw<'rtj niarlteting territory 
extends frt>ni th« Pacific coast east 
to the Coittluental Divide, cover- 
ing Oregon, Washington, Idaho 
and weahMii Montana. 

The SPA sells power supplied by 
two agencies, the Army Bnfflneers 
and Rural Electrification admlnis- 
tratioQ cooperatives. When the 
engineers btitlt flood control dams 
in Oklahoma and Arkansas, SPA 
was organized to sell the power by- 
products. Since then SPA has en- 
itered Into agreements with geh- 
e rating and transmlMMon co-ops 
of the RBA, knowa m mper- 
eo-ops, 

Bonneville's power supply comes 

from daniH hull! on the Columbia 
river and iu tributaries, both for 
ireelamttttoa and flMd oetitrot. 

Bureau for ConmeetiaB Xibik 

In the middle as a connecting 
Unit would be the Bureau of Rec- 
lamation, it would sell both it^ 
own aiul Army engineers' power 
along the Missouri aud its tvibu- 
tartes. 

Warnp pnvniij^cd bis South Da- 
kota farm aiidit'iuo lliat "the en- 
tire niaUi trans mission system (of 
the Missouri Basin) wUi be welded 
into a single, Intercoonected grid," 
He proposed a main line ru lining 
tt-om North Dakota south through 
tloux City, Iowa, or Omalia "or 
Verhaps farther south." 

Already proposed is a connect- 
ing system between Fort Peck 
dam in northeastern Monlana, and 
Gauyou Perry dam. now under con- 
•truetion near Helena In western 
Montana. The Fort Peck line 
would extend east to Blsmark, N. 
D., and connect up with Warne's 
propoKt-d ujain loop south. 

From the southern term iu us of 
the loop It would be a matter of 
«nl]r 100 miles to eonnect with the 



northernmost ontpovt of the SPA 
system. On the west It would b« 
0< miles .from Helena, OTOr the 
Continental Divide, to a connec- 
tion with BonoeTllle power's line 
now under constmetion to Ant- 
conda, Mont. " 

This would give the government 
a vast tle-ln qrstem ,wlildi> would 
conneot moft of the power-produe- 
iag dama of fhe west. It would 
blanlcet 14 states and would cover 
parts of thfee others, the bisgest 
single power bodkap tn tin na- 
tion's history. 

TJndec this system, one power 
expert said, the goTernment would 
be able to write contracts with 
private firms on two bases: 1 — to 
supply "firm" power to the over- 
all hookup through s^'aip-operated 
plants which don't fail during 
water shortages, and 2 — to use 
existing private Unca to carry fed- 
eral power. 

Warne Gives More Information 

Warne went a little further than 
most Interior spokesmen when he 
said the "huge fuel resources" of 

the northern plains "will nUlmate- 
iy supplement and extend your 
power supplies." 

Some private utility spokesmen 
took that to mean that the interior 
department eveirtuaUy will ask 
Congress for authority to build 
steam plants to help carry the peak 
loads of electrical power. 

The government could make 
contracta with private companies 
which would force them to allow 
federal power on their lines when 
the government needs added ca- 
pacity. A recent federal power 
commiasloa ruling authorized the 
Idabo Power company to bnlM a 
new transmission line but only on 
conditiou the company agreed to 
carry BonneTille's power w4tejr«nd 
If the government desired. 

"Such rulings In the future,*' an 
indtmtry spokesman said, "might 
easily combine with a giant federal 
power grid to relegate private com- 
panies to a subsidiary basis, to 
carry government powqr or to sup- 
ply the government with ateam- 
generatcd jiower VlMiiieTor nnd 
wherever needed." 

In addttrdn to the possibilities 
of a New Orleaiis-to-Seattle fed- 
eral power hookup, en interior de- 
partment power expert Mid It 
would be comparatively simple to 
tie in the TenuMsee Valley Author- 
ity, and make the federal system 
stretch from coast to coast. 

"All that's needed is Congres- 
sional authority and money to 

build tie-lines should wp need 
them," a government expert said. 
"And SPA could easily be tied In 
with TVA at several points." 

"Ail of this giant electrical 
grid," a government expert said, 
"would bf federally owned and 
most of it would be controlled by 
the secretary of the iiktertor. 

"it would be a far bigger elec- 
trical empire than oyer drwmed 
of, even by some of the nttllty mo- 
gnla during the 20*a.'*

— The House Armed Senrlees com- 
mittee today called for a top-level 
elrillan review, of air forea plans 
to launoh an Immodlate mteaie iti- 
taek on. enemy cities In ccrtiii of 
war. 

The committee said the na- 
tion attacked — presumiabry Rus- 
sia — wottld retaliate in kind, and 
warned: 

A sueeeesf nl A-Bomb attack on 
the United States could destroy 
the American way of life "for an 
endless period of time," 

"Military considerations alone," 
the committee said, "should not 
resolve the anestlon of when and 
how this nation irlU resort to 
atomic warfare." 

The committee, In a 68-page re- 
port on its unification hearings last 
fall, called for an "astute apprais- 
al" of pr«tent atomic s^tegy. Top 
Naval admirals at the hearing 
cMlled It both "Immoral" and un- 
sonad. 

Requests Review Made 

The group said a review should 
be made by the National Seenrity 
council, consisting of the presi- 
dent, the vice president, the aecre- 
terles of defense and state, and the 
chairman of the National Seetiffity 
Resources board. 

The oommlttee also: 

1. Formally labeled Adm. Louts 
E. Denf eld's ouster as chief of 
naval operations as a "reprtsal" 
for his statement to tbe committee 
that unification Imperiled the 
Navy. (Eight members dissented). 

Z. Declined 20 to 11, to seek 
criminal prosecution of Navy Sec- 
retary Francis P. Matthews fQr 
hla part ^tn tiring Denfeld. (Ten 
members proposed this anyway lit 
a supplemental report). 

3. Proposed amendments to tbe 
Qnlflcatlon law to tfdd the Marine 
eorps commandant to the joint 
chiefs of staff and prevent domi- 
nation of one service by tbe otber. 
It said the -Navy' fears on this 
"cannot be' wholly discounted." 

4. Upheld the Navy's right to de- 
cide what weapons It needs — in- 
cluding tbe scuttled supercarrier 
— aud criticise Defense Secret ary^ 
Louis Johnson for the "summary" 
manner In which he orders the 
carrier scrapped. 

5. Upheld the Marine corps* 
right to its own tactical aviation. 

6. Criticized tbe administra- 
tion's refusal to spend ail the de- 
fense ^nds appropriated by Con- 
greasi and proposed legislation to 
require an mcplanation — iu ad- 
vance' — w4ie4i this occurs. 

The committee did not endorse 
the testimony of top admirals that 
present defense strategy is faulty. 
But It did cite their testimony at 
length tn calling for a civilian re- 
Tiew.

Alarming Picture 

An aliirnilng picture of the 
struggle between East and West 
Y»s given by His Imperial High- 
ness, Otto of Austria-Hungary, 
today's all-College assembly. 

Prince Otto, who spoke on the 
campus two years ago, wadded to 
the picture of the world situation 
which he gave at that thae, in- 
formation gained from two years 
Of travel and close study of world 
affairs. "The changes whMi have 
taken place In the last two or 
three years," he stated, "have 
brought forth a very daagerons 
crisis," 

He organised his speech under 
the three main stages of roTOlatton 
which he said have been explicitly 
defined by Moscow as being the 
Soviet plan of action. 

The fir^t of thew wan the 
strengthening of mflftary force. 
Russia has already fulfilled iu 
objectives in this respect, aeeord- 
ing to the speaker. 

The second step, that- of estab< 
liahlng Communist outposts 
throughout the world, has not suc- 
ceeded as well In Europe as in the 
Far Bast. He predicted a new 
Soviet drive In the Middle East by 
way of Tibet. 

The last step, a final showdown, 
he said, is hound to come eventual- 
ly. If we are to cotne out on top 
we must make our system ,Uke the 
Communist -eyttem, one fn whieai 
objectives are definite so that it 
will have as great or greater ap-

Big Three To Meet 
ForXold War Talk 

LONDON. Mar. 3 — CU.R)— The 
foreign office reported today that 
foreign ministers of tbe western 
Big Tliraa probably would meet 
here early next month for a gen- 
eral review of cold war strategy 
aud atomic energy problems. 

The American. British and 
French mlnisteis were expected 
to discuss the .spread of the cold 
war to the Far Vast, aatt'-^orlnt 
measures to counter t^e~OMimu> 
nlst threat there. 

fliair also were expected to dis- 
cuss the possibility of a direct ap- 
proach to Premier Josef Stalin of 
i Russia, along the lines suggested 
by Winston Churchill as a possi- 
ble way out of the deadlock on 
atomic energy control. 

Labor party sources said thS 
government probably would ap- 
proach the Conservativoa before 
tbe expected meeting of tbe Big 
Three, and offer to work out a 
bi-partisan foreign policy. 

The Labor approach probably 
would be made by For^n Saero^ 
tary Ernest Bevin. Ho likely would 
offer to consult with Anthony 
Eden, former Foreign Minister, 
before making major decisions on 
foreign policy. 

The Foreign Ministers agreed 
at their last meeting in Paris to 
meet somewhere in Europe soOn 
after the British elections.

The structure 
being used now la narrow and 
haaardoDS. having only a 14 -foot 
roadway. The new bridge is to be 
a 410-foot continuous steel deck 
plate type with a 26-foot roadway, 
•It is to be built high enough to 
clear the highest known water 
level by three feet thus eliminat- 
ing the present flood threat.

The new equipment in the mill 
does not Increase accommodations, 
but replaces outdated equipment 
which. was InsUlled In 1913.

LONDON. Mar. 3 — (U.R) — Russia 
may have gained a head start over 
the United States on hydrogen 
bonib research through informa- 
tion fnrnlthed by Dr. Klaus Puchs, 
atomic scientists said today. 

They pointed out that Fuchs 
was known to have been working 
on hydrogen bomb theory at the 
time he was meeting with Russian 
agents. He was then the third 
leading atonic scientiat In Britain 
and head of the T3K(Ku;etlcal Re> 
search Department St^liiB BiT*^ 
Atomic center. 

During hii last major contact 
with RuMlan spies early last year 
he was hriieved to have advised 
Soviet agents that the United 
States and Britain were convinced 
a hydrogen bomb could be made. 

At that time, scientists said, 
Fuchs undoul>t(Hily (^ave the Rus- 
sians the reeulta of taU own pre- 
liminary work m the kjNbriven 
bomb and ita vsat deatnuttive pn< 
tentialitles. 

Trapped hy NottiiMik 
President Truman did not an- 
nounce the Amcilcnn dprlsion to 
go ahead wltli inoduciiun of a 
hydrogen bo ml) until early this 
year, although preliminary work 
bad been going on for some time. 

With some of the secrecy re- 
moved from the case as a reeult 
of Fuchs' trial yesterday.

Taxes, and What They Do 

A lot hatJ been said about taxes recently 
— heavy taxes, excessive taxes, justifiable 
taxes — depending upon which plane of 
opinion you view it from. The presenit ad- 
111 InlRt ration "justifies" the heavy, progres- 
sive income tax by saying, among other 
things, tliat it Is necessary to the support 
of such educational Institutions as this. 
They point to better educational institu- 
tions, to higher educational standards, and 
to other undeniable improvements la our 
social fitracture as complete iwttflcatlon 
for taxes that hAve be4a^(»Uled heaiit^-^yen 
excessive. 

All rif;ht, taxes arc necessary for the sup- 
port Ql' educational Institutions. They are 
also necessaiy for the support of an 
tenslve highway system, the support of our 
armed forces and the support of the dis- 
abled or aged. Now, the question naturally 
arises as to whether or not It is the support 
of these Social tieoeAi^teft that stake our 
income tax excessive. 

Taxes also pay the freight for a Minne- 
sota farmer who sells several hundred 
bushels of potatoea to the g^ovenament at a 
guariuiteed price, buys them back at his 
own price, and makes a net profit of some 
$2,U00 wltliout turning so much as a single 
spud. They^^ enable us to give billions to 
foreign ^dimtritii) ihany millions of whibh 
are used to support institutions and Indi- 
viduals directly oi> posed to our systems of 
free enterprise and personal freedom. We 
are Bo "^loaded'% It adema, that^i^eed not 
intelligently direct this money so that It 
will bring about an appreciable improve- 
. meut in the world ecouoiuic situation, or 
direct it so that it will not someday be used 
against us. To some it must \m obirious that 
taxes are cxrrRslve. 

The udininisi ration further "justifies" 
the lieuvy, gruduutetl income tax by i»ayiug 
that "he who reeeiyev'the^ sreatwtt rewmrds 
"^m society should contribute the most to 
ft". Has it ever occurred to them, I wonder, 
that "he who receives the greatest rewardjB" 
usually r«oelveB them bemnse of the eon- 
trlbutlons he makes to socto^? Why 
should, say, a $100,000-a-year surgeon, who 
has devoted ten years of his life to training 
which enabies him to save many lives each 
year, pay more than half of his income for 
the siip^Wt of IttBllesota farmers who, Ig- 
noring common-sense and expert advice, 
flood the market with unwanted potatoes? 
Or why should he pay the bill for socialised 
raedtolne? ^t; Is a question worth i^oiUNnlng.

Fear Dam's Effect 
Dp Witw Supply 

Pfoutz^, Geologists 
Differ in Opinion 

Tbe report of B. C. Pfuetze, for- 
mer alf^'f^Seta ana ntitities com- 
missioner, on tba possible effect 
of the proposed Tnttle Creek Dam 
upon the Manhattan water supply 
caused considerable concern at 
Tnesday'a. city commiBslQSr%eet- 
ing. It wO undonbtedly one of 
the major factors which prompted 
Oke eommfaMlon to go onr raeord as 

Oeole0sts Offer Oplnlom 
Howevar college geology profes- 
sors, wbanr Asked for their opinions 

on the matter, stated that the dam 
would probably not have as serious 
an ctffeet upon tbe etiy water sup- 
ply aa Mr. Pfuetze Indicated In his 
report to the cHy commission. 

Pfnetae told the oommlteionere 

that the foundation of the dam 
will be sunk to a depth of 60 feet 
attd i^t It wonld almoat com- 
pletely cut off the flow of subsur- 
face water from the north. This, 
he stated, would seriously limit tbe 
city water supply. 

According to Prof. J. R. Chell- 
kowaki of tile K^oioETy department, 
Pfuetze's report, is basically cor- 
rect. "The top level in the Blue 
rtver flood plain," he said, "c'on- 
slats of sand, gravel and various 
Mfter materiala. This Is tho me- 
dium through which our water 
comes. Below that is a layer of 
shale. The proposed dam will ex- 
tend down through the sand and 
gravel to the shale and will tbns 
flfUt off the flow of subsurface 
water from above the dam." 

NMmal Supply Eicpected 
However, th« geologist said. It 
is assumed that the river will he 
allowed to flow at a normal rate 
through the flood gates. Tbua the 
flow of subsurface water from the 
river out along the flood plain 
will be unaffected below the dam 
and, in Professor Chelikowsky's 
opinion, this would supply the city 
with all the water necessary. 

Prof, Arthur B. Sperry, head of 
the geology department, agreed 
with Professor Chelikowaky, and 
added that the Kaw river, which 
wonld be unaffected by tii» dam, 
also contrlbttta to tHe city water 
supply. •* .

H. T. Gier, goolosist in charge 
ol the studies at K-State, said he 
houl^ht 99 coyotes in one week in 
January and has studied a total 
of 829 coyotes this year; 763 iu 
the past three years.

London, Mar. 7.— (U.R)--W i n- 
Stoo OhurchlH called today for re- 
vision of Britain's eleetton syetem 
and demanded appointment of a 
special parliamenury committee to 
eonsider the qusstlon. 

He told Commons that the ^fi"- 
eral electioa February 23 bad pro- 
duced a "sUleoMte ef deadkwk" in 
the government of the country. 

He said he thought It an in- 
justice that th«^ Liberal party — 
Britain's third party — should have 
won only nine seats li\ the House 
although It polled 2, K 00,000 votes. 

"I don't think this a matter 
which we can brush aside or allow 
to lie unheeded," he said. "There- 
fore, I make the following proposal 
to His Majesty's government^ — 
namely, that we should set up a 
select committee to inquire into 
the wbole question of ele&torsl re- 
form. 

"A select committee of the 
House of Commons would not be 
liitely to lose its way amid the 
pudleas arKunienls and d(;tailH with 
which the question bristles." 

He said the electoral posiiion in 
Britain never had been examined 
"in the light of such a position as 
has now come about." 

Although be felt the injustice of 
the LiberalH' plight, f'lnu i hill said, 
he thought it had beeu too readily 
ftisniflffl that- tIle*Tjiiie' OBefala 
elected would "have a po,>'l(ion of 
exceptional und undue Influence."

Speaker Sam Rayburn told re- 
porters he thought the reorganisa- 
tion plans wonid be approved by 
Congress without much trouMe^

CnauiltStat — ^The House passed 
and sent to the Senate a bill pro- 
viding a I2S0 fine and a six-month 
Jail penalty for unauthorized use 
or sale of a special urn designed 
by the defense dSBiartment to hold 
the ashes of crenthted veterans.

Lt. Col. Cart F. Tessmer. director of the com- 
raissioo, said a "radiation census" brought in ques- 
Uonnaires filled out by 86,818 persons In Hiro- 
shima and 79,607 in NacaanM. alt of whom "ex- 
pevlaneed the bombs." 

.AH findings of the commissioD are classified 
mtUlary ii^rmatidii aadT are tOTwsrded direct to 
Washington. 

The commission's clinic and laboratory has been 
In opentlon since 1947. Col. Tessmer poinled out, 
but work In Hiroshima has been golns on for 
longer than In Negasakl, where tabuhittoBS are 
stlU in the preparatory stage.

Announce Results 
Of Grade Studims 

The Counseling Bureau has an- 
nounced the results of several 
new grade studies which reveal 
that some curriculums definitely 
make heavier demands upon stud- 
ents than others. Tbwe results 
were obtained by a comparison of 
freshman entrance ezaminattons, 
especially those applying to 
scholastic ability, with grade re- 
sults of two gradnatfiig classes. 

The most difficult cnrrlcnlum 
on the campus wos^ shown to be 
IndBStrlal ^^ffhemlstry, Ar^itee- 
tural, electrical and chemical 
engineering also rate high In dif- 
ficulty. Students have the least 
trouble with Tnfl list rial arts, phy- 
sical education and Journalism. 

In the two graduating classes 
whose reeordtt were used for the 
f-urvey, no one tfelow 62 percent 
^ptyiuated in Industrial Chenii.'i- 
try, and no one below the 50 per- 
centile mark gradnatett in ChMni- 
cal Engineering. Percentiles for 
easier curriculums were much 
lower. 

Differences In linguistic and 
quantitaive scores showed little 
significance. Among science and 
business students linguistic scores 
were low and quantttatlTO scores 
lii.sjh. In Jcviirnallsm Ulf oppfMltS 
is true, generally. 

These test results will make It 
faster for cotnLsplors to aid stu- 
dents in choosing suitable cur- 
rictdmns. '

Troops of the U. S. 14th regi- 
mental combat team, Camp Car- 
son, Col., and the Princess Patrl- 
oiifa Canadiatr Light Infantry were 
ont-ntaneuvered on several occa- 
sions by the "aggressor" force 
from the IT. S. ith Infantry, sta- 
tioned in Alaska, Yet the "aggres- 
sor" always was outnumbered. 

The itii infantry troops ap- 
peared In excellent cendttton at 
the en4 the war <«aiies, despite 
the fact thiftt satlbs'lUliA been In the 
field since late JuMMry and had 
encountered lower temperatures 
than, the '^allied" ft|»%e. In some 
spots their th ermoBlStefS TOIAb* 
tered 60 below. 

While the ^neuvers showed 
that combat caki be conducted in 
the Arctic, commanders of both 
Canadian and American forees 
were convinced that only small 
units, probably of .battalion or 
regimental stos-are likely to be 
engaged.

This same student — whose 
speech defect had kept him from 
developing his abilities in other 
fields — is now a naval cadet it 
Annapolis.

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T-H Law Produces 
Many Latrar Suits

Washington— aj.R)— The Taft- 
Hartley labor law has prodneed 
304 law suits during the first two 
y«ars of its, life, a survey stiows. 
Th» government started C$. 

The Blatute was passed by a 
Republican Congress June 23, 
1947. During Its tlrst ytar, 
through June 30, 1948, ITtH suits 
were filed in federal courts. The 
next year therft were 161. 

There were no erlmlnal actions. 
The great bulk of the cases were 
between employers and unions. 
Many of them were dismissed be- 
foi'e opposing parties could face 
each other In court. This trend 
auggests that the law thus far has 
kad greater effeet ontslde the 
court room than as a means of re- 
dress for harm actually suffered. 

The'government used the law 6( 
times against unions and five 
times against employed. Two 
suits were brought aKalnst both at 
the same time, and two against a 
Stat* eomifnlsston. The actions 
were taken to require obedience 
to subpenas; to force collective 
bargaining, and to enjoin strikes, 
lockouts and unfair labor prac- 
tices banned in the law. 

Casos Still Pending. 

All Mses have not been con- 
e&ded. But tlm Koveiiiment han 
won IS of its suits agaiiwt unions 
ftiii tost 10. Nine were dismissed. 
It won three company cases and 
lost one. One was dismissed. 

In ouF' HI] it HR'^ilust 'both rnni- 
pany and union the go^rerament 
fiteceasttilly prevented a strike at 
the Oak RiAf^p. atotnlr plant. Its 
most famous case was the success- 
ful one against John L. Lewis, 
president of the United Mine 
Workers, in the spring oC 1948. 

Both unions and employers have 
sued the governments mostly over 
election procedures of the 'National 
Ijabor RfliillotiM Board. Rworrts do 
not show they won any of the 29 
eases started during the two-yen r 
pci'iod, ('Dmpanies brnushl M\ 
cases and lost four, Unious started 
SI «tt« lost 11. «osi» still un- 
r1<>rtded ;ui4 80Q)«'. Iiave bsett dis- 
missed. 

In industrial disputes where the 
government was not involved, 
management filed about twice as 
many NuitH did unions. The pro- 
portion changed sharply from the 
first year to the second. Employers 
hrought 7 2 anila aRalnsi unions 
the first year, almost three tlnitis 
the number that unions tiled 
against titom. 2ri. Rnt t1ip seennd 
year employers tiled only 50 .suits, 
and unions, 36. 

Other suits showed individual 
■workers hrlnplup jullnns against 
Ixttli ciiniininicH and uiiioiis, A f(r>w 
suite were brought against atate 
labor relatloitt hoards by both 
labor and management.

Act lulls between employers and 
vnlons were brought to enjoin 
strikes, picketing. loc-kouts. and 
secondary boycotts; to collect 
damages caused by strikes; to 

pomprl ;ir()itration of disjuUt's; tO 
di'mami r(.M]ie,ss tt)i- allrgod breach 
of rontrMct. and the like. 

Of the 122 suits filed by employ- 
ers against unions during the two 
yours, SO Ikiv<» licini (ii-iimst'd of. 
Only six. cases actually came to 
trial. The employer won two and 
lost four. Stx(y-nlne cases were 
disniisstid. 38 before uu answer 
even was filed. Six dismissals were 
at union request. Five cases were 
remanded to slate courts. 

Of the 61 suits brought hy 
unions against employers, 38 have 
heen concluded. 31 by dismissal 
Twelve di.sinjssals, liowever, were 
on motion of the employer. The 
unions Vrott fotir Judgments and 
lost three. 

New York federal courts led the 
btatea. In number of cases filed 
with 89. Pennsylvania and Cali- 
fornia had 27 each; Ohio, IS; In- 
diana, 14: Illinois. 13; New Jer- 
sey. 12: Missouri and tho District 
of Columbia, It) each; and Massa- 
chnaetts, 9.

U. S. Field Studies 

Wasbluglon. — (U.R) — Thirty-five 
European pulp and i)aper ueperts 
are making U. S. field studies 
which lliey hope will help them sell 
the toiks at home 10 pounds more 
of paper and paper hoard products 
in the next two years. 

Europe's present rate of con- 
sumtitlon Is S6 pounds per per- 
son per year. Current United 
States' per capita consumption av- 
erages S50 pounds. 

The visitors, divided into three 
teams, are making a nine weeks 
study of American ' know-how in 
an effort to increase sales. They 
plan to visit U.S. planU. labora- 
tories and U>ade assocUltton of- 
fices In 11 atates. 

The group is the lai^eet ever 
to come to the United States as a 

unit under i-^C'A's technical as- 
slstauce program to spur Euro- 
pean recovery. 

The visitors come from Austria, 
Belgium.

This Insect Is widely spread in 
the iouthem wheat fields and 
some have b^en taken in the flrids 
surrounding Manhattan. Accord- 
ing to Dr. Smith, the mild winter 
has enabled tbe Insect to survive 
in wheat fields well into Kansas. 
Ordinarily it winters in Oklatioma 
or Texas. The development of the 
Insect in Kansas Is over a week 
ahead of schedule and all Indica- 
tions point to an outbreak. 

Smith said the sltaatton is 
beinf; watched by Dell Gates, Ex- 
tension entomologist and Dr. R.

World War II veteran* hare time 
lim1i» which are ffand by tow and, 
according to the office of the Dean 
of Administration, ellglbe recipi- 
ents should hnre sopie knowledge 
of those llmitBtions. 

World War 11 veterans dis- 
chargea h^ore JulyZS, 1947, must 
have begun their 01 Bill educa- 
tion or other training before July 

25. 1951. Those discharged after 
July 25, 1947, must begin training 
within fou^ years after discharge. 
In either case, the training must 
be completed by July 26, 1956. 
An exception of this mltng hi made 
for vet"* who Te-enlloted under the 
Armed Forces Recruitment Act be- 
tween October 8, 194S, and Octo- 
ber 5, 1948. These only, have four 
yeara from the end of their pres- 
ent enlistment in which to begin 
training, and nine yearp In which 
to complete It. 

Disabled vets of the pant war 
may begin Pu,blic Law 16 educa- 
tion or training at any time after 
discharge, hut must do so In time 
to obtain completion by July 26, 
ItSf. 

I^oans to be guaranteed or in- 
sured under tbe 01 Bill are open 
to applfeatlon by Wm-ld War II 
veterans until July 25, 1957. The 
exception in this case also applies 
to thoao re-enlttted under the 
Armed Forces Recruitment Act — 
they may receive the privilege for 
10 years beyond Ibe' dSV^M^tt of 
enlistment. 

01 Bill readjustment allowances 
are a thing of the past for most 
veterans of World War IT. How- 
ever, those discharged after July

The pamphlet said nylon should 
be Ironed at t7S degrees Fahren- 
heit, tn Irons lackins a nylon 
setting, that used for rayons will 
provide the right temperature. 
Higher temperatures, accordin»< to 
the booklet, may damage the fab- 
ric and cause irillte cloth to 
yellow. ^

We know that Touchdown IV was taken by 
Fome of the KT^ students (see story and pic- 
ture on page 1) and returned to us yester- 
day afternoon by Ihe KU Student Council. 

What we are not certain of la this: IMd 
KU students paint the statue and sidewalks 
or was it done by K-State students anxious 
to see the useless destructive rivalry of the 
two schools resum«l? > 

Some itudents on this campus are eager 
enough to do just that. They would cause 
BO end of trouble for the school (and them- 
selves) to see the rampaging "visits" to 
the other campus revived. To them, it may 
not be anything but "harmless** fun. 

Nevertheless, the statue was daubed.

Dr. Ackert. de.in emeritus of the graduate school 
and former head uf the zoology departmoat, had 
eorreepoodad irlth Rasalan Mttentlats froetr for 
many years feMlore World War II. 

Ackert's own career iUustrstra the International 
character of acleoce bef6ro the last war. 

In 1921 he was a member of an expedition to 
Trinidad, British West Indies, sponsored by the 
International Health Board tor the purpoae of con- 
trnlllng hookworm tbero. IQ 1980 he was a dele- 
gate to the World's Poultry Congress In London, 
Krnm London he went to Padua, Italy, as a dele- 
gate to the Interuationai Zoological Congress. He 
•erred on. tho taealtjr of tiw- hntitnte of Troideal 
Medldae In Mexteo OKy in Fllimary 1942. 

"There were no tariffs on ideas, no boundarlea 
on scientific research In those days," he says 
proudly. 

Was Int«matlnn«lly Known 

Arkert was alr«tdy internationally famous as a 
parasitologist when he was Invited to Moscow to^ 
1987. The ooeaaton was a ^O-year Jubilee eot«- 
biation for K P. 8k|fabta» Ri(tiia*B foroittoit tM' 

niiiUhologiKt. 

Dr, and Mrs, Ackett.had other engagements, but 
he weaabte to ssnd a resoardi artlelerfmr inclnslon 

in a volume on animal parasites which was pnh- 
lished in Moscow to commemorate the jubilee. 

That was the beginning of a long scientific ex- 
ohango betwoan Ackort and Sklrabin. ebarseterised 

hy the former as "mntnally profitable." Ackert 
explained that because of tbo time consuming na- 
ture of raMarob; a lifetime "is all too alMft^ for 
one man to thoroughly exptora Ida ftdd. He bene- 
fits by the tmmKh of othws in his and related 
fields." 

The sparo soologlst said that tho Rnsidans "were 

doing some excellent work before the Iron Curtain 
was drawn." He refused comment on whether 
their progress has eontinuod aince that time. 

Ackort did say that "apvatontly RuertM setenee 
was freer hefore the war." lie cited the recent 
lectures wbich they have been subjected to tin the 
Soviet .press for "bourgeois devlattons." 

Oaamat Mcntlmu Sobiect 
"President Conant of Harvard referred *fb that 

in his tLillt here rrcently," Ackert explained. "Rus- 
sian science must follow and support Russian po- 
litical beUefs." 

He pointed out that tba RuBstMis teach that 
envirnnmental experiences can be transmitted to 
succeeding generations. This Is contrary to the 
theory of horadlty genorallx' accepted outside of 
Russia, he sidd, adding: "According to tlic Men- 
deliun theory, the granules of the chromosomes are 
BO protected that no change'or mutation is brought 
about through ordinary Nqterleneeo." * 

The Russian belief lays a basis for a htilof in 
political racism . Ackert said. 

Ackert. a keen-eyed and alert 70, is still active 
In reMareh and wrtUng. He baa ^ad pabltohod 
uhoub 12S articles, and 7e ravlows of seleiitific 

works. 

Although he has been president or secretary of 
half a doMtt national setontlfte aaaociattona. Ackert 
is proudest of his work at K-State with poultry 
parasites. In 1927, working with other parasltolo- 
gliti'on the ouayiMr he dteeowrad that Tltamin A 
Increaaod tho re^tanee of «Uidn to 



This discovery revolutionized the ehickan feed 
buaiuess. he recalls. In a short time, poulby and 
egf prodaetion w«ro inorewwd thtwe-fold. 

"The work of iwimsitologlsts has straa tiM wortd 
the knowledno I9 which it can assure Itself of a 
anpply of miMt animals free of paraaltea, which 
means that naa Un^t will somedaar ba free of 

them," he said. 

Ackert added that the contributions of the Rus- 
sians to this knowledge has been "sutwtantial." 
He tUKpm to see tho di^ wken the ban wo down 
again. 

The zoologist came to Kansas State in 1513 and 
haa been experiment station parasitologist ever 
stace. R« was head of tte.MiOlotr department in 
l944-4.=v, and dean of tho pradsato sehool from 
1923 to 1845. 

Altbongh hta duttee kei^ him buay, h« atlit has 
time and inclination tor an occasional round of 
golf, nut he would no more tell his toora than 
divulge atomic secrets to the Buesiaas.

Army Announces 
Guided Missile 

Washington, Mar. S -(U.R)--A 
guided missile with a ground-to- 
grounj^ range of nearly 1,000 
miles is possible with present 
American knowledge and experi- 
ence, the Army dtsclcwed today. 

But Brig. Gen. Leslie E. Simon, 
chief of Army Ordinance and De- 
velopment, said an immediate pro- 
gram to ,inake such a missile 
would ntt^li "freezing design'* at 
the present stage of development 
and concentimting on production 
rather tttan reseanA. 

Woald Take A Year 

Under prp'sent conditions and if i 
ample funds were on hand, it 
was indicated. It would take about 

a year to carry out necessary work 
in design and engineering produc- 
tion. 

Simon said the services havo 
been working on the long-range 
guided missile a))out five years 
and "we have solved niany of the 
basic 'scientific problems" In this 
field. ' 

He said the so-called "WAC 
Corporal" ftTed last year at the 
White Sands, N.M.. proving 
grounds could have been hurled 
more than 500 miles If it had 
been fired for maximum range, 

Pirc Vertically for Safety 
Instead, Simon said the two- 
stage missile — In which one mis- 
sile travels a certain distance and 
then releases a smaller one — was 
fired vertically so it would fall 
safely within proving ground llm- 
itfl. It wiuB fired to a height of 
880 miles. 

"That flight was a substantial 
accomplishment and h^rs witness 
to the progress made beyond the 
elementary stage at which the 
GermanH were stopped on V-E 
Day," Simon said. 

He said the Germans rushed 
»;uidpd missiles into production 
prematurely while the United 
States Is concentrating on re- 
search and development. 

Han Been SiHxessfiil 

This process, he said, has "led 
to a number of highly efficient 
surfacc-to-surfftw and surfaos-to- 
air missiles." 

Simoii said much of the credit 
for missile development should go 
to the General Electric Company. 
Bell Telephone laboratories, the 
California Institute of Techno- 
logy's Jet propulsion laiioratory, 
and German scientists brought to 
this country at the end of the war. 

About loo V-2 rockets were 
brought to the United States af- 
ter the war, Simon said, and 60 of 
them have been tired at White 
Sands, 

These rockets saved the United 
States money with their availa- 
bility for use in tP!)tIng instru- 
mentation, o p r a t i o n a 1 tech- 
nlque^i. and as can iors of instru- 
ments for research institutions.

Fabricating Plant Boasts Huge Carmra 
Which Penetmt9$ Thick StemI Plates

SALT LAKE CITY, UTAH (U.R) 
- — A rovliiB camera that takes pic- 
tures til rough Bteel plates four 
inches thick "almost as easily as a 
studio pholographer pictures a 
haby". to the pride of a big Utah 
industrial fabricating worltB. 

"When big John Lang, an immi- 
grant, started bU own metal &hop 
iu a made-over barn 30 years ftfo, 
be had only tbe simplest of band 
tools and a forge for welding. 

Since tben thp Lang company, 
which Jobn Lnng stitl heads, baa 
expanded until its products are In 
use all over tbe world. It baa 
grown particularly fast during the 
last five years, since the govern* 
ment built a mammoth steel 
works, now a private operation, at 
Geneva, only a few miles south of 
Salt Lake City, to meet tbe west's 
jAonnting demand tor eteel. 

Two year ago, XAng fell a need 
for a device that could teat ofil- 
ciently tho welds ol the machinery 
and vcrspIs he was fabricating in 
his sprawling shops and yards. 

Old Way Not Sure 

"Up until tben." explalued G. 
W. Dansle. general superintendent 
of Lang's fabricating division, "we 
had to cut plugs through the 
welds Just like plugging a 
watermelon, when we wanted to 
see if the work was ant isfactory.

Experiments Reveal 
Pasture Burning Is 
Better In Spring 

Experiments conducted at Kan- 
sas State Indicate that bnming 
bluestem pastures Is a practice 
that should be reserved for years 
when there is a large earry-ovec 
of dead grass. Short grasses In 
regions of lower rainfall which 
cure well on the ground and have 
high nutritive value in the fall 
and winter should not be burned. 

Experiments were set up here 
to determine the effect of burning 
upon tbe yt^d of vegefatton, con- 
trol of weeds and hrush, quality 
of vegetation, soil moisture and 
soli temporatnre. composition and 
changes of vegetation, starting 
growth in the spring, and •effect 
on the fertility of the soil. Pas- 
ture plota were burned annually 
In 'tbe late fall, early sprlag, med- 
ium spring, and late spring. Un- 
burned plots were nsed to check 
the effect. of time of burning. 

Burning decreased tbe yMld of 
mature vegetation regardless of 
tbe time tt was done. Yields were 
the lowest on the fall burned 
plots, folowed by early spring and 
medium spring. Plots burned in 
late spring yielded more mature 
vegetation than any other time of 
burning. 

Late spring burning, that Is, 
after April SO and not later than 
the first week In ^Iny, proved to 
he effective in reducing the a- 
monnt and vigor oi baekbrneli. In 
early Jane, tbe protein content 
was highest for tbe vegetation 
from the late spring burned plots, 
followed by that obtained from 
the uoburned plots. Protein con- 
tent was lowest from vegetation 
obtained from the late faU and 
early spring burned plots.

He said the stand taken by Farm 
Bureau Federation President Al- 
lan Kline iii/Condemnlng the ad> 
ministration^ farm program pro- 
posals was "dishonest" because the 
Farm Bureau chief accepted the 
present farm law "with its dan- 
gerous flexible price provisions" 
yet opposed one which would pro- 
vide snbsldles for farmers. 

He said he hMleved tbe quickest 
way to "send the farmer into bank- 
ruptcy and start the nation on the 
road to rain" was to return to a 
system' of a free market place for 
farm products, contrattod^^Uh a 
market support plan. 

Thatcher, who is general man- 
ager of the Farmers' Union Grain 
Terminal association of St. Paul, 
warned that If the farmers turned 
to a free market, prices of farm 
products would drop Immediately. 

Wooid FaU WUboal Bubsldy 
"We know what would happen 
If the grain farmers had to depend 
on the free market for their full 

price. The price of wlieat would 
go off more tbain a dollar a 
buehel." 

He said he was not fully satis- 
fied "with existing farm laws," but 
that tbe Farmers' Union would 
"hang onto them until something 
better Is offered for both farmers 
and consumers." 

Thatcher said the Brannan pro- 
gram would be a great contribu- 
tion to world welfare "because it 
would encourage'^ abundant gro- 
dnctlon of food." 

"Food certainly -wins more 
friends and Inflnences more people 
than guns evor did." he added. 

flho«ld Be Uulled 

Bttt he warned that any subsidy 
arrangement should be limited to 
farmers who gross Incomes of 
|2S,000 and less. 

The failure to make such a liml- 
taiion, he said, would tend to make 
"rich farmers richer" and ^squeeze 
farm families off their land. 

Secretary of Agriculture Charles 
F. Brannan personally outlined de- 
tails of his farm program last 
night. He said U. S, farmers were 
entering upon the most critical 
period In their history.

He was responsible for courses In 
farm mechanics at K-State for stu- 
dents enrolled in the agricultural 
education curriculum. 

He holds both B. S. and M. S. 
degrees from Kansas State, is a 
member of several honor soctoties 
and sevei;^ ^releialenftlTeigaiilaar 
tions. 

Kugler at present is working on 
a text to provide information con- 
cerning welding* in the field of 

agriculture. He will return to the 
K-State faculty in September.

Bradeuton, Pla., Mar. S. -(U.R) 
— President Pord J^ick of the Na- 
tional League has remaled that he 
had Instructed his umpires to dls- 
l egard the new strike zone. 

"I have told them to call the 

balls and strikes this comins se*' 
son the same as they did last year." 
He said. "The National League is 
not golng to be a party In estab- 
lishing a new twilight zone for 
amptres. 

No Change In Strike Zone 
"The game has done pretty well 
with the strike sone as It used to 

be so we are not changing U, no 
matter what the rule book says." 

The new rule describes the 
strike zone as that area between 
the batter's arm pits and his knees. 
That ni^wed it down— fo'r the 
benefit of the hitters — about three 
and a half Inches less than it used 
to be. Under the old regulation 
the strike sone was the area be- 



"That old rule, which has been 
in the books ever sittce the game 

has !)*'f^ii played, eatabllshed a set 
area for strikes so far as umpires 
WIS concerned." Frick expMned 
as he watched the Boston Braves 
work out. "AsR result, there came 
into being a soi t of a twilight sone 
with the top of the shoulder the 
botfhdary line. 

New SMfee tone 

"Nothing above that ever was 
ever called a "strike" he explained. 
."But now, the rnlei ask the um- 
pires to change their perspective 
and establish a new strike zone. 

"Well, we are not going to do 
It. Onr strikes and balls this sea- 
son will be the same as they al- 
ways have been." 

Frlck said the new strike zone 
rule also was open to criticism he- 
cause of "unfortunate wording" In 
the description of a hatter's crouch. 

Under the ^ new regulation, 
adopted in th4i revised playing 



code, the stipulation is that a bat- 
ter's "normal frouch" must be con- 
sidered when the strike zone area 
is considered. In other words, a 
batter could come crouched to the 
plate so low that a pitcher would 
have very limited space in w4ilch to 
throw a strike, 

"We would see the biggest croiy 
of crouching butters in history it 
we followed th;U rule," the league 
proxy declared. "No one ever 
would Jie able to settle an. argu- 
ment ns to a tiatteit's normni 
crouch." • 1 

"Had the rules committee said

A population expert, Alfred 
Sauvy, director of the Institute of 
Demographic Studies, points out 
that France's birth rate, averag- 
ing SSO.OOO yearly for the last 
four years, now- outstrips that of 
any other western nation. 

Prance has gained an average 
of 320,000 population yearly 
through the stti^na of htrtha over 

deaths. 

Before the war the situation 
was in reverse. The average year- 
ly birth rate was 660,000 and 
France actually was losing popu- 
lation: 

"France was like a sinking 
ship," Sauvy said In an Interview. 
"Her tiirth rate was so low that 
the young generations were un- 
able to replace the old In Uie Ufe 
of the country." 

More Time Needed 

But even with the post-war 
spurt In the birthrate, more time 

is needed to solve France's popu- 
lation problem. Before the French 
revolution In 17S9, there was one 
old person for 15 young. Today 
there is oue old for five young. 

The fact that France still le an 
old nation has a political impli- 
cation which most people njjss, 
Sauvy said. In the next general 
election, not later than the end 
of next year, the votws' age will 
look like this: 

21-10 40 years of age — 39 per 
cent of elli^lm. 

41 to 60 years of>age — 31 per 
cent of ; ellgibles. 

Over #9 — IS per cent, of eligl- 
bles. 

"The majority of the voters 



will he over 40," Sauvy said. 
"They will tend to be more con- 
servative than the young." 

"A parliament elected by old 
voters tends to be old itself, and 
the same goes for the govern- 
ment.** 

RoMOm Varied 

The reasons for the change in 
France'a number one pre-war 
problem, growing old. ar» Tarled, 
Sauvy said. 

"Among them are government 
sub.'rifliziiig of births through fam- 
ily allowances and bonuses, the 
defeat of France in 1940 by a 
young, vigoroua German army, the 
desire tor revenge," he said. 

"An average French family used 
to have two children. Now the 
average has risen to nearly three." 

According to Sanvy, the hopes - 
for a continuation of the present 
trend, even though the rate of 
increase falls off. rest wttih the 
continuation of the present family 
allowances — - government pay- 
ments of a certain amount month- 
ly for each child* under 21, re- 
gardless of the family's financial 
status.

Dust, Snow, Floods, 
Fires Face Mid-U. S. 

Chicago, Mar. 8. — (U.R) — Great 
clouds ot dust arose over wide 
areas of the Orwt Flaiu yesterday 
and a blizsard swev^ the north 
central states, but the Midwest 
basked in near-record spriag teut- 
peratnres. 

Elsewhere, spring flood threats 
arode from ice-gorged rivers in 
Iowa and Wlaeonsin. Prairie Ttres 
which swept hundreds of square 
miles in Texas, Oklahoma, Mls- 
•ottri, and Nebraska were repovted 
vnder control. 

Pwt Bowl Coming Back? 

Dust stoma whtipiied up by 
strong wind.s blotted Ottt the OTn 
over Kansas and soil connrvation 
mparts warned that a dost bowl 
like the disastrous one of the 
1930*s might develop uuless raiiii; 
come soen. 

The dust storms already covered 
portions of six sta^. At least two 
persons 'had died in hlshway 
craahea caused by the dost. A pUe- 
vp inrolTlns a truck and four ears 
near Sterling, Kan., last night 
killed a bride and injured 12 per- 
sons, six SM-ionsly. 

A man was killed near Windom, 
Kan., when he was hit by a truck 
Willie groping fhrough tb* dust 
after his own car had been Wrecked 
in a head-^on collision. 

At I>e Kalb, MO.. Samuel Mat- 
thews, 73, died on hia farm In a 
grass (ire fanned by high winds. 

The dust which hung over the 
Great Plains was kicked up by 
winds and a aevere cold' front 
which caused blizzard conditions 
in North Dakota aud portions of 
Mtimesiifa a»d Bowtb Dakotft. 

Wire Commimlciiaons Down 

A combination sleet storm and 
bllxsard cnt' off virtually all of 
North Dakota from the east and 
Isolated many points in northwest- 
em Mlnn«(ota and some 19 Sonth 
Gakota. The United Press bureau 
at Bismarck, N. D., notified UP 
beadQuarters at Minneapolis by 
luim radio that all wire communi- 
cation's in North Dakota had been 
out since last midnight. 

The storm hatted all North Da- 
kota bus and plane travel. Com- 
munications lines had snapped un- 
der the weight of ice from Fargo, 
N. D., as far west as Glendive, 
Mont., and north to Reglna and 
Wtouipeg in Canada. Rain and 
sleetv taming to snow, was driven 
almost horizontally by wlnda from 
60 to 70 miles per hour.

Ushers called RepuhlicHit scciiV- 
ity guards aud cleared everyone 
from the preu and public sallertes 
to prevent them from lolnlug the 
fight. 

A powerful force of 260 security 
guards answered the call. They 
stopped the brawl within 10 min- 
utes. Voting started soon after 
that on the bill, which Bidault 
forced to a vote by making It a 
vote of ebafldenee In the govem- 
ment.

They aald it had the appearance 
of anotlter "rqirlaal" — a referenee 

to rtie removal of Adm. Louis E. 
Deiifeld as Chief of Naval Opera- 
tlona after he taetlfted before the 
committee In the Navjr'a battle 
against unification. 

.V Boone told a subcomniittee yee- 
' "JJt^ay that Johnson's order to 
shut five general hospitals and 
reduce capacity of others was 
*'t4t7 Btaortaighted." The decl- 
Blon, be said, was reached by a 
civilian doctor with "only four or 
five rears of general practice" 
and a rosng bodtfet otftc«r "who 
was tormti^ « phafiina^t «ate 
third claw." 

Sbortlr afterward, the detwM 
department announced that Boone 
had been "relieved" ot his post 
and made avaltable to Vb» KaT3r 
for re-assignment. 

The department made no refer- 
ence to Boone'H spirited tMtl- 
money.

Veterans Con Reinttate 
LlMntitranee FotidM

subject for vote, with 110 cities 
Uklng it up (or consideration. Of 
these SI voted for and St voted 
against. 

Utility improvements were vot- 
ed by 33 cities with bond issues 
totaling |1,749,6S8, while d^lhit 
cities turned down $487,800 In 
utility bond proposals. Nineteen 
cities voted $3,241,000 In bonds 
to constmet or improve public 
buildings while four cities reject- 
ed bonds totaling.

Proposii Forniing 
For Frigid Yukon 

Whltehoree, Yukon, (U.R) — Can- 
ada's Arctic Icebox, long neglected 
by industrialists and tartnere alike, 
may hare unsuspected posslbUi- 
ties as an agricultural area. 

A sjiuiU tronp «C CmuuUahs at 
ft iWinate expertmentftl farm sta- 
tion here delved Into the mighty 
Yukon's poBSibiiitles over a five- 
year period. 

They came up with the revela- 
tion that hoth the Yukon and the 
vast North -West Territories have 
distinct agricultural pfMslhlllties. 

Dr. E. 8. Hopkins of Ottawa 
scoffed at the idea that the Arctic 
was too cold tor farmers. 

'Although the winters are cold, 
the summers do not differ greatly 
from the months of June, July 
and August In southera aM«s/ he 
said. 

Another government offlelal 

claimed there were large areas of 
excellent farming country in the 
Yukon. 

"There are huge tracts of land 
which will yet prove to be arable," 
he said. 

Dr. Hopkins compared tempera- 
tures In the Yukon to southern 

cities, pointed out Whltehoree has 
an average mercury standing of 
54. S while Bdmonton has an aver- 
age of 69.7 during the hpt nnmer 
months. • - 

Hopkins said that while tliere 
was lOM rain in the far north, 
cooler temperatures and a lesser 
degree of evaporation left the 
land with about as much water as 
southern ftretis of greater vrodpl- 
tatlon. 

Oats, wheat, and barley, as well 
as lettuce, turnips, potatoes and 
hay crops, he said, could be grown 
at the experimental station here. 

Hopkins said the group were 
studying potential br^lng arw 
for shorthorn cattle and poultry 
in the northland.

He pronounced himself in per- 
fect condition and expressed con- 
fidence that he will be manager 
Luke Sewell's starting pitcher 
when the lOMon opens April 18. 

Back to Winning Form 

All traces of his shoulder 
trouble have disappeared and there 
are no more ill effects from the 
kidney operation which threatened 
his bMwball eairoer a year ago. 
"I'm heavier and stronger now 
than I've ever been and I'm look- 
ing forward to a good season." he 
said. 'Thore isn't a Xhing wrong 
■with me and there's no reason in 
the world why I shouldn't get b«ek 
to my 1947 form." 

That was the year he won 22 
games, lost only dght, compiled 

an earned run average of 2.47 nnd 
appeared well on the road to be- 
coming one of the greatest i^teh- 
ers in the game. 

Ailments Take Over 

But then ailments overtook 
him, although he still is not at all 
sure that the infected kidney which 
was removed caused the trouble. 
He believes It traces back to April, 
1948, iust after the Reds broke 
camp and headed north to open 
the season. During a stopover ai 
Columbia, S. C, he caught cold 
and came up with a stiff neck. 
Later the cold~aettled in his shoul- 
der and he wasn't able to throw a 
ball all year without intense pain. 

"There were three shonlder 
musclM that tlgbtened up every 
lime T lifted my arm," he recalled. 
He tried to work the soreness out 
and failed and flnnlly three weeks 
before the campaign ended gave 
up for the year and went to his 
Glendale, Calif,, home for exam- 
ination by specialists. They ad- 
vised the removal of the diseased 
kidney. 

Operation Hnrrepsfiil 

"Everything has worked out 
Jnst like the specialists assured me 
it would," he said. "They told me 
it would be a year before I would 
begin putting on weight and they 
were right. Right now I weigh 
206 pounds which is 26 pounds 
over what I weighed during 1947. 

"A Winter of nothing but golf 
and fishing — no throwing at tfll — 
has put me in the best shape of 
my life. I haven't an ache or pain 
and while I took It easy in onr 
first workout yesterday, I'm really 
going to start bearing down." 

Sewell aluwad la BlaekweU's op- 
timism. 

"Naturally, I'm counting on Kim 
as a starting pitcher," be said. "He 
is raring to go. That's a spirit he 
never has shown kef ore so I know 
hell bo Ml.«liit."

Marshall Appeals 
To Chinese Reds 

Washington. .Mar. 9 — (U.R) — 
Gen. George C. Marshall has ap- 
pealed, as president of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross, to the Chinese 
Communists to release two U.S. 
fliers missing In China since Oct. 
19, 1948. 

The Ked Cross disclosed today 
that Marshall cabled Gen. Chu 
Teh at Peking last Jan. 31, ask- 
ing for release of the meu. No re- 
ply has been yteeived. 

The two men are Chief Petty 
Officer William jC. Smith and Sgt. 
Blmer C, Bender. The two Navy 
men failed to return from a rou- 
tine training flight in the 
Tslngtao area 14 months ago. 

Marshall said that both Smith 
and Bender are married and their 
fantfUfc ba^' not heard from 
th^EsSico' Uteir disappearance. 
Sd|9F liais a son born a year ago 
wh«p he has not seen. 

Bqth families are experiencing 
"considerable hardship and tttt- 
ferlng." Marshall said, and their 
wives appealed to the American 
Red Cross for help. American of- 
ficials thus far have been nnajUe 
to obtain release of the men.

that "mou" is losing her grip on 
the nation's purse. 

The survey did not uphold the 
old c6ntentlon that women do 80 
per cent of tho buylttg In tile 
United States. 

Actually, she buys only 55 per 
cent of all consumer goods for the 
family and exerts influence on only 
67 per cent of the family pur- 
chases. 

The figures were compiled by 
the Universities of Miami, Ala- 
bama, Nebraslca, Illinois, New 
York. Pittsburgh and Waahington 
Stat*. 

OUl^r results and conclusions: 

Men bvy 30 per cent of the fam- 
ily's consumed goods, hushands 
and wives together 11 per cent, 
and the children, tour per cent. 

The shorter work week probably 
Is responsible for the jump In male 
purchases during the last 10 years. 
The fact that more wives huve Jobs 
outside the hoqie also iulluenced 
the pereentages.

^Offtclals of the Wl«liita Veter- 
ans Administration regional of- 
fice, said today the VA has re- 
ceived quite a tew tnqnlrfei tram 
the heirs of veterans who held 
National Service Life Insurance 
before they died. These benefici- 
aries want to kftow what they 
have to do to collect the speciiU 
61 insurance dividend how being' 
distributed. 

Where the insurance was in 
force at the time of the veteran's 
death, payment of the dividend 
will be made nuto"featicalIy to 
beneficiaries of record. No appli- 
cation ot any ,kind will be re- 
quired in theie easM, ottlelals 
said. 

Where the insupanoe was not 
in force at the time the veteran 
died, the dividend will be paid to 
his estate. This will be done 
through the executor ox adisliil- 
strator of the estate. Where there 
is uo administrator, payments will 
be nuide directly to those persons 
who are entitled to the veteran's 
estate. This will be done under 
the Inheritance laws ot the state 
ot whieh the veteran was a legal 
resld^t at the time of death. 

In eases where the GI insur- 
aftce i^aa allowed to lapse by the 
vetervi before he died, claim 
forms will be sent by the VA to 
those persons found to be entitled 
to all, or a share, of the veterao't 
dlvldenil.

As a professor ot management 
at Purdue, She has watched the 
do^nt of the eagtawring profes-, 
slob' open to women, and has 
helped to break down the fallacy 
of their tta^^ieaa-. lixr ontfbieerlng 
jobs. 

The 72 year-old engineering of- 
ficial was graduated from the Uni- 
versity of California in 1900, She 
holds academic and honorary de- 
grees from her alma mater, Brown 
university, University of Michigan, 
Rutgers, and Russell Sage col- 
lege.

The spread of indignation 
throughout the Kansas State 
campus and surrounding 
ooBUtanity reached a peak at 
noon today as 300 K-State 
students and fans piclceted 
the Kansag City 9tor building 
in Kansas City, continuing 
their protest over the selec- 
tion of Kansas to represent 
the Big Seven conference In 
the NCAA Fifth District play- 
off with Bradley. 

Demonstrations atartod In Man- 
hattan as soon as the eholce of KU 
was announced OTSr tttd radio fol- 
lowing the completion ot the Okla- 
homa-Kansas basketball game at 
Norman Saturday night. The com- 
mittee's decision quickly damp- 
ened the Joy on the Wildcat cam- 
pus over the loss to the Sonners 
by Kl'. It was thought by all that 
a three-way tie automatically 
meant the selection-, of Kansas 
State the cotiforpiirp representa- 
tive as the Wildcats have the bet- 
ter record. 

Kansas State fans believe the 
committee's decision to be a gross 
inlttstice and that the Judgment 
was prejudiced and one that did 
not consider the records of the 
three clubs. 

Number one reason given for 
the tetection of Kansas as the rep- 
resentative of the Big Seven Is 
that they finished stronger, win- 
ning five of their laat six games. 
On that basis. K-State should have 
been selected as the conference 
representative last year as the 
Wildcats won five ot their last six 
games. • 

The1i too, If that hi the case, 
perhaps the first half of confer- 
ence play should be ignored and 
Just count the last half of the sea- 
son. 

Completely iHMtfng the commit- 
tee's theory that Kansas finished 
stronger was that fact that Sat- 
urday Kansas lost to a fifth place 
club aad Kansas State defeated a 
team tied for first place. Which 
team finished stronger? 

The committee stated that in 
losing four games, KansM' margin 
of tlf^feat was 1 1 points while Kan- 
sas State's margin of defeat in cou- 
ferenca gamea was t8 pt^nta and 
Nehraska'a luring total was 46 
points. 

Protesting this point as a meaas 
of selecting the winner, we say why 
not use the club's AiaiK^ Of vic- 
tory, or, as in the past^ »Se the 
spread between offense and de- 
fense, whleh is the only fair way 
to <^on aider a team's winning or 
losing margins.

Movement Gains Momentum 
As the protest movement gained 
momentum on the campus and 
in ManhatUa, BvgjK Odf flMl* lofhl 
alumnus, and Keitney Vord, Hmm- 
ni secretary, began contacting 
grads throughout- the area with a 
view to getting a eoaeerMd e<fort 
behind the objections. 

Nebraska university, which has 
remained la the background 
throughout thla eontroversy, bu 
thus far been^relnetant to declare 
their feeUngs in this matter, al- 
though various f raternltiea on the 
campus hem eontaoted thatr afliU- 
ates at Nebraska and the general 
concensus of opinion was that their 
school- favored a playoff imtween 
the three schools who bad tied for 
the nig Seven Tionference flag by 
virtue of games played Saturday 
night. Nebraska students indi- 
cated that many of their nnmbai^ 
would he represented at the ratty 
today in Kansas City. 

Not Available for Conmnt 
From KU the uausual was forth- 
coming as Dr. F. C. Allen made 
himself unavailable for comment, 
when the Collegian plioiu d for a 
statement. However, w^ord fropi 
the Daily Kanaan. atudent newa- 
paper, indicates that various 
quarters on the Lawrence campus 
beUevo that Kanaaa Sti^ has valid 
arguments with regard to proteatf- 
ing the decision. 

The past seafon's record of the 
Wildcat eagera plus the fact that 
the sqnad is predominantly sealiir* 
were two of the factors mentioned 
b ytbe KU sources as justifying ac- 
tion on our part.

peuHPH. There Is no restriction as 
to rield ol study, but the moal fa- 
vorable oportunitiee exist in so- 
cial sciencea and humanities. 
Medical and science facultlM In 
Uerniany are ovt>rtuxed at this 
time.. Altbougb conditions in Ba- 
varia have improred since the 
war, some of the comforts and fa- 
eitltiw of American liiiiversities 
are still taokins. The ssrlous stu- 
dent will, however, find much to 
compensate blm for the pccastpu- 
al liieonvenleMMM.

Rec center last week. 

The Bolivian consul stated that 
althou^ America has these two 
products to sell the world, the na- 
tloj} must first practice them well 
at home before 'other oonntrtee 
will accept them. 

The South American nations are 
learning, but it takes time tor de- 
mociacy to create an impression. 
They are now in the stage of plan- 
ning for a democratic <orm ot icnr- 
ernment. 

Plan tor Future 

The nations south of the border 

have two es.'^pntia! factors that 
tend to draw tliem closer to tho 
United Statea and th^r own neigh- 
bors. These are loyalty and friend- 
ship, two very important factors 
in the democratic way of lifo. 

Captain Baldivleso concluded by 
saying that, "We are working for 
a democracy lii oiiv con u try, not 
tor ourselves, but lor our children 
and their families." Many years 
will elapse before these nations 
will have a smooth working demo 
cratic i^tam ot governmtut, but 
with such things as the Pan- 
American Conference and much 
trade between America and her 
southern neighbors, the two con- 
tinents win somedaybe more close- 
ly united. They too will have dO- 
mocracy* the Captain said.

The Honae Ways and Means com- 
mittee delayed aetlon today oa a 
Republican proposal to consider 
a cut of approximately |1,000,- 
000,000 in wartimo excise taxes. 

By a strict 15 to 10 party line 
vote, the committee shelved the 
proposal to consider right now the 
excise tax problem. Instead It 
adopted a snbstltute proposal call- 
ing for a study of all excise taxes 
an4 "closing loopholes in existing 
tsk' laws, by strict enfor^eement 
against tax evaders, and such other 
tax changes as may be deemed 
feastblo." 

President Trnman, meanwhile, 
sent Congress a handle of 21 plans 
and 24 meawures ea setrmnaont 
reorganization which he said 
would achieve half the recommen- 
dations of the HoovMT oommisaton 
on reorgaaiaatlra of the exeeuttve 
branch. 

The proposals would shift the 
Maritime commission to the De- 
parttttltat of Commerce, abolish the 
Indepondent status of the general 
counsel to the National Labor Re- 
HcftMla board and fetnni his func- 
tions to the board, and strengthen 
the hand of the Labor department 
by giving If more responilbillttes. 

Unless either house vetoes any 
of these plans within 60 days, they 
will become effective. '

.Richards is accused of ordering 
employees to distort news. How- 
j|ver. station manaeement of 
'*^t^IPC — only station involved dl- 
rectljr In the hearing — maintains 
that evidence will not show any 
distortion of the news, and that 
further, the statloa never hae de- 
nied use of 'Its ta^mtWi to any 
miqority group. 

FCC counsel Frederick W. Ford 
>presented the commission's open- 
ing statement before hearing ex- 
aminer J. Fred Johnson, and 
said that since 1940: 

"He (Richards) Instructed the 
employees to omit certain news 
•which ordinarily would be broad- 
cast, to editorialize in newscasts 
and to repeat in newacaata news- 
paper editorials whfeh were not 
revealed to be editorials. 

"He instructed newscasters to 
carry ont the personal beliefs and 
TlewB of Richards' by emphasis 
and d&-emphasi8 of certain itMms. 
Richards considers certain per- 
sons to have Commnniat leanings 
and the evidence will ShOW that 
he instructed his staff to precede 
and f ollQW news itnoa a^vt these 
^ ^.rsons , vlth: Jtfifa al^flnt. Com

and editors, as result of the fir- 
ing of several Richards employees. 

The station holds that Involved 
Is the "fundamental issue of the 
power of a govern-meot agency to 
censor the private thinking of an

Today's hearing opened with a 
clash between commission and 
company lawyers over the sta- 
tions' request to use a tape re- 
corder in the hearlnfs. Johnson 
denied the request.

agrlcBltvre officials estimated to- 
day. 

This is part of the cost of farii^ 
price supports. The govMmmeat 
now has about 14,000.000,000 in- 
vested in 31 farm products held 
off the market to iiolstet^ priess. 
That's about double the Invest- 
ment a year ago. 

No Available Estimate 

Ko «net estimate of storage 

costs Is poaelble. Such costs arc 
not kept separately on the gov- 
ernment's books bttt are lumped 
In periodically as part of the gov- 
ernment's "Investment" in each of 
the sarplns crops. 

But officials estimate the rate 
at which these costs are running 
now probably is about |120,000,- 
000 a year. 

These storage costs probably 
will go higher this summer. It 
will happen when corn farmers 
surrender title to hundreds of 
mlltions of bushels of 1949-crop 
corn now held under the govern- 
ment crop loan program. 

The farmen, who already have 
received government loans equal 
j to the support price, now are 
storing this corn free of charge In 
their own bins. The government 
wIU have to foot the storage bill 
when It takes title to the corn. 

The operation is a little differ- 
ent In the case of surplus wheat 

and cottdn undf^r loan. The gov- 
ernment will 'have to pay current 
storage chaft!M> for Aat stortlon 
of the 1949-crop stocks whldt it 
takes title to this spring. 

Borne Farmers in Clear 

The officiate' storage cost esti- 
mate takes Into account the fact 
that the government will not have 
to take over (flT'the 194il-crop 
wheat and cotton now under loan. 
Some farmers will regain pos- 
session of their crops by paying 
off loans, storoio vosts and other 
charges against di^ commodity. 

Interest charges on the price 
support money involved in run- 
ning now at a rate' of more than 
150,000,000 a year. Thus, even If 
the government didn't take over 
any more farm surpluses the cost 
of holding the present stocks 
would run about |170,900i000 a 
year. * v 



Seventy Students 
Studying Pre-Med 

Apvoxlhuttely 70 students are 
studying premedteiae at Kansas 

State, according to Mary T. Har- 
man. prof^or of zoology and ad- 
viser of tfee pre-med group. "We 
have a premedical course that will 
allow a graduate, provided he 
qualities, to enter any modlcal col- 
lege in the United StalM.*' Profes- 
sor Harman said. 

The curriculum will enable a 
stiident to graduate in 4 years with 
a B. S. degree. Included la this 
curieulum are 13 hours of zoology. 
9 hours ot foreign language, 8 
hours eff |>in»l<is, and 19 hours of 
chemistry. When the student 
graduates, he will have a major in 
soolAcrt haetariolocgr, or ofeMi^ 
try, depending upon the ^eetlves 
he takes. Then, after graduation, 
the student may try for a medical 
school, teach the subject tn which 
he majored, or go into rMsarch 
work, Professor Harman said. 

After graduation, the pre-iaed 
student stUt has four ymen of 
medical college, provided he can 
qualify, and one or more years ot 
Internship bofoiie he can become 
a full fledged doctor. Most pre- 
med students graduating from 
Kansas State go to the Kansas 
Medical School at Lawrence for 
1 % years and then to Kansas City, 
Kansas, for 2 ^ years. This is the 
only medical school in Kansas, Pro- 
feasor Harman said. 

Prerequisites before a student 
may enroll in a medical college are 
ecaet. Profsasor Harman «ild. A 
good grade in the pre-nisd oarrlcu- 
lum, a passing grade in an admis- 
sion tsst givsn hy the American 
Medical Association, and recom- 
mendations from two Instructors 
In the pre-med curriculum and one 
outside the curriculum are all 
quallfleatlotts to be met bsforo the 
student may enroll 1* any medi- 
cal college, ^he said. .' 

Vine ^ndsnts gradnated in the 
pre-med curriculum last year. This 
was slightly more than average, 
Professor Harman said. Of the 
nine, six were admitted to the Kan- 
sas Medical School at Lawrence, 
one was adn^ltted at Northwestern 
University, one was admitted at 
George Washington University, 
and one w^nt Into Fasaandi> work, 
she wild.

He also 
expressed bis ,doubt as -to the ex- 
istence of a true democracy any- 
where In the world today. Oscar 
will iPtarii to Nicarauga to do 
agronomic work after graduation. 

Liberal in Thinking 

Alberto Martinet believes that 
Coliinihia is extremely liberal in 
Its thinking but expreaeed his 
opinion of liberty of thought and 
speech In that country. The Catho- 
lic .Church was, at least, accepted 
In that cdnntry. "The ettlei", he 
said, "exhibit a ht^ standard of 
living, but the rural teetlons, due 
to tbe absence of a middle class 
of people, maintain one of the 
lowest In the world." This may 
have been cause for the political 
friction within the country, he 
thought.

In do- 
Ing so, be said they had a Lef iat 
party which was not neoaearlly 
Communlstle but which employed 
militaristic Ideas, The revolution 
In 1943 was aided by stadeiUs 
who had obtained ideas of demo- 
cracy in their stud lea. The present 
government is set up on that bas-

ning to use her natural resources. 
Hence, now more than 80 per 
oent of her. peeiile are attending 
school." 

Raul believed that Bolivia 

would be an ideal vacation resort 
tor many North Americajas. He 
emphasised the extremely high 
and low elevations within three 
hoars traveling time from one 
another, enabling both »kitng and 
tropical swimming in one day.

Vieques XsUnd, Puerto Rico, 
Mar. 14 — (UJR>— The Navy's best 
defense against an atomic attack 
while trying to land amphibious 
troops on a hostile shore is dis- 
persal of its ships, a study of op- 
eration "t'ortrex" indicated today. 

Admiral Jerattld Wright, com- 
mander of 160 warships in the 
14-day practice invasion of Vie- 
ques island, s^d he and his officers 
reached this conclusion as result 
of a preliminary critique held be- 
fore 800 officers of all services 
on a Viequos hillside yesterday. 

Top officers ot all services cri- 
ticized some phases of the gigantic 
Joint maneuvera. which Included 
M^OOO tlghttng men and G,600 
planes, but they agreed on the ef- 
fectiveness ot unification. 

The exeretses stuibd Vmh. 26 
and ended Saturday. 

Wright said the maneuvers, 
largest joint 6perati(«> ever held 
In peacetime, tried out for the first 
time the tactic of dispersing ships 
to meet T^osslble atomic attack 
while making an amphibious land- 
ing. 

He descPlbed It as a good "pase- 
ive" defense — "Uie best defense 
against nn Momle bomb attack. "

cited by the officers were the ef- 
fisctivendfs of nnlfteaUon In ae- 
tlott* the effertiveness of antl* 
submarine measures, and the 
progreu made in joint air opera- 
tions by the Navy and Air Force.

Washington. Mar. 15.— <U.W— 
A straight give-away plan for solv- 
ing the surplus potato crisis went 
to Congress today with good 
chances for swift approTal. 

Chairman Harold D. Cooley, D., 
N. C, of the House agriculture 
committee, said he will seek a 
house vote on the proponal tmnw- 
row. Senate action qay come ear^ 
next week. 

The plan for the soT^ment 

to shoulder freight costs in giving 
away for charitable purposes the 
remaining <S.e00.000-bnsheI 1*49 
potato surplus oanie out of an 11- 
day wranfile in a Hou^ic-Seuate 
conference committee. 

The conferees also agreed on 
adding some |l,2E0,OOt) acres to 
the controlled 1950 cotton crop 
aind on stepping up peanut acreage 
by 100,000 acres. Both would add 
to the costly govemmeot price sup- 
port program. 

Bat the conferees struck oat 
another proKlsiou which woukl 
have upped the wheat crop by 
4,500.000 ftcres. Cooley said this 
would be handled in a«iii«mt« leg- 
is la 1 ion later. 

For potatoes — the half— blUton- 
dollar. problem child of the post- 
war farm program— the commit- 
tee compromise proposed: 

1. Instead of dumping the nioun> 
tain-high surplus from the 1949 
crop, the government should pay 
freight charges to give them away 
to any non-profit- user for relief 
or charity here and abroad. The 
^ricukure department said this 
would raise the loss on the crop 
from $80,000,000 to $100,000,000 
for the year. Under present law, 
the government Is barred frdm 
paying freight charges. 

2. To start a program, partly ef- 
fective in 19S0 and stronger in 
1951, for controlling production 
and sales of potatoes. Producers 
would hp deprived of price drops 
if th^y iet another surplus get out 
of bounds. 

If potatoes go undfr controls In 
1951, It will be the first crop 
stralt-laoed by government restrlc- 
ttons outside of the six so-called 
basic crop-i — corn, cotton, wheat, 
tobacco, rice and peanuts. 

The cotton compromise wan de- 
signed to correct "inequities" in 
allotments of acreage for the 1950 
crop which came under controls 
for the first time In eight years. 
It is expect c'tl to raise ihc iot;il 
crop to approximately 20.^50,000 
acres. 

Besides adding an extra 100,- 
000 acres for peaouts, mainly for 
Alabama and Texas, tlio^eotifereM 
Mroid fo let poupnt growon ylant 



unlimited quantities of peanuts 
for oil. However, price supports 
will be paid only on alloted acre- 
ages. 



Dr. GiiMSpeaits 
At Facuity Forum 

Dr. Lillian M. Gilbreth. noted 
engineer, who spoke at Tuesday's 
Engineering Open Holise assemb- 
ly, was also the speaker at a fac- 
ulty forum Tuesday afternoon. 

The topic of her remarks was 
the need for cooperation among 
experts fn various fields. "Wo do 
not do enough of going acroas the 
boundaries of our protesaions,'* 
she dediired. 

She told the story of a project 
which was initiated in one univer- 
.Sity t(» sti Ululate mare p;eneral in- 
terest among engineering students 
In all the fields of engineering. 
Each department f;av(^ demon- 
strations which pertained to its 
particular field of engineering, 
hut it turned out that most of the 
Students attended their own de- 
partment's demonstration but 
nothing else. This restricted It)- 
terest and lack of cooperation. Dr. 
Gilbreth noted, is all too charac- 
teristic, not only of colleges, but 
of industry as well. 

In industry, she commented, we 
find that executives have frequent 
meetings of the staffs of their own 
departments, but rarely meet with 
executives of the other depart- 
ments to work out the u vera II 
plans of manaflwment. In Dr. Gil- 
breth *s opinion it would pay in- 
dustry to stimulate more coopera- 
tion among executives, so that 
each is able to consider that over- 
all problems of management and 
contribute liis bit to solving them. 

As an illustration, the noted 
engineer told of a project which 
was sponsored by the New York 
Heart association. The object was 
to design a kitchen tor housewives 
with heart ailments, that would 
eliminate an niiicli unnecessary 
nmtion and exertion as possible.

His club won the southeastern 
couference championship in the 
loop's post<«raaon playoff on the 
same day that N. C. State took the 
southern conference touruanieut 
litie. 

The NCAA chose N. C. State 
from that district and Rupp im- 
mediately erupted that his team 
3hoHld, h;sv^ ; received the ood as 
the defending champion and also 
because it had a better record.

Bengal, whwe Indian officials said

Qommonwealth reiatlons au- 
thorities said the current fighting 

between Hindus and Moslems was 
a serious menace to world peace 
because It threatened to plunge 
Hindu India and Moslem Pakistan 
into war. 

Since January 1, more than 
100,060 refugees have crossed the 
border in both directions to escape 
possible masaacre. 

Hundreds ot Hindus are re- 
ported fleeing daily on every avail- 
able plane and train from Dacca, 
capital of eastern Pakistan, to Cal- 
cutta, IMlla. Their ptalses are he- 
ing talten by equal numbers of 
Moslems leaving Calcutta for 
Dacca. 

Official reports said the state of 
panic equalled , that of the period 
immediately following the parti- 
tion of the Indian sub-continent 
In August, 1947. 

The Indian press and politicians 
in CaJcuUa were reported to be 
clamoring tor the "liberation" of 
eastern Parkistan whose creation 
has been deeply resented since In- 
dia's last British Viceroy, Admiral 
Lord Louis Mountbatten, engi- 
neered the partition ot India be- 
tween Hindus and Moslems.

See Flying Saucer 
As Large Meteor 

Salinas, Calif., Mar. 15 — (U.R) — 
A "flying saucer" that frightened 
residents as it frolicked through 
the California sky probably was a 
meteor. University of Clalltomia 
astronomers said today. 

Dr. 01 in Eggen of the unlTersity 
observatory on nearby Mount 
Hamilton said the meteor must 
have been a "feir-sized one, large 
enough to g«t down dose to earth 
before bumlBS ottt." 

A score of tMrsons called the 
sheriff's office asd the local news- 
papers Saturday night to report a 
bright object In the skies. Some 
said it dove on their automobiles, 
others said It was looping the loop 
and another Mdfl It ii^td tteross 
the hortaoii. 

Took Picture 

' Meanwhile, in Los Angeles, ama- 
teur photographer Bette Malles 
wondered whether she bad taken 
a picture of a flying saucer. She 
planned to give scientists pictures 
of a disk-like object she said she 
photographed in a sunset sky. 

MiHs Malles said she was about 
to take a picture of a small plane 
flying over nearby Hawthorne air- 
field whMt ebe saw something shin- 
ing clo^ by. She snapped the 
shatter on it 

When she developed the film, 
she foitAd she bad exposed a lumi- 
nous oblong "doughnut" with a 
dark center, suggesting a bole. 
Ahead of tbe disk was a circular 
blob, somewhat retembUfls a min- 
iature sun. 

Lines of light seemed to project 
backward from the "sun" toward 
the "doughnut," and a cone-Ilke 
faint light connected with the blob 
to the disk. Another cone of light 
projected backward from tbe disk 
to anotlier litob of light. 

The most vivid description of 
tbe Salinas "saucer" came from 
Mrs. Sam Ragulndin of Chualar, 
Calif. She said she was driving 
Routh of Salinas when it "swooped i 
down" over her car. She thouglit i 
is was a meteor at first, but she 
changed her mind when it ap- 
peared beaded for her. 

*G<rt Fk-ared' 

"I got scared and stopped the 
car," she said. "The thing looked 
like two dinner plmlm S^eed to- 
gether. » 

"It came down to what looked 
like about 2,000 feet. As It came 
ctese. it gave off a strong blulsb- 
whlte light that hurt imt tfm like 
a welder's torch." 

Then, she continued, the saucer 
seemed to "loop the loop" and 
whizzed away southwards. 

Five ttlnvtei later, market own- 
er Htram DoB called to report a 
bright object In the »ky. lie said 
it had a fiery tall and was travel- 
ing "quite close" to the ground.. 
Other witnesses said tbe object 
looked iike a nieieor or falling 
star, "although not^.exactly."

President Milton S. Eisenhower 
. continued hii discussion o{ college 
■ attairs In a K3AC radio broadcast 
today. This was the second In % 
gerles of broadeasts about the Col- 
'M^ lege a« President Elsenhower has 
seen it dttring bla administration. 

In bis prerlons broadclMt the 

President emphasized the Import- 
ance which the cooperation of 
indlTiduala and organlzationB 
tliroughout the state played in the 
' College program. In Wedneiday's 
talk he diBcuased this eo-opera- 
tion in more detail. 

It was brougtht out that almost 
every development fn the College 
program can be related to help 
given by certain Individuals^ and 
groups. Among the groups men- 
tioned was the Kansas Home Dem- 
onstration eonnell. The connetl, 
Elsenhower pointed out, teCOC- 
nlzed the need for additional resi- 
dence hsIBi for women, and 
launched a campaign to raise 
money for the construction of a 
new dormitory. With 4he money 
raised the College was able to 
adapt an off-campus building to 
dormitory nne. 

- BroogM Problem Forward 

In addition, the Conncil broaght 
the housing problem to the atten- 
tion of womens' organisations 
throushout the state, with the re- 
sult that appr^riatlM iniide 
by the state for doradtng^ eon- 
etructioQ. 

"Adequate dormitories,, frater- 
nity and sorority hOUSM, and in- 
dependent houseSf't said President 
Eiseiiliower, "have an Importance 
■to a college program much greater 
than many people seem to realize. 
Education Is, after all, a process 
of maturing in a balanced way — 
maturing intellectually, physically, 
and spirittiaUy. If four years* ex- 
perience in college is to yield the 
Tatttbs it should, none o^ these 
phases of maturing can be ne< 
glected. How a student lives, what 
type of soeiid activity 1m engages 
in, what his attitudes toward his 
fellow students are, whether he 
has the oppertttntty t6 arrive at 
Judgments, express those judg- 
ments, and test those Judgments 
ajgainst the eonclnsiona of his fel- 
■tttientl aad teat^ni and coun- 
sellors: — these and a dozen other! 
■ ^i^factors and circumstances have an 

^^mmediate bearing upon the whole 

* liiatnrJnt pronew.^ 

Another organization whose co- 
operation President Eisenhowfr 
cited was the Kansgts Connell on 
Agricultural Researrli and Educa- 
tion, ThiK organization, the Presi- 
dent siaid. has continually offered 
helpful criticism and effective sup- 
port, not noly to the College agri- 
Cttltural program but to every 
mtpmet of <^U^e activities. This, 
in Btsenhower's opinion is a highly 
commendable attitudp-. "If all spe- 
cial interest groups In American 
•oelety." he statied. "took thU 
bread view, many nf our puzzling 
social problems would disappear, 
for many of these are created by 
partial thinlting and specialized 
demands which often do not co- 
incide with the total reqnireinents 
of a state or of the United States,

Checks Are Late 

Numerous inguirira have been 
made at Veterans Administration 

offices in this area by some vet- 
erans with low numbers and no 
checks as to why veterana wlHi 
higher serial numbers (the last 
three digits) have received the 
special National Service Life In- 
surance dividend, officials of the 
Wichita Veterans Administration 
regional office, said today. 
~ The so-called rule of the last 
thJ!<ee figures on the serfal or ser- 
vice number cannot be used In all 
cases, they pointed out. This r.ule 
applies to a majority at them, 
but there are many exceptions. 

Besides, applications received so 
far iiy the VA have been processed 
*or payment in several groups, 
divided by the date of receipt of 
;he application, officials said. If 
le application of the veteran who 
•«tt tbat post card is In tte second 
group processed, he won't receive 
his check until all dividends In 
the first group ar» mailed. 

If the veteran baa not received

New York, Mar. 16 — (IW9 — The 
American Society of Composers, 
Authors, and FuOUshers made 
plans today for sweevtng changes 
In its organization and practices 
as the result ot- Its consent to two 
antl-tfust IndgmMits^ 

The ASCAP, which controls 
much of the music beard iu the 
Umtad SCsjtes, agreed^ to reorgan- 
ize its internal structure and end 
any monopoly It holds on licens- 
ing of foreign music In America. 

Fred £. Abler t, president ot the 
organisation, sftld ASCAP would 
make the foUbwiOf duwfss Im- 
mediately: 

1. AflCAP members may resign 
at any time, license music Inde- 
pendently, and deprive the or- 
^attttlon of any furtlicr eoatrol 
over their works. 

2. ASCAP will offer movie pro- 
ducers and television broadcasters 
a single license covering all per- 
formances of a moTle or tietwork 
broadcast. Motion picture per- 
formance rights will no longer be 
licensed to moUon pietiire tiiea- 
ters. 

3. ASCAP win not. sue motion 
pleturtf pvtodaeers tor niaale royal- 
ties. 

4. ASCAP will terminate all 
arrangements tmdtttg to establish 
exclusive control overnuwle of 
foreign composers or wlllch com- 
pels organizations of foreign com- 
posers or authors to deal only 
with It.

Shelierbelf fo Be 
Surveyed As Study 
for Tree Planting 

A survey of shelterbells planted 
by the Prairie States Shelterbelt 
Commission from 1MB to 1942 
will be the basis for proposed 
studies of the ecological aspects 
of trees In Kansas. This informa- 
tion has been released by Prof. 
Robert L. Wilson, forester in the 
Department of Hoi*tlcaItnre at 
Kansas State college. 

The ultimate size and survival 
of these trees will be affeeted It 
one species is not properly located 
In relation to other species. Knowl- 
edge eoBearniiti these tadtbrs will 
be of greal iMlv* la tlittire pisail- 
ings. 

'Hie onlf previous work In this 
locality occurred when E. N. 
Munns and J. H. Stoeckeler ot the 
United States ForMtry Service 
pnblUdied data in 1946 on the con- 
illtlons at that time. However, 
thoir ratings mre ttaiaA' ns 
excellent, gXMitf, wfr. poor, very 
poor, or destroy^. Nevertheless,

The recommendation is based 
on long^itlme tests at the Qardra 
City branch of the K-State ex 
periment station. During the 39 
year study, wheat grown on fal 
lowed land producisd ex%etly dou- 
ble that grown on conttnuously- 
cropped land. During the dry 
1930>s, wh^t grown on fallow 
land mora tiiaBv<3<)pIed tiie yield 
of that grown on c^ntUiu&ouBly- 
cropped land. 

Since 194p rainfall has been 
heavier, yet average yield from 
fallow laud the last nine years 
was'St.S bushel* ao. acre. From 
continuously-cropped land aver- 
age yield for the same period an 
acre was 9.d-4»is]kelB. 

The rscdiiiimeiidatlon Is tor an 
area of about 18 soutliweet Kan- 
sas counties with Qreeley, Scott 
and W.lchlta counties on the 
north. Ford county on 'the east 
and Colorado and Oklahoma state 
lines on the west Ud sqnth.

These are located near atomic 
furnaces such as Oak Ridge, Tenn., 
or near huge cyclotrona which 
also prodnee radioaetlTe eub- 
staneea need in the treatment of 
cancer or in diagnostic work. 

The' Atomic Energy commiKsiun 
announced yesterday that an 
"atomic hospital" for cancer pa- 
tients will be opened soon at Oak 
Hidge. A so m<.^ what similar lius- 
pitul has been in opj^atlon for 
about a year at 4he Brookhaven 
National laboratory on Long la- 
land. In that time, more than 30 
patients have been treated. About 
a third of them suffered from 
catteer. 

A third hospital ifl under con- 
struction at the Argoiin© labora- 
tories in Chicago, and some pa- 
tients already hsTe hera treated 
thye. 

In treating some persons who 
have cancer it is necessary to take 
them to the atomic piles, rather 
than bring the radioactive sub- 
stance' to the city hospital. This 
may become increaalngly more im- 
portant as medical science dle- 
covprs new radioactive, materials 
or isotopes that will have medical 
yalvM, Mm^ W these titotopeo lose 
their radioactivity, and tluW'tllOlr 
effectiveness, rapidly.

Gc^ernor of Alaska

In a forLlirisht enuaciation of | 
tTnitild States poller In the T^r . 
East, Acheson said that the Chi- 
neae "can only bring grave trouble 
on theraselTes ... if they are led 
by their new rulers Into as^res- 
sive or subversivo adventures be- 
yond tlieJT bofders." 

In a major address before tbe 
Commonwealth Club of CaHtorttla, 
Acheson declared: 

"We DOW face the proipect that 
the CommnnlitB May attompt to 
. . . use China as a base for probing 
for other w^ak apoto which they 
6&n more Into and exploit." 

Acheson referred to southeast 
Asia, where CommuniBta are en- 
hi Q«0nrU^ tfgbtliiK, and 
apparently to south Korea, which 
ia being subjected to Inereaalng 
jU|led pressure. 

"Ab old friends, wo WKf to the 
ChiiMBo people that we fully un- 
derstand that their present un- 
Ju^ipy status within the orbit of 
the Soviet Union Is not the reanlt 
of any choice on their part, but 
has bee&fereed apon them," Ache-

At the same time, Acheson said 
tbftt the Chinese soon would see 
the itmnlsed them by Russia 
QmAer ithe Russian-Chinese trnaty 
won't meet their needs. 

Be iftid that . American trade 
with China is far more Important 
than Soviet economic help to 
China's needs. But he set forth 
conditions under which the United 
States could trade with Red China. 

"Trade requires certain stand- 
ards of condttct," he said. "Ships, 
planes, and trftttors mmst he re- 
ceived under conditions of security 
and decency. Contracts must be 
hooMMt. Thert must he some me- 
dium of cqniliwiilnttionably resu- 
.^^jfSited." 

Vnder those conditions, he said 
the United States would sanction 
trade with China. However, iie 
warned that the United States 
"does not propose that Americans 
should sell goods that may he used 
to harm us." 

"Nor does' this government pro- 
pose to give credits or gifts," he 
added, "to those who declare their 
hostility. to US and all we stand 
for." 

In his speech, Acheson also: 

1 — Said that the United States 
is sending an economic nalssion to 
the Philippines at request of Presi 
dent Qulrino, to aid In planning 
delvclopnient of the Philippine 
economy and resources. He hinted 
thkt further American economic 
aid to the Philippines m^ht result. 

2 — "Welcome" a recent policy 
statement by Australia's foreign 
Minister, calling for a "sustained 
and determined effort" by all 
democracies to preserve their way 
of life, and for more active inter- 
national cooperation "in ^ areas 
where their Tttal Interests ate at- 

^djl^fected. 

In his hands-oft warning io Red 



China, Acheson said that "we do 
not intend to engage in any ag- 
gmslre adventttiwftgMMt (heta." 

"But," he said, "they should un- 
dersUnd that, whatever happens 
within their own oottBtfy, they can 
only brinp grave trouble on them- 
selves and their friends, both In 
Asia and beyond, if they are led 
by their new rmleni Into aggressive 
or subversive adrentnrei beyond 
thefr own hdrders."" 

Such "adventures," Acheson 
said, would "violate the United 
Nations charter. They would vio- 
late the peace wJiieh the charter 
was designed iq preserve." 

**1 «ay thte,'* Aehesott said "bo 
that there may be no mistake about 
the attitude of the United States; 
No opportunity to distort or twist 
it; and, so that all in (Mlaa nay 
know who woa^ be nepouttle 
for all that snch aanwilmw mltfU 
bring to pass." 

He accused the Soviet Union of 
seeking "to confuse the world'* 
concerning American policy "to- 
ward the newly established nations 
of southeast .Aliiit'*' . 
eager to Snppott CtaTCimnent 
"The United States conslsteBtly 
has supported and will continue 
to support the movement'of these 
peoples toward self-goTernni«ii 
and national Independence," he 
said. 

"The i^ople of Asia must face 
the htct.that today the major 
threat to their freedom and to 
their social and economic progress 
is the attempted penetration of 
Asia by Soviet-Coihmn'nist Impe- 
rialism and by the colonilism 
which it contains." 

He said "It has been a great 
disappointment that help which we 
rendered on a massive scale to 
China ^ nstt result in bringing 
peace and eeonomte reeoyery to 
the Chinese ped^ aa we had 
hoped." 

This failure, he said, did not 

mean that the attempt to help was 
wrong, or that the U. S. should not 
help others Itiieikliic freeKlon «ttd* 
independence. 

"It merely underlines that our 
help can only reinforce the efforts 
which others are prepared to make 
on their own behalf," he said. 

He added that despite the pros- 
pect that 40,000,000 Chinese will 
go hungry and "mllttalis nay die" 
before the next hainrast, "yet food 
still moves from China to the So- 
viet Union." ^id despite the 
vague assurances of the recent 
Sino-Soviet treaty, he said Russia

SI. Patrick's Day Recalls History BeMnd 
TndifioBal Observance el Irish Anniversary 



"Ay, and the top of the day to 
you, my fine friend, and I'm a'hop- 
ing you're not be forgetting soon 

t'll be St. Patrick's Day." 

Once again it's the time of year 
when these words ean be heard 
from Irishmen all over the world. 
But in the gay wearing of the 
green and other observanoes of 
the day, the real history of St. 
Patrick's Day it often forgotten. 
So for the honor of tbe Irish and 
the satisfaction of any enrloatty 
about its origin or sfgnlfleanee, 
here is St. Pat's story: 

In 432 Pope Celeatine sent St. 
Patrick to Ireland to convert tbe 
Irish to Christianity. Until then 
his name had been Maewyn, but 
the Pope bestowed upon blm the 
ecdesiaBtical name of Patrieius. / 

Preaclied the Gospel 

S. Patrick landed near Wicklow. 
according to tbe tradition. The 

people were preparing to stone 
him for attempting to change the 
religion of tbefar aneeatora. But 
fearlessly he preached the gospel 
to the pagan Irish, and they lis- 
tened to his eloquence. 

He illustrated the doctrine of 
tte Trinity to the people by sbow- 



tttg them a trefojl — a three-leafed 
grass like the elover. The Irish 
were impressed and tb^ were 
solemnly baptised by St. Patrick. 

It is because of this trefoil grass 
tradition that the Irish wear the 
shamrock and green on St. Pat- 
rick's Day. 

In honor of the saint, every 
Irishman on St. Patrick's Day, who 
is alive to its impoi tatice, adorns 
his bat with bunches of shamroekg. 
In Ireland tbe church bells ring 
and tbe chapels bells are tuned to 
Joyous notes. The pipers and harp- 
ers play "Patrt^'s Day tn the 
Morning", and oU womtn sell 
shamroclcs.

The price of a shamrock In Dub- 
lin on St. Patrick's Day is ordi- 
narily three pence, but when the 
crop is poor, a sprig may sell for 
as much aa ItaU a erovo. 

Although the fame of Ireland's 
patroji saint has lieen growing for 
IS bentnries, there la today only 
on? town In the world which is 
called St. Patrick. iVt in Clark 
county. Ho. Foundeif abont 1840 
by a band of Irish immigrants.

Jolr as welt as th| ^tH^ld jobs of 
every day life. _ ' 

The study of time and motion 
economy at Kansas State is one 
of the most interesting courses on 
I the "hlir*. It is something dlf^ 
ferent from the ordinary engineer- 
ing courses and through it, stu- 
dents realise that factories don't 
'just happen". During the course, 
everything Imaginable is studied. 
I<aeh student Is required to make 
process charts of himself shaving; 
many surprising things have been 
learned from this. Studies are 
made In the shops on all types of 
machines and on all types of Jobs. 

i Vft*. Restricted ... 
These studies ure not limited to 
the shops, however. Last year, 
p-s} studies were made In the 
7i*ens of the Kansas State cafe- 
teria. It was discovered that these 
^fehena are operated very etfici 
ently. It would hate been discour- 
aging to a casual bbsefver to try 
to improve any of their opera 
tions. Two parttcnlarly complex 
lloperations were picked out and 
limotion study principles applied to 
ifthe complete process chart and 
incro-motion s t u d l es m a_d e.

In 
many e^ses tlie prodw^l^n ofttpnt 
was upped from 200 to $m percent 
lust by the application dt the 
principles of motion eeonomy. 
Tb& importance of this cannot be 
underestimated. ^ tf ^ only 
through such siivinRs that tiie tre- 
mendous production of our air- 
craft and mnnltlons plants was 
possible. 

Now that peace has returned, 
many of these plants that were 
forced to turn to motion and time 
economy principles are back pro- 
dndoff goods for the peacetime 
market: They have not forgotten 
the lesson learned and have con- 
tinued to apply those principles 
wherever possible. It Is this fac- 
tor that Is providing jobs for 
many graduating seniors who 
have had training in this impor- 
tant function of manufacturing. 

During a time of high costs, 
both material and labor. It is ap- 
parent that any Industry must 
study its methods most severely 
in order to keep costs down to a 
mlnl&um. Many hospitals In this 
area are beginning to turn to these 
principles as a means of lowering 
costs. In fact, B&ver;tl 'are con- 
sidering hiring a full-time motion 
economy analyst to help lower 
the costs in their Itwtltutlons.

Payne Explains Process 
Of Caponizing Roosters 

Caponlzing roosters with a 
chemical to. done when the birds 
are from 16 to 18 weeks old. Prof. 
Loyal F. Payne of Kansas State 
college said today in response to 
a "stream of letters" acrtylnc on 
the campus. The birds are mar- 
keted six to elRht weeks later. 

Many Kansas poultry producers 
want to know this year how «hem- 
Ical capons compare with aurRlcal 
capons, Payne said. "The chemical 
hormones have a temporary ef- 
fect, reaching their peak six to 
eight weeks after Injection." Re- 
sults so far have not been uniform, 
Payne said. Some birds seem to 
put on more fat than others. 

Also chemically-treated cocker- 
els should be killed and dressed 
before niarfeettnc as the eh«Biilc«l 
does not change the physical ap- 
pearance of their combs or

A good example of the falling 
oC the co-efficient ot friction with 
the increase in relative velocity 
on the dry side Is the braking of 
toe automobile.

and the tires have uo relative ve- 
locity with respect^ to the road.

If the brakes are locked and 
the wheels slide there is dynamic 
or sliding friction. The sensation 
of .sp:'f'(liiig up when the brakes 
a^re locked almost is actual. The 
i^te ot deerea^ftg speed with the 
Wheels locked is not as great. as 
when the wheels are turnlag.

"Sweet Clover in Kansas." 

The as specialists pointed out 
that sweet clover is adapted to 
the eastern two-thirds of Kansas 
and Is "the beet suppleuratal pas- 
ture and soli improvement crop 
that can be grown in the state," 

It is a "triple-benefit" crop, 
they said, as it impf^iTee th» soil, 
furnishes pasture and can be har- 
vested for seed. Because sweet 
clover will fi» from 100 to ISO 
pounds of atmospheric nitrogen in 
an «cre of soil, sweet clover acre- 



age in Kaui^ should be mpre than 
1 million msM mamaa^. lacteed 

only 260,000 seres an» grown in 
the stafe. 

Sweet clover is adapted to a 
wider fasge of climatic cooditleus 
than either alfalfa or anj' et -the 
true clovers. It is more tolerant 
of poor drainage, overflow, sepp- , 
age and alkali and is more drouth- 
I'esiBtant than alfalfa or ced cIovm-. 

The ag specialists said sweet 
rIovM- thrives on exposed, heeiTy 
claf •ttH»~ er on rough, roeky 
hills. It may be used to reclaim 
eroded, run-down soils and to 
stop Mowteg of sandy totls.
